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INTRODUCTION 


rpHIS first attempt at a complete bibliography of Australian bird books is the result of 

twenty years’ study of the subject, and will include a majority of the books to which 
reference must be made in the study of Australian Ornithology. Many works which provide 
nothing of value have not been recorded, though I have had to examine them. There is much 
of novelty in this account, and it will repay the student’s careful reading. I have incor¬ 
porated all the exact data provided by my friends Mr. C. Davies Sherbom and Dr. C. W. 
Richmond, whose published works must be in the hands of every systematic ornithological 
worker. 

I have also to thank Dr. Theodore S. Palmer, the erudite Secretary of the American 
Ornithologists’ Union, who knows more about the dates of birth and death and the full names 
(as well as the burial places) of the ornithologists of the world than any other man. 

I am citing in connection with the articles the names of the forms, subspecies, species, 
and genera described, so that a complete concordance of the named Aves of Australia is 
here presented. 

I also give life sketches of the two friends who have helped me for so many years. 
Of the two portraits of Sherborn, the one, taken by Dr. G. H. Rodman, shows him as he was 
when he started his monumental work, while the other was taken by Mr. Martin A. C. 
Hinton in 1924. Richmond’s portrait, given on the same plate, shows him as he is to-day. 

CHARLES DAVIES SHERBORN. 

Bom 30th June, 1861, in London, eldest child of Charles William Sherborn (1831-1912), 
the celebrated line-engraver, and Hannah Simpson Sherborn (nee Davies) (1829-1922) of 
Liverpool. Educated by Miss Elizabeth Rye (she was famous as an educationalist) and 
at St. Mark’s College School, Chelsea. 

At age of fifteen went into the business of paper, printed books and metal-goods and 
there obtained such technical knowledge as has well been of use to him in his profession. 
Afterwards spent a year as a tailor. 

Left business for a scientific career and went to Switzerland and Germany for twelve 
months in 1886-7. 

First entered into Geology and Palaeontology, worked under Thomas Dupert Jones 
on Forminifera and Ostracoda. Published in 1888 44 A Bibliography of the Forminifera,” 
and in 1896 “An Index to the Genera and Species of the Forminifera (Smithsonian 
Institution).” In conjunction with Arthur Smith Woodward compiled and published in 
1890 “A Catalogue of British Fossil Vertebrata.” 

Between 1894 and 1908 surveyed the 44 White Chalk of the English Coast ” with Dr. 
H. W. Rowe, and the results were published by the Geologists’ Association of London, 
of which body Sherbom was Honorary Secretary from 1889-1897. 

During the same period worked with Upfield Green surveying western Cornwall, and 
published the results in the Geological Magazine, 1908, 1912 and 1913, and elsewhere. 
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In 1890 commenced his great work “ Index Animaliumand published the first volume 
(for 1758-1800) in 1902. Has patiently laboured since on the compilation and editing 
of Volume Two (1801-1850), which is now being published by the Trustees of the British 
Museum. 

During all these years Sherbom has written many papers of bibliographic importance 
to nomenclature in the various works he indexed, and his voluminous manuscript notes 
were utilized by B. B. Woodward in his wonderful “Catalogue of the Library of the British 
Museum (Natural History)” (1903—1915). 

Despite these labours Sherbom has found time to collect material for and to publish 
“ A History of the Family of Sherborn 99 (1901) and “ A Sketch of the Life and Work of 
Charles William Sherborn” (1912). 

He is an authority on Printed Books, Manuscripts, Prints, Coins, Antiquities and 
Stamps, and has written many papers connected with these subjects. 

A breakdown in 1897-8 robbed him of eighteen months’ work and left him with 
cataract in both eyes, but fortunately they have held good and, now his work is well in 
hand, we hope they will serve him to the end. 

Sherborn is an Honorary Fellow of the Zoological Society of London, an Associate of 
the Linnean Society of London, and an Honorary Life Fellow of the Metropolitan Museum 
of New York. 

CHARLES WALLACE RICHMOND. 

Born in Kenosha, Wisconsin, December 31st, 1868, at 7.30 p.m. Eldest son of Edward 
Leslie and Josephine Ellen (nee Henry) Richmond. 

Nothing notable happened to him until he was seven or eight years old, when he joined 
a small-boy swimming party to Lake Michigan, less than half a mile from his home. In 
passing through an open field with a solitary tree in it, one of the boys remarked: " I am 
going to get that Kingbird’s nest,” and Richmond remained behind to see what a Kingbird’s 
nest resembled. So far as he can recall, his attention had never been directed to birds, 
nests or eggs, but this casual remark sealed his fate. When the boy descended from the 
tree with the nest and three fresh eggs—the most beautiful objects Richmond had ever 
seen—he then and there resolved to collect birds’ eggs. The boy removed a pin from 
his clothing, punched a hole in each end of the eggs and blew them, thus furnishing all 
the information needed by a beginner. From that time Richmond lived and dreamed 
birds eggs. In the winter time, he and his brother hid birds’ nests about the house, and 
spent much time in “ discovering ” them and their precious contents. 

His mother died early in 1880, and his father removed to Washington later in the 
same year, to take a government position. The four children followed in August of 1881. 
By that time their father had remarried, and they found a step-mother, step-brother, and 
step-sister to welcome them. In a few years the family accumulated more dividends, 
amounting to five half-brothers, two of whom, twins, died in infancy. The growing family 
called for additional support, and as the eldest child, Richmond, then about thirteen years 
old, was soon taken from school to help the family exchequer. (Parenthetically, it may 
be added that he had already started upon a self-supporting basis. When his father went 
to Washington, Richmond took a job to help unload schooners bearing tan-bark for 
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a large tannery, at 75 cents per day, from 7 o’clock a.m. to 6 p.m. A cruel overseer 
observed him hesitate at 2 p.m., to watch a schooner “back out,” and at once 
“ fired ” him, —the only position he ever lost in this way. He drew his pay, 50 cents, and 
on the way home invested in a shirt and a watermelon, totalling 50 cents, thus spending 
all of his capital, which he has succeeded in doing ever since.) 

In his early egg-collecting days in Kenosha, Richmond conceived the idea of rigging 
up a nesting box on top of his house, to attract some bird whose eggs he could take. A 
White-bellied or Tree-Swallow took possession, made a nest, and laid some eggs. Richmond 
had designs on that nest and eggs, but when he visited the roof of the house, pried off the 
cover of the box, and looked in on the clear, calm, trusting eye of the setting bird, he received 
a twinge of conscience that has rarely since deserted him. He replaced the cover on the 
box, made a hasty descent, and the bird raised her family in peace. 

Shortly after his arrival in Washington, Richmond, with his brother and two sisters, 
were taken to visit the Smithsonian Institution, which, at that time, had a large collection 
of birds’ eggs and nests exposed in its main hall. After revelling in this wonderful exhibit 
for some time, C.W.R. concluded he could never compete with such an institution, and 
decided to take his precious collection there and give it for what it was worth. He did 
did not know that adults were interested in such matters, thinking it only a boy’s pastime, 
and when he took his treasures to the main door of the Institution was surprised to have 
the old coloured doorkeeper of those days say to him : “ You will have to see Mr. Ridgway.” 
The doorkeeper directed him across the hall and up five flights of winding stairs, where 
he met a sign “ No admittance.” Timidly knocking at the door, he heard a cheery voice 
say “ Come in,” and upon so doing found Mr. Ridgway at work. The latter pulled up a 
chair for him, and Richmond sat down beside the first ornithologist he had ever heard of. 
With much diffidence he unwrapped the cigar boxes that contained his collection and told 
Mr. Ridgway his intentions. He expected to supply the names of the eggs, and thus set 
the Smithsonian right, but Mr. Ridgway seemed to have a supernatural gift in this direction 
and was able to identify them as fast as brought to view. In a few minutes he had given 
Richmond more items of interest than he had learned to date. A new world had been 
opened up. 

At the first opportunity Richmond returned to ask Mr. Ridgway a question, and from 
that time on must have bothered him unmercifully, though the latter never complained. 
He was given a copy of the Bulletin 21, or “ Nomenclature of North American Birds,” then 
recently published, and decided he would have to learn all of its scientific names. 
After considerable drilling, with the help of his brother, he had learned all but a few of 
the species of Puffins, which he could not master. Whenever his brother got tired of the 
work, he would turn to Puffinus, and thus end the lesson. 

His first experience with a foreign bird was in connection with one from Australia, 
a skin found in the possession of a neighbourhood boy. Richmond urged him to present 
the specimen to the Smithsonian, and together they took it down to Mr. Ridgway, who set 
them at work on Gould’s Birds of Australia to identify it by the plate. It proved to be 
Myzaniha garrula . Mr. Ridgway was satisfied with the determination, Richmond was 
proud of having identified a bird from a book, and the other boy was much elated at having 
added a specimen to the Smithsonian collection. This happened on September 30th, 1882. 
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In the early part of the 5th grade, Richmond was removed from school to take a position 
as page in the House of Representatives, in the first session of the Forty-Seventh Congress, 
a place arranged for him by his father. Here he remained until the close of the session 
By intensive study for a couple of weeks before the opening of the next school term he 
was enabled to enter the 6th grade, where he remained until the opening of Congress, 
December 4fch, 1882, when he again served as page until the close of the session, on March 
3rd, 1883. He had been early designated as “ Mail Page,” an easy job, which gav6 him 
access to the two mail boxes in the House, and almost free reign over one of them. The 
Library of Congress was then in the Capitol building, and Richmond found he could with¬ 
draw almost any needed book on order from a Member of Congress. Through this 
circumstance, he had his mail box almost filled with bird books. One of the books he 
unearthed proved to be Gray’s Handlist of Genera and Species of Birds, in three volumes. 
He conceived the idea of copying the scientific names of all the birds in the world, and 
got so far as finishing the first volume of Gray’s work, but gave it up at that point as too 
onerous an undertaking, at least for a boy, inasmuch as much of his spare time in these 
years was taken up with caring for infant brothers. 

A short time before the next school term, Richmond put in some more concentrated 
work on study, and entered the 7th grade, in September, 1883, but by November he quit 
school to become a messenger in the Geological Survey, a position obtained for him bv 
his father. This was the end of his “ regular ” school work—not much for a naturalist. 
He started a course in Latin, costing 82 per week, but his father demurred at this on account 
of the expense, so he gave it up. There were many mouths to feed, with but two wage- 
earners to feed them. He bought various text-books and carried on studies in a desultory 
way for several years, and during 1886-87 took a course in topographical draughting at 
the Corcoran Scientific School, though he never made any use of this subject. 

After several false starts in bird collecting, Richmond finally began a collection in 
April, 1884, and by May, 1885, Mr. Henshaw (to whom he was taking his specimens for 
identification at that time) remarked “ You make very poor bird skins,” and offered to give 
him a lettei of introduction to a friend who was then preparing specimens at Henshaw’s 
rooms. The offer was gladly accepted, and the friend proved to be William Brewster, not only 
an accomplished ornithologist, but a skilled maker of study specimens. Richmond gained 
more information on the subject of taxidermy from him in a couple of hours than he had 
absorbed in all oi his previous experiences. His preparation of study skins improved 
rapidly thereafter. In this month (May, 1885) appeared his first paper (under initials 
oul y)> h* the Ornithologist and Oologist.” A year or two later he became acquainted with 
Bendire, the Oologist, who then had charge of the egg collection of the National Museum. 

Shortly thereafter, he gave up the gathering of eggs and presented his collection to the 
Museum. 

The year 1888 proved an eventful one. He published his first paper in tlie Auk; 
visited Montana with a Geological Survey party, got his only glimpse of western bird-life 
and made a collection of birds and mammals there ; and was elected an Associate member 
of the American Ornithologists’ Union. 

About 1889, he resigned his position in the Geological Survey and was appointed a 
pecial Agent in the Census Office, to collect statistics on mineral waters. Here he remained 
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for some months, until the work was finished, when he received an appointment as 
Ornithological Clerk in the Division of Economic Ornithology and Mammalogy (now the 
Biological Survey) in the Department of Agriculture, remaining until the middle of 
January, 1892. During the summer of 1891 he met three young men who were expecting 
to engage in horticultural work in Central America (Honduras) and was invited to join 
them. The prospect of taking up a residence in a tropical country, where he could study 
and collect birds appealed to him, and he decided to become one of their number, if possible. 
He had no funds (being still engaged in helping to support a large family), but thought 
he might raise the necessary capital by the sale of his collection of birds. In this he was 
successful, the National Museum coming to his rescue. He stipulated that his brother 
should be one of the party, which was agreed to, and after much scheming and preparation 
the five members sailed from New York, with a large outfit, for Greytown, Nicaragua. 
A stop of one day at Kingston, Jamaica, enabled Richmond to get a few birds from that 
island. A few days later the “ Coban 55 reached Greytown, where the party remained 
for a couple of months, making further preparations. During this time, Richmond 
collected specimens in various branches of natural history ; helped in the work of modifying 
a 25-foot life-boat (taken from the wreck of the “ Aguan 55 on Roncador Reefs) into a 
decked-over sail-boat of strange design for use on the proposed voyage to Honduras ; and 
also made a visit to Lake Nicaragua, thence up the Rio Frio to the Guatusa Indian 
habitations of Costa Rica. 

In April, the party began its voyage up the coast for Honduras, in a greatly overloaded 
craft, Richmond refusing to go until a capable “ Carib ” sailor was hired as a navigator. 
The boat was not only overloaded but was top-heavy, and while being prepared for the trip 
excited much comment among sea-faring men, who wagered among themselves that the 
party would or would not reach its destination. On this account the craft was christened 
the “ Forlorn Hope,” and the little 12-foot dug-out canoe that was added to its equipment 
was called the “ Last Chance ”—both' suitable names. When the boat put to sea, two 
of the men (who had the book-lore concerning yachting) promptly became seasick, while 
two others were suffering from grave attacks of malaria, leaving the Carib and Richmond 
available as able seamen. Bluefields, the first port on the coast, about 60-70 miles away, 
was reached in about eight days, after innumerable troubles, and in a water-logged 
condition. Supplies of all kinds were much damaged by salt water, and the voyagers 
decided to spend some time there, drying and salvaging their effects. Three of the members, 
including Richmond, made an excursion in the “ Forlorn Hope ” up the Escondido River, 
and reached a point about 50 miles from its mouth, where they met a congenial American, 
one of the owners of the International Planting Company's plantation (called the “ I.P.” 
plantation for short), who invited them to begin their enterprise there, and make the planta¬ 
tion their headquarters. They decided to do so, and shortly returned to Bluefields to 
pack up their effects and remove the two invalids to the plantation. By the middle of 
June the two members who had first suffered from malaria were nearly recovered, but 
the other three promptly came down with it. Thence on, it was a constant source of 
trouble. Richmond's brother had had enough of it, and made arrangements to return 
home at once; another member of the party started for Washington in November, and a 
few days later one of the remaining three died of the malady. 
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Richmond, though suffering almost constantly from malaria, collected such specimens 
as he could, but in December developed a badly infected tooth, which ulcerated through 
the cheek, externally. There was no dentist nearer than at one of the cities on the west 
side of the country, and a visit there would be long and costly, so he decided to accompany 
the remaining member of the expedition back to Washington. The original party had 
sailed from New York at 6 a.m., January 19th, 1892, and by a coincidence the two 
remaining members sailed out of Bluefields Bluff at 6 p.m., January 19th, 1893. A week 
later they were in Washington, where Richmond found that several of his friends had 
begun the study of medicine, and decided to join them. He spent the summer in preparing 
for the entrance examination, and realized enough from the sale of specimens to begin the 
course. In the meantime, he made application for a position in the National Museum, 
and in May, 1893, was appointed a watchman for duty in the telephone room at night, the 
chief clerk explaining that if he once got on the rolls of the Museum it would be easier to 
transfer him to a more suitable place. In a few months he was detailed to the Division 
of Mammals, and on July 1st, 1894, was designated as “ Assistant on the Scientific Staff,” 
and ordered to report to Mr. Ridgway. The latter had been directed to prepare a report 
on the " Birds of North and Middle America,” and Assistant Secretary G. Brown Goode 
told Richmond to relieve him as much as possible of the routine work and office duties of 
the Division of Birds. *' 

Mr. Ridgway, being the expert on American birds, left the remainder of the world 
free for Richmond to browse in, and this direction he followed as opportunity offered, 
emplojdng his odd time, chiefly at home, with his card catalogue of generic and specific 
names of birds, a work he had begun when he was employed in the Biological Survey. This 
line of investigation lead him into a study of the dates of publication and contents of parts 
of works, and into other details. He examined a great mass of publications in the 
Washington libraries, and in the Academy of Natural Sciences, Philadelphia, and else¬ 
where, in search of clues to these subjects. Incidentally he became a searcher for rare 
books not found in the local libraries, and succeeded in obtaining not a few of them. 

Richmond was elected a Fellow of the American Ornithologists* Union in 1897, and 
earlier in the same year had graduated in medicine at Georgetown University. He had 
by this time been relieved from helping out the family income, and plunged into 
matrimony, marrying Miss Louise H. Seville in 1898, with whom he still lives in entire amity. 

For some years he served as an unofficial secretary of the Committee on Classification 
and Nomenclature of the American Ornithologists’ Union, and in 1901 became a member 
of the committee, continuing to date. 

From 1894 to 1918 was Assistant Curator, Division of Birds, then Associate Curator, 
a position he still holds. 

In 1900, with Dr. L. Stejneger, he made a brief collecting visit to Porto Rico, gathering 
natural history material and enjoying an attack of dengue fever. This was his last field 
work. 

Has published about 115 papers and short notes, almost all of them on birds, dates 
of publication, and similar matters. 

Is a member of several scientific societies, including the British Ornithologists’ Union 
(Honorary Member), etc. 
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Acloque, Alexandre. —Bom 1871. Faune de France, Oiseaux, Vol. I., pp. 87-336, Paris, 
1900 : Eucircus , Eufalco. 

Agassiz, Jean Louis Rodolphe. —Born 1807. Died 1873. Nomenclator Zoologicus, 4to, 
1842-46. An attempt to give the names used in Zoology up-to-date ; with the assistance # 
of well-known specialists a basis was provided ; thus J. E. Gray, Bonaparte, etc., provided 
the Aves which appeared in 1842. Nomencl. Zool. Index Universalis, a name list 
only, in 12mo, was issued in 1848. 

Agric. Gazette , New South Wales. —A monthly periodical dealing with agricultural matters 
to which North contributed a series of articles concerning useful and insectivorous 
birds, and in such an unsatisfactory vehicle took the opportunity of describing new 
species and genera. These are Acantliiza mastersi (Vol. XII., 1901), Oreoscopus (Vol. 
XVI., 1905), Ashbyia and A. lovei (nom. mut.) (Vol. XXII., 1911) and Dacelo 
mclennani (Vol. XXII., 1911). 

Alexander, Wilfred Backhouse. —Born 1885. Australian Zoologist who has contributed 
useful articles to the Emu, such as the White-winged Terns in Western Australia and a 
List of the Birds of the Perth District. More impo^ant, however, is the series of 
papers entitled The History of Zoology in Western Australia, of which Part I. appeared 
in the Joum. West Australia Nat. Hist, and Sci. Soc., Vol. V., pp. 49-64, 1914, dealing 
with the records up to and including Dampier ; Part II., covering the period 1791-1829, 
and recording the bird notes of Vancouver, Peron and King, was published in the Journ. 
Ro;v. Soc. W.A., Vol. I., for 1914-15, pp. 83-149, 19i.6 ; while Part III., years 
1829-1S40, came out in the same Journal, Vol. III. (pp. 1-33 in reprint), 1917, and 
included Quoy and Gaimard’s notes a a well as those by G. Grey, Stokes, etc. 

Allen, Joel Asaph. —Famous American Zoologist who only recently died, aged 83, 1838- 
1921 (Auk, Jan., 1922, pp. 1-14, for Memoir). In the Bull. Amer. Mus. Nat. Hist, three 
papers appeared which must be here recorded :—

As these articles were prepared in Dr. Allen’s old age the numerous errors of 
commission and omission may be pardoned. 

Allg. Lit . Zeitung (Jena), 1804, Vol. II., pp. 168, col. 542, June 8th, 1804.—This periodical 
must be cited owing to the discovery by Richmond (3, p. 581, footnote) of a review 
of Bechstein’s Ornith. Taschenb., wherein new names are proposed for certain bird 
groups. Calidris and Canutus. 

Anahjst .—An English periodical begun as a monthly on August 1st, 1834, printed at 
Worcester, but published in London, and at the end of one year (two volumes, 
six numbers to a volume) removed to Birmingham, but still published in London as a 
quarterly; first quarterly number, but consecutively No. 9, on October 1st, 1835, two 
quarterly parts to a volume, Vols. III. to VIII., Vols. IX. and X., each three parts, 
when it suspended publication in 1840. It was called “ A Journal of Science, 
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Literature and the fine Arts ” and is noteworthy for a series of articles and letters 
on Ornithological Nomenclature with a view to reconciling the vernacular and scientific 
names. These articles, also discussed in Loudon’s Magazine, were strongly controverted 
by H. E. Strickland, and were probably one of the chief causes of the now well- 
known “ Stricklandian Code,” the first attempt to legislate upon scientific zoological 
nomenclature. The chief writers were “ P,” i.e. Shirley Palmer, “ B,” i.e. Blyth, 
“ S.D.W.,” Neville Wood, C. T. Wood, etc. 

Pandion leucocephalus “ N.F.”=S.D.W. Yol. II., No. XI., p. 305, June 1835. 

Brevipes “ P ” (=Shirley Palmer), Vol. IV., No. XV., p. 101, April 1st, 1836. 

Pecula C. T. Wood, Vol. IV., No. XVI., pp. 299, 300, July 1836. 

Phalaenivora “ B ” (=Blyth), Vol. V., No. XVII., p. 79, Oct. 1836. 

Anderson, William. —Accompanied Cook’s Second and Third Voyages. Latham described 
two Australian species from Anderson’s MS., Sylvia minima , Sylvia canescens, Index, 
p. 563. A scrap of MS. is preserved in the British Museum (Natural History) from 
which I transcribed the account of the latter. This item of IMS. is remarkable as 
including a new r genus for the Honey-eaters, the first attempt at separation. Died 1778. 

Andrews, F. W.—Naturalist attached to the Lake Eyre Expedition, organised by George 
Woodroffe Goyder, who collected Amytis goyderi , Melithreptes laetior. 

Andrews, Charles William. —Born 1866 . Famous British Palaeontologist, who has written 
many Memoirs on Fossil Birds, but is here included on account of his Explorations of 
Christmas Island (Indian Ocean), where he made notes on the Frigate Birds and collected 
specimens. By means of these, which lie handed to me, I was enabled to work out the 
forms of Frigate Bird, previously inexplicable. 

Angas, George French.—A great Australian Naturalist and fine Artist. Furnished 
paintings for G. Bennett’s Gatherings of a Naturalist, etc., and also sent notes to Gould, 
who has mentioned him under Calyptorhynchus xanthonotus . Son of George Fife 
Angas, wdio has been called the Father and Founder of South Australia. Bom 1822. 
Died 1886. 

Annals of the Lyceum of Natural History of New York , 8vo, 6 vols., New York, 1826—1855.— 
Carus and Engelmann, Bibl. Zool., Vol. I., p. 107, 1861, give details of which only 
Vols. I. and II. concern us : thus 

Vol. I., 1826 (12 Nos. September 1823 to January 1826). 

II., 1828 (14 Nos. July 1826 to January 1828). 

The copy in the British Museum (Natural History) is inscribed with the later data 
secured by C. D. Sherborn which reads Vol. I., pp. 1-32, Sept. 1823; pp. 33-64, Dec. 
1823 ; pp. 65-96, March 1824 ; pp. 97-128, May 1824; pp. 129-160, Sept. 1824; pp. 161- 
192, Dec. 1824; pp. 193-224, Jan. 1825; ppf 225-248, April 1825; pp. 249-286, June 
1825; pp. 2S7-318, Nov. 1825; pp. 319-350, Dec. 1825, and pp. 351-410, Jan. 1826. 
There is a sub-title, part the first, dated 1824 for pp. 1-192 and sub-title, part the second, 
dated 1825, for pp. 193—410, which are misleading, the dates given by Sherborn being 
correct as shown by wrappers preserved. 

Vol. II., pp. 1—36, March 1826; pp. 37-68 (April or May); pp. 69-100, June 1826;

Annals and Magazine of Natural History. —T his well-known periodical appeared first under 
the title Magazine of Zoology and Botany ” under the direction of Jardine and Selby. 
This appeared every two months for two years, when it became a monthly under the 
name Annals of Natural History, the first number appearing on March 1st, 1838; 
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six numbers complete a volume, and after the fifth volume the name was altered to 
that of Annals and Magazine as above, and under which it still appears on the 1st of 
every month. Twenty volumes constitute a series, so that it is necessary to cite the 
series number correctly. 

Annales Paris Museum. —This periodical appeared in parts, and after 20 volumes, 1802-1814, 
the name was changed to Memoires, which again after 20 volumes, 1814-32, was altered 
to Nouv. Annales, of which only four volumes appeared, 1832-1836, when it became 
the Archives. 

Sherborn has published (Ann. Mag. Nat. Hist., Ser. 8, Vol. XIII., p. 365, March 1914) 
a collation of this difficult series. 

Annales des Sciences Naturelles (Paris).—Begun in 1824 and still continuing. The dates 
as given in the periodical have been accepted, but these seem to need investigation, as 
sometimes dates mentioned in text contradict obvious dates.

Annual Reports British New Guinea .—Another most unsatisfactory publication in which to 
include ornithological articles. Many new birds were described by De Vis in this place, 
and these Reports must be constantly referred to by any worker interested in New 
Guinea Birds. Keport on Ornith. specimens collected in British New Guinea. 
Bated Queensland Museum, Brisbane, from July 1st, 1893, to June 30th, 1894 
(published after October 19th), includes Microeca griseoceps. Report for 1896-97 
(from 1st July, 1896, to 30th June, 1987). Brisbane Government Printer, 1898 
(before June), includes Ibis (Falcinellus) humeralis. 

(Anon.) Allg. Lit. Zeitung (Jena), 1804, Vol. II., pp. 168, col. 542, June 8th, 1804.—The 
anonymous reviewer of Bechstein’s Ornith. Taschenb. deutsch. Vogel proposed several 
new names, as recorded by Richmond (3), p. 581, footnote, of which Galidris and 
Canutus enter the Australian List. 

(Anon.) Annals Mag. Nat. Hist., Vol. IX., p. 339, June 1st, 1842.—The Reviewer, dealing 
with Gould’s Birds of Australia, pts. i.-vi., suggested that Megapodius tumulus Gould 
would have been better named “ tumulator , tumulorum, or tumuli ficus.” 

Arago, Dominique FitANgois Jean. —Born 1786. Died 1853. Promenade autour du 
Monde sur les Corvettes l’Uranie et la Physicienne, commandoes par Frey- 
cinet. Map and 25 lithographs, 4to, Paris, 1822. English translation.

Very little Natural History, though this is the artist who painted the now famous 
Dirk Hartog (West Australian) birds named Malurus leucopterus and Malurus textilis 
by Quoy and Gaimard, and by Dumont from these paintings, the birds themselves 
being lost in the shipwreck on the homecoming in the Falkland Islands. 

Archiv fur Naturgeschichte (Wiegmann)—A periodical published in parts (of which I have 
no details, but Engelmann states 6 hefte to a year), began in 1835 and consists of two 
parts each, the first part containing original articles, the second a review of the literature 
of zoology of the preceding year. 

The earlier reviews gave details of the parts of serial publications and constitute the 
only complete record of zoological literature before the beginning of the Zoological 
Record. 
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It may be recorded that some of the reviewers gave new names in this place, but 
none that I have noted for Australian birds. 

Cabanis published a series of papers in the first part of 1847. Tschudi, Philippi and 
Laudbeck also published here, and one or two authors of recent years. 

Armit, William E. ( Inspector ).—An Australian Ornithologist, a member of the police force, 
who assisted Ramsay with bird notes and specimens and after whom was named the 
aberrant Grass-Finch, Poephila armitiana. 

Ashby, Edwin. —A present-day Australian Ornithologist who has contributed many articles 
to the Emu, South Australian Ornithologist, etc., and has named in the Emu, Strepera 
fusca (Vol. V., 1905), Acanthiza (Geobasileus) fiaviventris (Vol. IX., 1911), Ephthianura 
lovensis (Vol. X., 1911), Bhipidura mayi (Vol. XI., 1911), Stipiturus malachurus inter¬ 
medins (Vol. XIX., 1920), Ptilotis geraldtonensis (Vol. XX., 1921) and Myzantha obscwa 
ortoni (Vol. XXI., 1922) ; and in the South Australian Ornithologist, Halcyon macleayii 
caeruleus (Vol. I., pt. i., 1914), Karua leucomela mayi (Vol. I., pt. 3, 1914) and 
Polophilus phasianinus keatsi (Vol. II., 1915). Born in Sussex on November 2nd 
1861. 

Audebert, Jean Baptiste. —A French painter, born 1759, died 1800. 

Audebert, J. B. and Vieillot, L. P.—Oiseaux dores ou a reflets metalliques. 2 vols.,2to, 
Paris, An XI. = 1802. (Swainson mentions two issues, one in folio, the other in quarto. 
These two sizes were made so by the width of the margins only. There is also a folio 
edition with the plate legends printed in gold.) Supposed to have appeared in 32 
livraisons published in the short space of 26 months, which is probably due to the fact 
that all the paintings were ready at the time Audebert died.

Some specific names 
accredited to Shaw appear, as Certhia guttata , Gerthia cucullata and Certhia lunata. 
As a Supplement appeared “ Le Parkinson,” drawn in London by Syd. Edwards, 
one of the best series of three pictures of the Lyre Bird. 

Auk.—-' The quarterly Journal of the American Ornithologists’ Union, which has appeared 
(as fai as I know) regularly in January, April, July and October. Since 1912 the 
dates of issue have been given on the last page of each volume. It was preceded by 
he Bulletin of the Nuttall Ornithological Club which was formed in 1875, the Auk 
taking this name in 1884. 

Scenopceetes Goues, 1891, and Psephotus varius Clark, 1910, are the only names published 
in it that occur in the Australian list, but many articles by Stone, Richmond, Oberholser, 

e c., dealing with extra-limital birds contain matter of great importance to the 
Australian student. 

Austin Thomas Phillips. —Born January 6th, 1872 . Australian Ornithologist who has 
sen roe a complete series of notes which are incorporated in my work, and who also 
umis e many valuable notes to North, and he has also published in the Emu. 

Austral Avian Record . My journal, which in addition to the description of many subspecies, 
species an genera, includes many items of extra-limital taxonomic interest, and many 
ai ic es ealing with Ornithological Works which may be mentioned here in their order 
ot appearance : Lear’s Ulustr.

Banks, Joseph (Sir). —Born 1743. Died 1820. Journal during Captain Cook's First 
Voyage in 1768-71; edited by Sir J. D. Hooker, 8vo, London, 1896. 

One of the greatest figures in British Natural Science, born Dec. 13th, 1743, died May 
19th, 1820. Numbers of Memoirs as Account by A. Duncan, published in 1821, until a 
Life by E. Smith, published in 1911. Accompanied by Dr. Solander, went with Captain 
Cook round the world and engaged principally in botanical pursuits, made good 
collections of zoology. Did not contribute anj r zoological articles himself, but his 
collections and library were open to every zoologist, and all the earlier systematists 
acknowledge their indebtedness to him for specimens and literature. 

The Banksian Cockatoo and Botany Bay (named on account of the botanical collections 
he and Solander made) keep his memory in Australia as well as the wonderful plant 
Banksia . 

Barnard, Henry Grenslll. —Australian Ornithologist, one of the Barnards of Coomoo- 
boolaroo, Queensland. Has recently made number of collecting trips for Mr. H. L. 
White. 

Barnard, Edward.- Vigors and Horsfield naming a Parrot given by him to the Linnean 
Society, wrote “ Ornithologiae studiosissimi.” The genus was also dedicated to him. 

Barraband. French Bird Painter, of whom Swainson wrote “ the first artist who ventured 
to represent the varied attitudes of birds.” Painted Le Vaillant’s Parrots. 

Barrett, Charles Leslie. —Present-day Australian Ornithologist, whose articles on bird 
observation and bird photographs in the Emu are excellent. 

Barrington George.— Born 1755. History of New South Wales. (A compilation.) 8vo, 
London (plate, Jan. 21st, 1803). “ 1802.”

Blackwood ( Captain of H.M.S. “ Fly ”).—Gould acknowledges assistance, especially 
noting that Sula personata was presented by this Captain. 

Blasius, Johann Heinrich. —Born 1809. Died 1870. Famous German Ornithologist. 
A List of the Birds of Europe. 8vo, Norwich and London, 1862. This 
is an English translation of an unpublished List prepared by Blasius, 
edited by A. Newton, and contains the name Daptes, proposed as a correc¬ 
tion for Daption Stephens on the grounds of error of formation and derivation, 
whereas Daption proves to be simply an anagram of Pintado. 

Bloxham (i.e. Bloxam), Andrew. —Born 1801. Died 1878. Voyage of H.M.S. “ Blonde ” 
to the Sandwich Islands in the years 1824-1825, 4to, London, “ 1826 ” =Feb. 20th, 1827. 
(For date of publication c/. Lit. Gazette, p. 112, Feb. 17th, 1827, and p. 125, Feb. 24th, 
1827.) 

This ship was under the command of Capt. Lord Byron, but the book was edited by 
some one else from various papers. The zoology was prepared from the papers of 
A. Bloxam, who had again left England, and appears in Appendix No. III.#, 
pp. 248-253. 

Tringa oahuensis (Sterna oakuensis), Scolopax solitaris. 

Blyth, Edward. —One of the greatest Ornithologists of the nineteenth century. Bom 
Bee. 23rd, 1810, arrived Calcutta Sept. 1841, health gave w r ay in 1861 and died Dec. 27th, 
1873. Memoir by A. Grote with a list of his important papers in the Cat. Mamm. 
Birds Burma, issued as Journ. Asiatic Soc. Bengal, pt. n., extra number, August 1875. 

Furnished Reports as Curator of Zoology which were published in the Journal of the 
Asiatic Society of Bengal and contain great novelty. The names quoted in Australian

The history of this extraordinary work — which until recently was cited as 1849, the 
date on the title page — is now cleared up as follows. It was prepared and printed at 
Calcutta in 1849, the proof-sheets being laid before the Society at the August meeting 
(J. A. S.B., Vol. XVIII., p. 859, “ 1849 ”). These proof-sheets were sent to his European 
correspondents, G. R. Gray, Strickland, Jardine, Bonaparte, who utilised and quoted 
the new names in their contemporary publications as of “ Blytk Cat.” G. R. Gray’s 
set of proofs are fortunately preserved in the British Museum (Natural History), and 
these show that they were sent as printed off : thus pp. 1-40 have on the first page 
“ G. R. Gray, Esq. ” in Blyth’s handwriting, and “ 1849 ” added in pencil by G. R. 
Gray; pp. 41-80 have on p. 41 “ G. R. Gray, Esq., with the Author’s Compts.”; 
pp. 81-192 is the next set with “ G. R. Gray, Esq. ” on p. 81; then pp. 193-240 with 
“ G. R. Gray, Esq.” on p. 193, and “ 1849” pencilled in by Gray, and then pp. 241-312 
complete the set ; p. 241 has “ G. R. Gray, Esq.” as usual, and G. R. Gray has added 
in pencil “ Oct. 1849,” which date of receipt agrees with their exhibition at the August 
meeting in Calcutta. 

Then Blyth wrote Appendix after Appendix as corrections came in until be had 
six Appendices and five Addenda to Appendices, when he closed the book at p. 347, and 
had an Index prepared to the lot which ran to p. 403. He then began adding Appen¬ 
dices which numbered seven, and these are also indiced separately, these being numbered 
in italics I.-XXXIV. and following the Preface, and on p. xviii. is a note dated June 20th, 
1852, asking those who possess catalogues to insert the corrections in the text. 

Then in the J.A.S.B., XXI., p. 546, 1852, at the August meeting is recorded: 
“ The Curator of the Zoological Department of the Museum exhibited in sheets a 
copy of his Catalogue of birds, the publication of which has been delayed by his desire 
to consult references which have only lately become available.” 

It was then legitimately published, and Hartlaub in his 1853 Report notes that 
the book is now on sale in London. 

The complication is that so many names are quoted by Gray and Bonaparte in 
1849, 50, 51, which must date from these writers. The only name from 1852 is 
Butorides. 

Boddaert, Pieter.— Born 1730. Died 1796. Table des Planches Enlumineez d’Histoire 
Naturelle de M. D’Aubenton. Folio, Utrecht, (pref. Dec. 1st) 1783. 

This work was reprinted by W. B. Tegetmeier in London, in 1874, at which time 
only tw r o copies were known to exist in the United Kingdom, and it is stated that only 
fifty copies were printed. 

I acquired a unique copy which was reported upon in the Austral Av. Rec., 
Vol. III., pp. 31-51, 1915.

This was laid before the 29th meeting of German zoologists held at Wiesbaden in 
September 1852, the report of which was not published until after July 1853.

The erratic publication of this important work has been investigated by Richmond, 
who has noted the two prints and dates (3, p. 579, footnote). 

The first print is slightly larger type throughout the whole of Volume I., with 
misprints as given by Richmond, p. 21, Mllvus for Milvus ; p. 95, Bauharnaisius for 
Beauharnaisius ; p. 185, Hepalocercus for Hapalocercus , etc. 

The dedication to Hermann Schlegel is dated ” Kalendis April MDCCCL,'’ and dates 
are given at the foot of the pages, p. 97 being dated 1849 and the date 1850 being quoted 
on the same page ; p. 105 is signatured Jan. 1850, and succeeding dates run through 
the work. These wore regarded as dates of publication until I pointed out that they 
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were only dates of preparation of MS. Richmond then recorded that Volume I. 
apparently appeared in two parts, pt. i. being received by the Paris Academy on or 
before June 24th, 1850, while part n; was presented at the meeting of Feb. 3rd, 1851. 

I note, however, that Bonaparte had presented proof-sheets as follows : Vol. XXX. 
Stance of Feb. 11th, 1850, p. 139, is written “ Comme on a pu le voir par le Conspectus 
dont il a fait hommage a T Academie et a chacun des Membres de la Section de Zoologie, 
c’est par les Perroquets, ces Singes de3 Oiseaux, que M. Oh. Bonaparte commence la 
grande serie des Oiseaux. . . Les deux cent soixante-quinze especes par lui admises.” 
This is not recorded in the Bull. Bibl., and the Psittaci occupy the first eight pages, the 
last half of the eighth page blank. Later at the Seance of March 11th, 1850, pp. 291-295, 
the Order 2 Acciptres is presented, and this is again not in the Bull. Bibl., while there is 
a page and a half blank at pages 55-56 which completes the Accipitres. Yet when the 
seclio pri?na, 1 vol. in 8vo, is acknowledged in the Bull. Bibl. for the Seance, June 
24th, 1850, there is no break in the book, so that we do not yet know where “ sectio 
prim a ” ends. 

In the Comptes Rendus, Vol. XXXI., p. 424, Sept. 16th, 1850, Bonaparte refers to 
“ p. 244 de son Conspectus Avium, Leyde, Mars 1850.” This is the date of the page, 
not of publication. A curious feature is that Carus and Engelmann give (Vol. II., 

p. 1115, 1861) “ II. Sectiones. 1850-51. 8. VI. 464 pag.whereas there are 543 
pages and no “ VI. pp.” in the Volume I. as now accepted. 

While it is certain it appeared in two parts as follows :

The confusion with Reichenbach and Cabanis caused by the exchange of Manuscript 
and contemporary publication of their works has been discussed in the Austral Av. 
Rec., Vol. V., pp. 12 et seq ., 1922, where I concluded the legitimate order of publication 
to be considered is Bonaparte, Cabanis and then Reichenbach. 

The names quoted in the first volume of Bonaparte are Barrabandius , Merops lewini, 
Circus gouldi , Athene ocellata , Strix megaera “ Temm.,” Cuculus mridirufus , Menura 
alberti, Hyloterpe, Rhipidura nassata “ Ill.,” Smicrornis occidentalis n.n., Falcunculus 
gouldi , Certhia leucopiera “ V.,” Zoster ops gouldi , Turdus squamatus, Steganopleura , 
Oriolus regnis , and Barita strepens. In the second volume are Brucliigavia , Hemiegretta , 
Ibis peregrina, Leucocarbo , Microcarbo stictocephahis , Thalassoica polar is, Halobaena 
typica , Adamastor typus , Ardetta gouldi . 

Many of the Petrel names generally quoted from this place prove to have been 
published first in the Comptes Rendus Acad. Sci. Paris, q.v .

No separates of this have been seen and probably none were issued, so it is fortunate 
that there are no new names. 

Bonnaterre, Joseph Pierre. —Bom about 1752. Died 1804. Tableau Encyclopedique 
et Methodique des Trois Regnes de la Nature Ornithologie. Original title page 1790. 
Later one 1823. 

The work was begun by the Abbe Bonnaterre and the Introduction, including the 
Classification, and pp. 1—320 of the Text issued, when Bonnaterre perished in the 
Revolution. Thirty years afterwards the work was completed by Vieillot.

This is all right except the publication of the plates, plates 1-230 and 1-7 double 
page being signed “ Benard direxit ” and these appeared in 1790. Plates Nos. 231-240 
are on different paper and signed “ Deserve del et dir 99 and “ Barrois sculp., Pierron 
sculp., Mile. Cornu and Drouet sculp.,” and these were not issued until 1820-1823, 
including figures of birds described as late as 1818. 

The new names proposed by Bonnaterre are Turnix , Coturnix , Procellaria latiroslris , 
Ostrelaga , Anser novcehollandi ce and Procellaria melanura. 

Vieillot used the articles on birds he had published in the Nouveau Dietionnaire 
d’Histoire Naturelle, nouv. ed., and added very few new names, none of which are 
quoted in Australian literature.

Brilliant young 
British Ornithologist who collected at Cairns, Queensland, and then at Derby, North¬ 
west Australia, the latter collection being reported upon by Ramsay, who named 
Malurus cruentatus boweri . He died at Palmerston, Northern Territory, on Dec. 22nd, 
1886, at the early age of twenty-four.

Collected Ninox lurida , Colluricincla boweri, Ptilotis frenata, etc., etc. Wrote several 
papers in the Proc. Queensl. Roy. Soc., as On the Migration of Birds in Cape York 
Peninsula, Birds of the Chinchilla District, Birds of Charleville, Birds of the central 
part of Queensland, etc., and a recent one in the Emu, Vol. X., 1910, p. 233, & seq., on 
Birds of the Cardwell and Herbert River Districts (N.Q.), collected from August, 1888, 
to March, 1889.

Bronn, Heinrich Georg. —Born 1800. Died 1862. Zur angewandten Naturgeschichte 
und Physiologie.

“ Das Thierreichs,” published in 1870. Republished under the name “ Dr. H. G. 
Bronn’s Klassen und Ordnung des Thier-Reichs.” Band VI., Vogel by Gadow in 
4 Abtheilung, 8vo, Leipzig, 1891-1893. 

Contains a Classification of Birds from “ the deeper seated 55 principles which has 
been accepted, though the writer was no ornithologist but simply an anatomist and 
osteologist, and his values are not good. Gadow’s ornithological knowledge was 
very poor (see Gadow). There is another recent German publication entitled Das 
Tierreich, (q.v.), which it is necessar}’ to remember as being very distinct. 

Brookes, Joshua. —Born 1761. Died 1833. A famous Englishman who had a great 
Anatomical Museum and apparently discriminated genera from his anatomical studies, 
but did not publish these. About 1827 he offered it for sale to the British Museum and 
the following items are there preserved :— 

Brookesean Museum, 4to, London, 1827, 15 pages. 

A prospectus only, on the last page is stated “A Synopsis, comprehending a Catalogue 
Raisonnee of every subject contained in the Museum, will be published as speedily as pos¬ 
sible.” This is apparently a proof sent to J. E. Gray with the offer of the collection. 

A Prospectus of the Brookesean Museum, 4to, 1827. 

This is the same thing with the errors corrected and a wrapper lettered as cited. 

A Prodromus of a Synopsis Animalium comprising a Catalogue Raisonnee of the 
Zootomical Collection of Joshua Brookes, Esq., F.R.S., etc., part the first; and 
of the Anatomical Preparations, part the second, which will be sold by Auction 
about the middle of May. 8vo, London, 1828. 

This is the same as the preceding and these contain no new bird names. 

Then Dr. Richmond has catalogued an item : 

Catal. Mus. Joshua Brookes, pt. h., July 1828, in which appears Oxyporus , a new name 
for Casuarius Linn.

1830. 

This includes the Birds and the following names given to Australian Birds, all here 
nomina nuda, occur :— Columba monolopha , (Microglossum pyrrhogene ), (Sula hebes), 
Centropus speciosus , Fregilus leucomelus, Plyctolophus macrorhampJms, Pezoporus 
melanorrhabdotus , Dromiceius major , Dromicehis minor , Platycercus matoni. 

Brown, Peter. —New Illustrations of Zoology, 4to, London, (pref. May 9th) 1776. Plate 

VII., p 14 (published Nov. 3rd, 1774), Blue-bellied Parrot, very numerous in 

Botany Bay. 

Brown, Robert. —Famous Botanist. Bom 1773. Died 1858. Accompanied Flinders 
on his Voyage and made large zoological collections, very carefully described in MS., 
and this was handed over to the British Museum, duplicates being given to the Linnean 
Society. The former were never reported upon and are now entirely lost, the MS. 
being still preserved. The specimens in the Linnean Society were described by 
Temminck and Kuhl and later by Vigors and Horsfield. In 1810 Brown succeeded 
Dryander as Librarian to Sir Joseph Banks and then from 1827-1857 w r as Keeper of 
the Botanical Dept, at the British Museum. 
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Brown, Thomas (Capt). —A great Zoologist whose ornithological attempts were doomed to 
failure. The details as far as are yet known are given in the Austral Av. Rec., Vol. IV., 
pp. 176—194, 1922. 

Ornithology, Part I., folio, London, 1827. 

This is unknown save that I have six plates which may represent this item. 

Illustrations of the Genera of Birds. 14 or 16 parts of this work were issued, each 
containing 4 coloured plates of imperial quarto size, and at intervals a black plate ; 
fifty parts were promised but I have fourteen only, and there is rumour of two others. 
At the British Museum there are twelve only with the note “ All published,” and the 
dates of receipt are there marked as follows : No. 1, April 17th, 1845; 2, May 28th, 
1845; 3, August 5th, 1845; 6, Feb. 2nd, 1846; 8 (and 9), April 22nd, 1846; and 
Nos. 9-12, Feb. 8th, 1847 

Dates are printed on the wrappers as follows : No. I„ April, 1845 ; II., May, 1845; 
III., June, 1845; IV., July, 1845; V., August, 1845; VI., September, 1845; and 
VII., October, 1845. Parts 10-12 were issued in one cover with a title page and 
introduction dated June, 1846. 

The plates and text were issued in an extraordinary manner, neither order nor 
continuity being observed in the text. This work is remarkable for the complete 
description of a new genus and species of Australian bird, an Eagle from Swan River, 
which Brown names Hamirostra montana, while as synonyms he notes his own names 
Chenogeranus and Pileata.

Brunnich, Martin Thrane. —Bom 1737. Died 1827. Ornithologia Borealis, 8vo, Hafnia 
(80 pp.), (pref. Feb. 20th) 1764. 

A rare little book quoted by Palsearctic workers who have never studied it. From 
it are used CatJiarada , Tringa ferruginea and Scolopax falcinellus , but as to the two 
last named, refer to Austral Av. Rec., Vol. V., pp. 45-56, 1923. 

Zoologise Fundament a, Svo, Hafnise, “ 1772.” 

Generic diagnoses only, sometimes accompanied by vernacular names. Albatrossa 
and Penguinus have been quoted from this work (and Plautus commonly used for 
the famous Great Auk of the Northern Hemisphere). 

Buffon, George Louis le Clerc, Comte de. —Born 1707. Died 1788. Writer of the most 
popular Natural History of the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries, many editions and 
reprints being published in many countries. Condorcet published a “ Vie de Buffon ” in 
1794, and Memoirs appear in the translations, and an easily accessible one in the 2nd Vol. 
of Jardine’s Naturalists’ Library dealing with Monkeys. According io Sherborn the 
first edition of the Histoire Naturelle contains 44 vols. in 4to, and was issued in Paris 
from 1749-1804. 

Histoire Naturelle des Oiseaux, 10 vols., 4to, Paris, 1770-86, is the one most often 
quoted in ornithology. 

An edition of Plassan and Didot in 76 vols., 18mo, Paris, 1799-1809, is the most 
important to ornithologists from a technical view-point, as in Vol. XIV. of Quadrupeds 
is included an index to the birds by Daudin, who used Lacepede’s System, just previously 
published (1799), in diagnostic form only. The names are quoted as of Daudin {q.v.) 
in Didot’s ed., the volume being issued in 1802. 

Refer to Daubenton, Boddmrt, Pennant and Kuhl in this connection. 

So many editions of Buffon’s works were issued that probably some may include 
novel names, but fortunately few Australian birds were known at that time. 
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An edition under the direction of Lesson in 1830 had an additional number of volumes 
with new species in them known as “ Complements de Buffon,” and another edition, 
also by Lesson, had a supplementary volume commonly known as “ Descr. Mamm. 
et Oiseaux.” These w r ill be mentioned under Lesson. 

Buller, Walter Lawry. —Born 1S38. Famous New Zealand Ornithologist who died in 
1906. Memoir in Ibis (VI., 79, 1906). Emu, Trans. New Zeal. Inst., etc.

Prize Essay presented to the New r Zealand Exhibition in 1865. Reprinted in the 
first volume of the Transactions of the New Zealand Institute in 1869. This first 
volume w r as itself later reprinted. In the original issue of the Transactions the Essay 
is separately paged ; in the reprint the Essay is paged consecutively with the Trans¬ 
actions.

Hirundolanius with H. cceruleus. 

Buller contributed many articles to the Transactions of the New Zealand Institute, 
and in Vol. XXIII., 1890 (1891), p. 234, described Diomedea regia. 

Bulletin of the British Ornithologists' Chib. —The Club was founded in 1893 and meetings 
are held monthly from October to June inclusive, the Bulletins being issued the same 
month; exactly dated, but unfortunately the issue has not always taken place on the 
date fixed. Many new species have been described in this place by different 
writers. 

Bulletin of the Liverpool Museums. —This periodical was begun by Dr. H. O. Forbes, the 
Director, but only ran for a short time. Included was a series of papers by Forbes 
and Robinson entitled “ Catalogue (of Birds) in the Derby Museum,” and this catalogue 
shows many specimens received direct from Gould, while there are also a number of 
notes given in connection with specimens received from Ronald Gunn of Tasmania 
from a MS. list preserved. 

Bulletin Scientifique Acad. Imp. Sci . St. Petersbourg. —Apparently published irregularly, 
but dates are general]} 7 given on last page of number of early parts. Brandt published 
some papers in this and recently Bianchi (q.v.). 

Bulletin of the Nuttall Ornithological Club. —Founded in 1878, and the forerunner of the Auk,, 
the organ of the American Ornithologists’ Union, which began in 1884. 
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Bulletin of the Royal Australasian Ornithologists' Union. —These were projected for the 
“ sake of priority/’ but the promoters defeated their object by not publishing them, 
but merely sending out a few copies to a very restricted number of Australian orni¬ 
thologists. Bulletin No. 1 was dated Dec. 15th, 1910 ; No. 2, Feb. 21st, 1911; N 0 .3, 
May 21st, 1912 ; No. 4, April 16th, 1914 ; No. 5, Dec. 21st, 1915. 

Bull. Sci. Nat. ( Ferussac). —Abbreviation for a periodical conducted by Ferussac as Bulletin 
genera] et universel des annonces et des nouvelles Scientifiques. Vols. I.—IV., 8vo, 
Paris, 1823. Continued as Bulletin Universel, Vols. I.—XXVII., Paris, 8vo, 182k 
1832 ; also cited as Bull, des Sciences Naturelles et Geol. 

The Bulletin was devoted to reviews of current literature, and is very important 
as details of the contents of many scientific works published in livraisons are given. 
Original articles by the French voyageurs were also published, and Lesson published 
Alecthelia , Syma , etc. ; Gaimard, Megapodius ; Lesson and Gamot, Phonygammus 
and Barita keraudrenii and Barita quoyi, in this periodical. 

Bullock, William. —Born about 1775. Died about 1840 (?). Owner of Bullock’s Museum. 
Good account given by Sharpe in the Hist. Coll. Nat. Hist. Brit. Mus., Vol. II., pp. 
208-245, 1906, when a detailed account of the sale is given. He emigrated to the 
United States of America, and his subsequent movements are not on record. 

Companion to the Liverpool Museum, many eds., 7th ed., 1809. 

Companion to Mr. Bullock’s London Museum, many eds., 12thed., 1812; 17thed., 1816. 

A Concise and easy method of Preserving subjects of Natural History, 1817. 

In the preface dated Sept. 20th, 1817, is written : “ Many of the specimens have 
been prepared up-wards of forty years (among these are the invaluable collections 
made by Sir Joseph Banks, in his Voyage of Discovery with Captain Cook) which 
retain all the beauty and freshness of life.” 

On p. 32 is written “The Birds, upwards of 3,000. . . This department of the 

Museum has lately been enriched (through the liberality of the Royal College of 
Surgeons) by the entire collection, made by Sir Joseph Banks and Captain Cook, during 
their voyage of discovery ; among which are many unique and perfectly new subjects.” 

Sharpe has given details of the Sale Catalogue. The sale began on April 29th, 1819, 
and occupied 26 days. Sharpe’s notes were taken from a Catalogue marked with 
names of purchasers, and many Australian birds are mentioned, especially among the 
Parrots, as (Sharpe, p. 227), Fourteenth Days’ Sale, Lot No. 43 “ Beautiful Small 
Parrot, undescribed ; it was killed on a vine in the garden of Colonel Johnson, at 
Port Jackson, and is the only one ever seen in the colony.” This lot was purchased by 
the Limiean Society for £4 18s. Many of Flinder’s birds are included as (Sharpe, 
p. 232), Twentieth Days’ Sale, Lot 127. “ Fourteen various specimens of Birds 

from New Holland, collected by Capt. Flinders.” 

Some lots were bought by Dr. Leach for the British Museum, others by Lichtenstein 
for Berlin, by Temminck for Leyden, and by Fector for Vienna. Pelzeln later gave 
an account of the Viennese acquisitions in the Ibis, Jan. 1873. 

Burmeister, Karl Hermann Konrad. —Born 1807. Died 1892. Verzeichniss der im 
zoologischen Museum der Universitat Halle-Wittenberg aufgestellten Saugethiere, 
Vogel und Amphibien, 8vo, Halle, before Sept. 15th, 1850. Milvaquila. 

Burton, Edward. —Catalogue of the Collection of Mammals and Birds at Fort Pitt, 
Chatham, 8vo, Chatham, pref. April 1st, 1838. 

See Austral Av. Rec., Vol. IV., pp. 147-148, 1921. 

In this Catalogue Larus erythrorhynchus is included for Latham’s Crimson-billed 
Gull, New South Wales, and the nude names “ Chalcites parvirostris Gould, Swan 
River,'' and “ Petroica monticola Swains., Swan River,” but the new species Eopsaltria 
griseogularis and Anthochcera lunvlata described by Gould from this Collection the same 
year do not appear. 
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“ Bushman, Old. 5 ’—Bush Wanderings of a Naturalist, 8vo, London, 1861. 

This little work contains a lot of information of the early natural history of Victoria, 
and the list of birds at the end provides a name Leipoa penicillata. The “ Old Bush¬ 
man ” was Horace William Wheelwright. 

Bynoe, Benjamin. —One of the officers of H.M.S. “ Beagle,” 1837-43, w r ho collected many 
new species described by Gould, as Podargus phalcenoides, Pachycephala lanioides , Par da- 
lotus aropygialis , Amadina annulosa, Amadina aciiticciuda y Myzantha lutea , Tropidor- 
hynchus argenticeps , Pomatorhimcs rubeculus , Ptilotis flavescens, Myzomela erythrocephala, 
Sittellct leucoptera , Hemipodius castanotus , Emblema picta , Geophaps plumifera , Halcyon 
sordidus , Climacteris melanura , Donacola flaviprynina, Entomophila (?) rufogularis, 
Pachycephala melanura , Myzomela pectoralis and Cracticus argenteus. The locality 
generally given was “ North-west Coast Australia,” but this included Port Essington 
as Gould explained (Handb., Vol. I., p. 419, 1865) “is contained in the collection 
formed by Mr. Bynoe at Port Essington/’ while on p. 428 is written “ Bynoe, procured 
it on the banks of the Victoria River.” Stokes has recorded that Emblema picta was 
shot on Depuch’s Island. Gould gave the locality of Pachycephala melanura as 
“ Northern Coasts,” and then recorded Lamprotreron superbus as collected by Bynoe 
on Booby Island, North Coast. 

After noting that the officers of the “ Beagle,” Captain Stokes, Lieut. Emery and 
B. Bynoe had favoured him with many novelties, Gould noted Ptilotis flava and 
Petrophassa albipennis as submitted by one of the officers of the “ Beagle,” only, 
w ithout naming which. 

It may be noted that when Gould admitted that the unique type of Emblema picta 
had been stolen in 1846 with some other birds, no further information of the loss was 
ever published. 

Cabanis, Jean Louis. —Greatest German systematic Ornithologist of his period. Born 
1816. Died 1906. Biography, bibliography and portrait in Jour, fur Orn., 1906, 
pp. 329-358. Father-in-law of Reiclienow. Founded the Journal fiir Ornithologie 
(q.v.).

This w r ork w T as begun in 1850 and w T as slowly progressing when Cabanis, noting that 
Bonaparte was dating his MS., adopted the idea and signatured his work also with 
dates. These dates, as with Bonaparte, were accepted as dates of publication which 
they were not, and the first volume was published sometime after Oct. 23rd, 1851, the 
wrapper bearing the date 1850-1851 ; then Heine w r as associated in the production of 
the succeeding three volumes, the authorship being then Cabanis and Heine. Vol. II., 
title-page 1859-60, was issued in 1860, after January 20th ; Vol. III., 1860, after 
November 1st,’and Vol. IV., 1864, after December 30th, 1863, although title-page reads- 
1862-63. 

The new names in the first volume are Cheramosca , Rhipidura preissi , Sauloprocta , 
Pomatostomusy Ptenoedus , Oreocincla heinei , Poodytes , Geobasileus, Pnigocichla, Bulestes , 
Cyrtostomus, Lichenostomus with L. occidentalism Lichmera , Anellobia , Zonceginthus , 
uPgintha , Lichnotentha, Ailur(edits and Brachyprorus ; in the second volume Sauropatis,. 
Cosmarops and Coloburis y and in the fourth Heteroscenes } with H. occidentalism Ololygon , 
Lamprococcyx (Misocalius) and Cuculus cantor. 

The confusion through the interchange of MSS. by Cabanis, Bonaparte and Reichen- 
bach has been discussed in the Austral Av. Rec., Vol. V., pp. 12-17, 1922. The data 
in connection with the dates of publication are given in the Birds Austr., VII., p. 448. 
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Caley, George. — According to the British Museum account, this man was sent out by Sir 
Joseph Banks to collect botanical specimens in New South Wales. He was born about 
1770 and died in 1829. 

His collection of birds with the notes came into the possession of the Linnean Society 
of London and formed the basis of the famous report furnished by Vigors and Horsfield 
in the 15th volume of that Society’s Transactions. Only half the collection was there 
treated, and Caley’s MS. notes were said to be in the Linnean Society’s Library. I was 
desirous of getting a sight of the other half of the notes, but search at the library has 
failed to trace them. The majority of the new birds described by Vigors and Horsfield 
(q.v.) were collected by Caley. 

Campbell, Archibald James. —Born February 18th, 1853. The most famous living 
Australian Oologist, wdiose works are bey'ond praise. 

Beginning with a series of articles in the Southern Science Record, he published in 
1883 a little booklet, Oology of Australian Birds, and then in 1901 : 

Nests and Eggs of Australian Birds, 2 vols, 8vo, Melbourne (before April 4th), with 
coloured plates. 

Malurus whitei and JEgintha minor are named. 

Since then many new f onus have been named, only one or two previously. Thus in 
the Proc. Roy. Soc. Victoria, Vol. VII., 1895, he had named Gymnorldna dorsalis and 
Arses terraeregince. In the Victorian Naturalist, Vol. XV., Stipiturus ruficeps ; Vol. XVL, 
Galamanthus mibiginosis , Ptilotis car ter i, Acantliagenys flavacantlms and Vol. XVII., 
Malurus edouardi , and in the Ibis, 1901, Malurus elizabethce. In the Emu he has named 
Halcyon westralasianus (Vol I.), Malurus whitei (Vol. I.), Micrceca brunneicauda (Vol. II.), 
Acanthiza magnirostris and A. rufifrons (Vol. II.), Melithreptus carpentariana (Vol. IV.), 
Ptilopus minutus (Vol V.), Stipiturus mallee (Vol. VIII.), Pardalotus pallida (Vol. VIII.), 
Lacustroica alfredi (Vol. IX.), Falcunculus whitei (Vol. X.), Eopsaltria hilli (Vol. X.), 
Halcyon barnardi (Vol. X.), Ptilotis planasi (Vol. X.), Erythrotriorchis rufotibia (Vol. X.), 
Stipiturus westernensis (Vol. XI.), Sericornis halmaturina (Vol. XL), Pseudogerygone 
jacksoni (Vol. XI.), Ptilotis subchrysops , P. carpentariensis y and Ptilonorhyiiehus minor 
(Vol. XII.), Eopsaltria coomooboolaroo (Vol. XII.), Ryanornis (error only) (Vol. XVIIL), 
and Cinclosoma alisteri nullarborensis (Vol. XXI.). 

With Capt. S. A. White he named Zosierops chlorocephalus (Vol. X.), and with Kershaw 
Amytornis rufa (Vol. XII.), and with others he was responsible for the name 
Subsmicrornis (Vol. XII.). 

Campbell -was editor of the Emu for many years, and many interesting articles from 
his pen otherwise occur therein. 

Campbell, Archibald G.—Unfortunately for Australian ornithology A. G. Campbell, the 
son of the preceding, dropped the study of the science after contributing a couple 
of the most thoughtful papers written up to that date, but has now again returned, 
with good results.

Carter, Thomas. —One of the greatest living Australian Ornithologists, and a Memoir, 
Portrait and List of his papers is given in the Austral. Av. Rec., Vol. HI., pp. 167, et seq ,., 
1919. Bom April 6th, 1863. Many fine novelties collected by him have been described 
by North, such as Eremiornis carteri ; by A. J. Campbell, as Stipiturus ruficeps , etc., 
and by myself. Carter has described very few himself : Amytis varia in the Victorian 
Naturalist, Vol. XXV., and Climacteris rufa obscura in the Bull. Brit. Orn. Club, Vol. 
XXVII. He explored Dirk Hartog Island, Western Australia, rediscovering the 
two lost birds, M alums leucopterus and Malums textilis , and describing in the Bull. Brit. 
Om. Club, Vol. XXXVII., Galamanthus campestris liartogi, Stipiturus malachurus liartogi 
and Sericornis maculatus liartogi. He then wrote up an account of the Birds of Dirk 
Hartog Island and Peron Peninsula, published in the Ibis, 1917, pp. 564, et seq., in 
which I described Galamanthus campestris peroni, Oreoica cristata lloydi and Anthus 
australis liartogi. Since then more new forms have been found by him and still more 
may be anticipated. 

Carus (Victor) and Engelmann (Wilhelm). —Bibliotheca Zoologica Verzeichniss der schrif- 
ten iiber Zoologie welche in den periodischen werken enthalten und von jahre 1846-1860 
selbstandig erschienen sind. (Being Supplement Band to Engelmann’s Bibliotheca 
Historico-Naturalis) 2 vols., 8vo, Leipzig, 1861. This is a most important work to the 
systematic zoologist, to which reference must be continually made. 

Cassin, John. —Born 1813. Died 1869. Great American Ornithologist. Wrote the second 
edition of the Birds of “ Wilkes ” United States Exploring Expedition, published in 
1858, the first edition prepared by Titian Peale (q.v.) having been partly destroyed.

As, however, it is now just fifty years since it was initiated and nearly thirty since it 
was completed, it must be obvious that the results then achieved may need rectification 
in many instances. The exact dates of publication are not yet known, but I here 
give the Contents, Author, Preface date (which was intended for publication date) 
and Ascertained date when secured.

Catalogue of Birds' Eggs in the British Museum. —5 vols. Contains many coloured figures of 
Australian Birds’ Eggs, but these are unsatisfactory, as the eggs are of doubtful 
authenticity, as has been pointed out by Australian reviewers. 

Catalogue of the Boohs in the Library in the British Museum (Natural History). —So far 6 vols. 
have appeared, 5 vols. and the first part of the Supplement. 

This should be constantly referred to, as Woodward assisted Sherbom in many of Ms 
researches, and the results of both workers are recorded, in many cases in no other place. 

Challenger. —-When the Challenger Expedition was proposed it was not intended to do 
anj'thing else except deep-sea research. At the last moment P. L. Sclater and other 
British ornithologists persuaded the officers to collect birds at the out-of-the-way 
localities they touched upon. This was quite an additional and unexpected item and 
consequently the result s were comparatively meagre. The collections were first reported 
upon in the Proc. Zool. Soc. (Lond.), for 1875-1880, by various specialists and then 
afterwards issued in the Challenger Reports. 

In Vol. IV. Anatomy of the Petrels was included by Forbes 
VII. Anatomy of the Spheniscidae by Watson 
while Vol. VIII. was devoted to the Birds, the various accounts being collected by 
P. L. Sclater. 

Chambers, W. (Capt., II.N .)—Captain of the Surveying Vessel who assisted Gould with 
specimens, but who presented them to the British Museum as being types of Gould’s 
species, and is not often mentioned in Gould’s work. 

Chandler, L. —Noted in the Proc. Zool. Soc. (Lond.), 1840, p. 128, as presenting to the 
Society a collection of birds from Australia. 

Chandler, Lesley G.—Present-day Australian Ornithologist who has done good work in 
the Victorian Mallee and has contributed articles to the Emu of great value. 

Chesnon, C. G.—Essai sur l’Histoire Naturelle de la Normandie, 8vo, Bayeux, 1835.

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Clark, Austin Hobart. —An American Zoologist, born Dec. 17th, 1880, who has given 
considerable attention to birds, and after whom I named Clarkia. Auk, Vol. XXVII., 
p. SO, Jan. 1st, 1910.

Chisholm, Alexander Hugh. —Bom March 18th, 1890. Present-day Australian 

Ornithologist who has written many interesting articles in the Emu and has done 
excellent work in popularising bird knowledge in Queensland.

Cleland, John Burton. —Born June 22nd, 1878. One of the most important of present-day 
bird students in Australia. Has contributed excellent articles dealing with such 
neglected items as Stomach Contents (Emu, Vols. XI. and XII.) and Coloration of the 
Palate and Pharynx (Austral Av. Rec., Vol. II., pp. 1-5, 1913). Has more recently 
instituted Census enumerations which must prove memorable in the future in many 
directions. 

Cockerell, James T.—A fine Australian Bird Collector who brought discredit upon himself 
through selling to Godman a collection of Australian birds, the localities of which had 
been altered and many Aru Island birds assigned to Australia. This collection is now 
in the British Museum and is a source of danger to the unwary student. His action 
is the more regrettable as the specimens are very fine and many of them still very rare 
Biggies described seven new species collected by Cockerell as from Queensland, none 
of which are Australian species. I have discussed this in connection with Diggles 
in the Austral Av. Rec., Vol. II., pp. 137-153, 1915. The collection is known as the 
Cockerell and Thorpe collection, but the late R. Etheridge, Junr., pointed out that 
Thorpe was not concerned in the swindle. 

Colclough, Michael Joseph. —Born March 9th, 1875. Present-day naturalist who 
collected birds for me and after whom I named Colcloughia and Sauropatis sordida 
colcloughi. 

Cole, C. F. —Present-day Australian Ornithologist, and after whom I called Goleia.

On Some Pigeons and Parrots from North and North-west Australia (collected by 
Dr. Knut Dahl, 1894-5). 

Ptilopus ( Leucotreron) alligator , Petrophassa rufipennis , Psephotus dissimilis . 

Professor Collett later allowed me to examine the collection and acquire specimens 
which furnished distinct subspecies. 

Collins, David. —Born 1756. Died 1810. An Account of the English Colony in New 
South Wales, 2 vols., 4to, London. 

Vol. I., pref. May 25th, 1798 1798. 

II., dedication June 26th, 1802 1802. 

Contains coloured plates of Mcenura superba , dated May 1st, 1802, and the Mountain 
Eagle, and a small col. fig. of the Emu of New South Wales. 

Second Edition, slightly abridged and edited by Maria Collins, 1 vol., 4to, London, 
(pref. March 20 th) 1804. 

Contains the bird plates as above. 
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Comptes Rendus Acad . Sci., Paris. —Often abbreviated to “ Comptes Rendus ” and some¬ 
times to “ C.R.” only. Reports of the meetings of the Academy of Sciences which 
were held weekly. The Reports were at once printed within the week and include a 
Bulletin Bibliographia which shows dates of receipt of many French works, as quoted 
in connection with Bonaparte’s separates {ante). Bonaparte published a large number 
of papers in this Periodical dealing with his Conspectus Avium and giving additions 
and corrections which in some cases, unfortunately, were published before the book 
appeared. As above noted Bonaparte had his articles reprinted with addition and 
these reprints are generally more accessible than the original book. Hombron and 
Jacquinot published an article on Sea Birds ( q.v.), but otherwise few ornithological 
articles appear, and practically none in recent years. 

Conigrave, C. Price. —Present-day Australian Ornithologist, at one time at the West 
Australian Museum, who made a trip through the North-West without much result. 
I acquired all the birds that he collected. 

Cook, James {Captain). —Great English Explorer who investigated the unknown Southern 
Seas. Born 172S, killed on the shores of the island of Hawaii in 1779. 

On his first voyage of discovery he was accompanied by Banks and Solander who 
employed Sydney Parkinson as artist. These workers never published their valuable 
and novel zoological collections, but Solander’s MS. descriptions are preserved in the 
British Museum (Natural History). 

“ Captain Cook’s Journal during his Voyage round the World, made in H.M. Bark 
Endeavour, a literal transcript, edited by Captain Wharton ” was published in London, 
4to, in 1893. 

On his second voyage Cook was accompanied by J. R. Forster as naturalist, and 
Geo. Forster, the son, as painter. W. Anderson was also taking natural history notes 
on this trip. 

On the third voyage, when Cook was killed, apparently W. Anderson was naturalist 
and W. Ellis was painter. Though there were many accounts, no correct account of 
the zoological collections was published and very little natural history appears in the 
accounts published officially, as : 

I. Account of the Voyages of the Dolphin, Swallow and Endeavour by John 
Hawkesworth, 4 vols., 4to. 

II. Voyage of the Resolution and Endeavour to New Zealand. 

III. Voyage to the Pacific Ocean and to the North-west Coast of America in the 
Resolution and Discovery. 

Refer also to Anderson, Forster, Banks, Solander, Ellis. Many translations in 
French, German, etc., have been made as well as numerous editions in English. 

A good Life of Captain James Cook by A. Kitson was published in 8vo in London, 
1907. 

Cooper, Daniel {Sir). —Mentioned by Gould in connection with Parra gallimcea. 

Coqtjille. —It is customary for ornithologists to remember the results of exploring voyageurs 
by the names of the vessel and the name of the author, thus Lesson and the Coquille 
are familiar, but Librarians catalogue these books under the name of the Commander, 
hence it is necessary to look up Duperry to find this work in Library Catalogues. 
I here give the data in connection with the name commonly used in this science. 

I have published the dates of publication in the Austral Av. Rec., Vol. II., pts. 2-3, 
pp. 49-54, Oct. 23rd, 1913, based upon the results of Sherborn and Woodward given 
in the Annals Mag., Nat. Hist., Ser. VII., vol. 7, p. 391, 1901, to which reference must 
be made for complete details. The essentials for use here are as follows: Zoologie, 
Vol. I., appeared in sixteen livraisons, the date of receipt in the Bibl. Franc.* being 
here given after each livraison: Livr. 1, pp. 1-48, Nov. 1st, 1826; 2, pp. 49-88, Jan. 17th,

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1827 ; 3, pp. 89-128, April 18th, 1827 ; 4, pp. 129-168, July 25th, 1827 ; 5, pp. 169-216, 
Oct. 17th, 1827 ; 6, pp. 217-256, March 22nd, 1828 ; 7, pp. 257-296, June 21st, 1828 ; 
8, pp. 297-352, Nov. 29th, 1828 ; 9, pp. 353-408, Feb. 28th, 1829 ; 10, pp. 409-456, 
April 4th, 1829; 11, pp. 457-504, May 30th, 1829 ; 12, pp. 505-560, July 4th, 1829 ; 
13, pp. 561-600, Nov. 21st, 1829 ; 14, pp. 601-648, Jan. 9th, 1830 ; 15, pp. 649-696,

The plates were issued with the livraisons, those of birds appearing before the text 
relating to them was published. The names which occur in Australian literature from 
this source are few, the authors, Lesson and Garnot, publishing the species previously 
in Ferussac’s Bull. Sci. Nat. They are quoted in connection with the author’s names 
(q.v.). 

Cotton, John. —Tasmanian Journal Natural Science, etc., Yol. III., No. 5, July 1848, 
pp. 361-365. 

List of birds which frequent the upper portion of the River Goulbum in the district 
of Port Phillip, New South Wales (=Victoria). 

New names are quoted, mostly nomina nuda , as follows : Astur palustris (Marsh Hawk), 
Anthochcera rodorhyncha (described), Anthus insidens ? (Tree Pipit), Anthus pallidus 
(Ground Pipit), Turdus australasianus (Australian Song Thrush), Lobivanellus minor ? 
(Lesser Spur-winged Lapwing), Rallus minor , Ardea solitarie ? (White-necked Heron), 
Nyroca fusca ? (a Brown Duck). 

Coues, Elliott. —Born 1842. Died 1899. Probably the most brilliant all-round orni¬ 
thologist that has yet lived, and owing to the specialisation now necessary will never be 
rivalled. The pioneer of Check Lists, “ Keys,” Trinomial treatment of Subspecies, his 
Bibliographic knowledge and his accuracy have never been surpassed. His preface to 
his “ Key 55 was published separately in England, under the title “ Handbook of Field 
and General Ornithology,” in London, 8vo, in 1890, and this alone would mark Coues as 
a genius. 

A series of papers (his first essays) published in the Proceedings of the Academy 
of Natural Sciences must be referred to even at this date for useful work. These are :

March-April; Part II., embracing the Puffineas, 
1864, pp. 116-144, sign. April; Part III., embracing the Fulmarese, 1866, pp. 25-33, 
sign. March; Part IV., embracing the iEstrelatae and the Prioneae, 1866, pp. 134-172, 
sign. May; and Part V., embracing the Diomedeinae and the Halodrominae, with a 
General Supplement, 1866, pp. 172-197, sign. May.

In the Bulletin of the U.S. National Museum, No. 2, pp. 1-47, Nov. 1875, appeared : 
Contributions to the Natural History of Kerguelen Island by J. H. Kidder. 

Part I. Ornithology by Elliott Coues. 

Zaprium. 

Many years later in the Auk, Yol. VIII., p. 115, Jan. 1891, Coues proposed Sceno- 
pceetes (for Ramsay’s Scenopceus ), which is the only name he gave to a purely Australian 
bird. As an Appendix to an essay on the Birds of the Colorado Valley, Coues published 
a Bibliography of American Ornithology (U.S. Geol. Survey Territories, Miscell. 
Publ., No. 11, pp. 568-784, (after October 31st) 1878, following with a second and third 
instalment, Bulletin No. 2, (September 6th) 1879, and Bulletin No. 4, (Sept. 30th) 1880. 
A fourth instalment (on British Birds) was printed in the Proc. U.S. Nat. Mus., Vol. II., 
pp. 359-482 1880. 
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Coxen, Charles. —Brother-in-law of Gould, who collected birds in the interior of New 
South Wales in 1835-6, and some of these were the first to be described by Gould in 
the Birds of Australia and the Adjacent Islands, where he also mentions Stephen 
Coxen, who otherwise is never mentioned. He assisted Gould in many ways when 
Gould was out in Australia, and one species Graucalus phasianellus was described from 
Coxen’s Collection. 

Many years afterwards he sent Gould the drawing from which Gould described 
Cyclopsitta coxeni, and also sent three new birds collected by Mr. John Jardine at 
Capo York, Gerygone per sonata, Ptilotis gracilis and Monarcha albiventris. 

Coxen is also specially mentioned by Gould in connection with Herodias garzetta. 

Crozet.— An early visitor to Australia whose Voyage to Tasmania, Hew Zealand, etc., 
1771-1772, was translated by H. Ling Roth and published in 8vo, London, 1891. 

Cunningham, Allan. —Born 1791. Died 1839. Killed by natives while in the Interior 
with Mitchell. A fine naturalist better known from his botanical results. Biographical 
Sketch by Heward, 8vo, London, 1842. 

Cunningham, P. M.—Two years in New South Wales, 2 vols., 8vo, London, 1827. 

Contains zoology of little interest, but apparently he was not liked by, nor did he 
like, Australians. 

Cuvier, George Leopold Chretien Frederic Dagobert. —Born Aug. 23rd, 1769, died 
May 13th, 1832. One of the greatest naturalists who has lived. Unfortunately, 
engaged in the higher studies, he did not worry about taxonomic details, hence 
his works are very troublesome. Thus he explained “ All the birds in the 
public gallery of the Museum (in Paris) were named and arranged according to my 
system in 1811. Even such of my subdivisions as I had not yet named were 
marked by particular signs. This is my data. Independently of this, my first volume 
(of my Regne Animal) was printed in the beginning of 1816. Four volumes are not 
printed as quickly as a pamphlet of a few pages. I say no more.” This was written 
to controvert the claims made on account of Vieillot’s Analyse which, a delightful 
systematic synopsis, was published eight months before Cuvier’s work. As I will note 
later, Vieillot’s Analyse had been prepared as early as Cuvier’s claim. 

Many Memoirs have appeared as independent works, such as the well-known Life 
by Ida Lee, while accounts appeared in most contemporary Journals, and are generally 
prefaced to editions of his Regne Animal in translations such as Henderson’s, 
hereafter noted. 

Tableau iSlementaire de THistoire Naturelle des Animaux, 8vo, Paris, An. 6 (reviewed 
Dec. 24th, 1797). 

The groupings here, which Cuvier later claims, are very crude and indefinite, and 
certainly not to be understood by anyone except Cuvier himself. No Latin names 
were given to the sections so obscurely diagnosed. 

Legons d’Anatomie Comparee, 5 vols., 8vo, Paris, 1800-1805. 

Vols. I and II. reviewed April 19th, 1800. 

At the end of the first volume Tables are given with Latin names to the sections. 
On account of the reference in the Preface to the Tableau Elementaire, an Opinion 
has been printed that such names as are identifiable from the vernaculars cited and 
the diagnoses in the Tableau Elementaire must be accepted by taxonomers. Many 
of the sections named do not appear in that work, so these remain indeterminable, 
e.g., Totanus and Galidris . 

In 1799 Lacepede published a diagnostic series of genera much in concordance with 
Cuvier s, and a collation of these has been printed in the Austral Av. Rec., Vol. III., 
pp. 151-158, 1918. 

The only name that is used by us is Kakatoe. 

Le Regne Animal. 
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This is the magnum opus that has caused much trouble, as the numerous subdivisions 
that appear therein are named in vernacular, only comparatively a few having the 
Latin equivalent given. 

The first edition in 4 volumes is dated on the title page “ 1817,” but was actually 
issued in Paris, 8vo, before Dec. 7th, 1816. The names I have quoted are Catarrhactes 
(ex Brisson), Squatarola y Phceopus , Recurvirostra orientalis, FalcineUus , Calidris , Rhynchcea, 
Ocypterus , Barita, Grauealus, Philedon, Budytes , Colaris, Dicceum, Cuculus gigas. 

The second edition appeared in 5 volumes, 8vo, Paris, on the title-page “ Nouvelle 
Edition, revue et augments, 1829.” Vols. 1, 2, 4, 5 appeared before April 11th, 1829, 
Vol. 3 not until March 27th, 1830. 

Ibis molucca , Chalybceus , Pelecanus perspicillatus and Menura lyra appear in 
this edition. 

Many editions have appeared in many languages, some with important additions. 
Such are Voigt’s edition ( q.v .), Schinz’s (q.v.) and Griffith’s ( q.v .). In Henderson’s 
edition, published in London, in parts based on Cuvier’s 2nd edition and now found in 
4 volumes text and 4 vols. plates, there is a good Memoir of Cuvier in the first volume, 
1834. The numerous editions are noted in Sherborn’s Biliography with notes, which 
should be referred to b}^ students. 

Dahl, Knut. —A Norwegian Naturalist who collected in North and North-west Australia 
in 1894-5 with such success that three excellent new species were described from his 
collection by Collett in 1898, viz., Ptilopus (Leucotreron) alligator , Petrophassa rufipennis 
and Psephotus dissimilis. 

D’Albertis, Luigi Maria. —Bom 1841. Died 1901. “ The man who made New Guinea 

unsafe for later explorers and collectors.” An Italian naturalist w'ho collected in New 
Guinea, the many new forms being described by Salvadori. 

In the Annali del Museo Civico di Storia Naturale di Genova, Vol. X., pp. 12-19,1877 
(dated May 3rd), there appeared a “ Noto intorno ad alcuni uccelli raccolti durante la 
explorazione del Fiume Fly per L. M. D’Albertis, C.M.Z.S. Traduzione connota di 
T. Salvadori,” being a translation back into Italian of a “ Notes on some birds collected 
during the Exploration of the Fly River,” published in The Sydney Mail for Saturday, 
Feb. 24th, 1877, p. 248. D’Albertis’ book entitled “ New Guinea : what I saw and 
what I did,” published in 2 vols., 8vo, London, in 1880, contains coloured plates of 
birds by Gould. A second edition was issued in 1881. 

Pitta assimilis (n.n.). 

Dampier, William. —Born 1652. Died 1715. English buccaneer explorer. The first 
Englishman to visit Australia, and his natural history notes, crude though they be, 
are of interest as being the first ever recorded of Australian birds. 

These appear in his Voyage round the World, published in 2 vols, 8vo, London, 
1697-1699, and as it was West Australia he touched upon, his notes appear in W. B. 
Alexander’s papers (q.v.). 

Darwin, Charles Robert. —Born Feb. 12th, 1809. Died April 19th, 1882. One of the 
most famous naturalists, but is here mentioned as Gould wrote that probably the 
members of,the Beagle staff would be remembered by the birds they had given him, 
and among those enumerated was “ C. Darwin, who at that time had not become the 
world-famous thinker of the Origin of Species.” 

Datjbenton, Ed me Louis. —Born 1732. Died 1785. Well known to ornithologists on 
account of “ Daubenton’s Plates,” but it must be noted that this is Daubenton the 
younger, there being a greater Daubenton, the elder, born May 29th, 1716, died 
Jan. 1st, 1800, who assisted Buffon with anatomical and osteological works. 

The one with which we are concerned furnished 1,008 plates, nearly all of birds, to 
illustrate Buffon’s Natural History of Birds, and afterwards a new text was provided to 
accompany these plates. The text was written by Buffon, Montbeillard. 

Few Australian birds are figured, but many of the older species, types of genera, etc., 
are based upon these pictures, such as Boddaert’s Table (q.v.). 
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Daudin, Francois Marie. —Born 1776. Died 1804. Great French Naturalist. 

Traite d’Ornithologie, 2 vols., 4to, Paris. 

Vol. I. reviewed Jan. 1800 ; Vol. II. May 14th, 1800. Cf. Richmond, Auk, Oct. 
1899, p. 325, note. 

Falco blagrus , Corvus paradoxus. 

The Traite never got beyond the Falcons and Crows. Daudin gained more notoriety 
through his action in naming, according to Lacepede’s system, the birds in an edition 
of Buffon’s Natural History, published by Didot, following the printing by Plassan. 
This nomination of the bird forms appears in the XIVth volume of Quadrupeds, 
which though dated “ 1799 ” was published in October, 1802, as shown by Richmond, 
Auk, Oct., 1899, pp. 328-9, and by Sherborn, Natural Science, December, 1899, p. 406^ 

The names I have quoted are Rhea casuarius , Phaeton lepturus , and the majority of 
Lacepede’s genera published in 1799 and 1801 really date from Daudin’s book, as Rhea, 
Hydrogallina , Macrotarsus , Garbo , Fregata , and especially Circus , Nisus and Mihus. 

Daudin was only about twenty-five years of age when he started this work, which 
was to have extended to six volumes. 

Davies, Thomas {General). — A great English Ornithologist whose history is little known 
to Australian students, and the first note of enquiry appears in the Austral Av. Rec., 
Vol. IV., pp. 114-122, Dec. 16th, 1920, which should be read. Latham described 
many birds from his paintings and specimens, as Turdus leucotis , Loxia cyanoptera , etc., 
and Shaw described Muscicapa malachura. 

Davies’ only paper in the Trans. Linn. Soc. (Lond.), Vol. VI., pp. 207-210, pi. xxn. 
(published June 5th, 1802), deals with the description of Menura superba , a bird of New 
South Wales, which apparently he was the first to receive in England. Latham 
simultaneously published the Menura and, unfortunately, Latham’s name M. novce- 
hollandice has priority. 

Degen, Edward. —A working Ornithologist who was at one time in Australia and who has 
just recently died (1923). 

Emu, Vol. III., pp. 201-207, April 2nd, 1904.

Deleuze, Joseph Phillippe Francois. —Born 1753. Died 1835. Histoire et Description 
Museum Roy^ale, Paris, 2 vols., 8vo, Paris, 1823. 

History and Description of the Royal Museum of Natural History. Translated by 
A. Roger. 2 vols., 8vo, Paris, 1823. 

This book is remarkable for the fact that it was published in Paris both in French 
and English, the first volume in both languages being recorded in the B.F., Feb. 8th, 
1823 ; the second volume in French on June 28th, 1823; in English on Aug. 9th, 1823. 
The pagination differs : Vol. I., French ed., pp. vi, 1-330; Vol. II., pp. 331-720; 
English ed., Vol. I., pp. viii., 1-236 ; Vol. II., pp. 237-608. 

Menura magnifica is first used in this book. 

Descr. Catal. Spec . Nat. Hist, in Spirit , Mus. Royal College Surgeons, England , 4to, 
London, 1859. 

The Editor is unknown, see Austral Av. Rec., Vol. V., pp. 17-18, 1922. New names 
are quoted ex Shaw Manuscript, Columba talla , Merops calm , Motacilla acanthura, but 
the MS. could not be traced in a recent search at the College. It may be noted that 
Bullock (q.v.) received the stuffed specimens from this Institution, which somehow 
acquired a series of Captain Cook’s birds. 

Desmarbst, Anselme Gaetan. —Born 1784. Died 1838. Famous French Zoologist who 
contributed articles on Pigeons and Parrots in the Dictionnaire Sciences Naturelles 
(Levrault), and utilised in the latter case the generic names previously proposed by 
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Vigors without definition. Generally minimising these genera, Desmarest was subjected 
to savage attacks by Vigors and Swainson in the Zool. Journal, etc. 

Golumba cyanovirens, Calyptorhynchus, Psittacus swainsonii. 

Des Murs, Marc Athanase Pareait Oeillet. —Born 1804. Iconographie Ornithologique. 

Published in 4to and folio in 12 livraisons each containing 6 pis. Sherbom gives 
the following dates : Pt. 1, post Aug. 1845 ; 2, Feb. 1846 ; 3, July 1846 ; 4-6, Feb. 
1847 ; 7, post Jan. 1847 ; 8, post Mar. 1847 ; 9, post July 1847 ; 10, post Sept. 1847 ; 
11, post Feb. 1848 ; 12, post Bee. 1848, i.e., 1849. 

The only name that concerns us appeared in the first livraison, Pcephila mirabilis. 
This name was also given in the Revue Zool. for Dec. 1845, and was based on Hombron 
and Jacquinot’s plate which was not published (with a vernacular only) until January 
1845, yet through some extraordinary lapsus this name was for a long time preferred 
to Gould’s A. goiddice, which was published in July 1844. 

Revue Zoologique Soc. Cuvierienne, Aug. 1845, pp. 274-277, Sept. 

Notice sur le genre Pedionomus (Gould). 

Turnicigralla , nom nov., with T. gouldiana and T. macroura. 

Contributed the Oiseaux to Chenu’s Encyclopedia d’Histoire Naturelle, which 
occupied six volumes. 

In Volume I. occurs the name Strigymnhemipus which is dated as 1853. 

Carus and Engelmann write (Vol. II., p. 121), 1855-58, Paris, 4to, “ L’ouvrage parait 
par series de 5 livraisons. ... 17 volumes sont en vente.” 

De Vis, Charles W. — Curator of the Queensland Museum, who died comparatively recently. 

Contributed a very important series of papers on New Guinea Birds, which appeared 
in a most inaccessible place, the Annual Reports of the administration of British New 
Guinea from 1889 onwards. As far as 1 know one only of these papers has been reprinted 
in the Ibis, 1891, pp. 25-41. De Vis was not a working ornithologist but a general 
zoologist, and the descriptions are very incomplete though the species are good. 

The only names in these Reports that occur in Australian literature are 
Micr&ca griseoceps in the 1894 report and Ibis (Falcinellus) humeralis in the 1896-97 
Report.

De Vlaming, William.-—D utch explorer who visited West Australia and met with 
Black Swans as reported by Lister (q.v.), Journal Voyage Zuidland, Amsterdam

Dictionnaire des Sciences naturelles (Levrault).—This work was began in 1804 and between 
1804-06 five volumes were issued. The unsettled times apparently put a stop to the 
venture, but in 1816 it began again and was completed in sixty volumes in 1830. Sher- 
bom states six volumes were issued at first, but the sixth does not appear to have been 
sent out, though printed. Sherborn also gives a Vol. 61 with a biography and note 
that a Supplementary volume A-AYE appeared in 1840, Oct. 

Full details of the publication of this work and notes upon the ornithology therein 
have been published in the Austral Av. Rec., Vol. III., pt. i., pp. 5-20, June 30th 
1915. 

The birds were generally described by Dumont, but Lesson assisted him towards 
the end of the work, while special monographs were undertaken by Valenciennes, as 
Woodpecker, and by Desmarest, who w r rote about Parrots and Pigeons. 

One of the most interesting items in connection with Australian Ornithology is the 
description by Dumont of the birds figured on the plates prepared for the Zoology of 
the Voyage of the Uranie and Physicienne, and Dumont’s descriptions appeared before 
the official account. 

The date of publication of the first issue appear to be that the first three were issued 
in 1804, the fourth in 1805, and the fifth in 1806, the sixth being sent out to some 
subscribers in 1806 also. 

The reissue appeared as follows, the dates being those of receipt in the Bibliographie 
de la France Vols. 1 and 2, Oct. 12th, 1806 ; Vols. 3 and 4, Jan. 11th, 1817; 5, 
March 8th, 1817 ; 6 and 7, May 24th, 1817 ; 8, Aug. 23rd, 1817 ; 9, Dec. 6th, 1817; 
10, May 23rd, 1818 ; 11 and 12, Jan. 9th, 1819 ; 13, July 24th, 1819; 14, Aug. 14th,

The reissue of the first six volumes was brought up-to-date by means of supplements 
at the end of each volume.

Dieffenbach Ernst.— Bom 1811. Died 1855. Travels in New Zealand, 1839-1841, 
2 vols., 8vo, London, (middle Jan.) 1843. 

The second volume contains account of Natural History, the birds by G. R. Gray, 
whose names Procellaria cookii, Sula serrator , Graucalus flavirostris I quote. 

Dietrichsen, Lionel.— Philosophical Magazine, n.s. (Taylor), Yol. XI., p. 387, June 1832. 

Description of a new species of Parrot from New Holland. 

Psittacus purpurea . 

Trans. Linn. Soc. (Lond.), Yol. XVII., pt. 4, p. 553, 1837. 

Description of a new Species of Parrakeet from New Zealand. 

Trichoglossus porphyroceplialus. 

This is interesting as referring to the same note, the first being the report of the 
Linnean Society's meeting in a contemporary journal, the second being the official 
report published in the Linnean Society’s own vehicle, five years later. In the mean¬ 
while, attention had apparently been drawn to the fact that the first name was invalid, 
so a new name was chosen without any reference to previous publication. 

Diggles, Sylvester. —Born 1817. Died 1880. An Australian ornithologist and painter 
who attempted a Birds of Australia with little success. I have attempted to record the 
facts in connection with his life and works in the Austral Av. Rec., Vols. I., pp. 68-72; 
II., pp. 137-153, and III., pp. 98-108, where a portrait is also given. 

Ornithology of Australia, imp. 4to, Queensland. 

This was published in parts, each of six plates, the plates unnumbered, and published 
as complete without any order. One large bird was figured on a plate, but any number 
up to six small birds were painted on a plate. The work was apparently began early in 
1866 and was to appear monthly, and ten parts were issued in 1866 ; five only appeared 
in 1867, and five in 1868, and then no more until one part came out in 1870, when it 
died out. In 1877 the plates -were rearranged and reissued with indices and title-pages, 
with the title “ Companion to Gould’s Handbook,” and this date and title were commonly 
quoted until I drew attention to the facts. 

Diggles named two birds as new in this work, Strix walleri which was a good 
find, and Ptilorhynchus rawnsleyi which is now regarded as being based upon 
a hybrid. 

Diggles described some new species in the Queensland Philosophical Society’s papers, 
and I have detailed these in the Austral Av. Rec., Vol. II., pp. 144—153, the first note 
being in Vol. I., pp. 68-72. Vol. II. published in 1878 (?). 

On Some Australian Birds. 

Papers read before the Queensland Philosophical Society by Silvester Diggles, Esq. 

Paper I. Read 6th November, 1873. “ This paper was originally printed in 

the Brisbane Courier.” 

Milvus striatus and Eulabeornis griseiventor described. 

These were handed to Diggles by Cockerell as killed in Queensland, probably both 
from the Aru Islands. 

Paper H. Habits of Menum alberti, and a Description of four new Australian 
Birds, read Jan. 29th, 1874. “This paper was originally printed in the 
Brisbane Telegraph.” 

These were species collected by Cockerell and all came from the Aru Islands, not 
Australia, as stated by Cockerell. 

Ardetta nigra (since my article was written in the Austral Av. Rec. this specimen 
has been found in the British Museum and is of the form Sharpe called Dupetor melas)> 
Ardetta cocker elli, Alcyone bella and Alcyone assimilis. 

Paper III., Short notice of two birds new to the Australian Fauna, read 28th May, 
1874. 

Two more Cockerell birds from the Aru Islands, which Cockerell falsely ascribed 
to Australia. 

Ptilonopus chrysogaster and a Nectarinea not specifically named. 
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A paper which contains no new names is entitled: 

A Short Account of the Trip to Cape Sidmouth and Back, in the Governor Blackall, 
S.S., by Mr. S. Diggles, Brisbane. Read before the Queensland Philosophical 
Society, on Thursday, February 22nd, 1872. 

Some New and Rare Species of Birds. Read before the Queensland Philosophical 
Society by Mr. S. Diggles, on 3rd August, 1876. 

(This paper was never included in Vol. II., why I do not understand. Was it ever 
published ?) 

These are Poephila atropygialis and Acanthiza flavigasta , sent by Mr. Gulliver from 
Normanton, Guclus brisbanensis and Lamprococcyx modesta from near Brisbane. 

I still want the exact date of publication of these papers. 

Dixson, William. —Roy. Austr. Hist. Soc. Journal and Proceedings. 

Vol. V., pt. 5, pp. 225-248, 1919. 

6, pp. 283-300, 1919. 

Notes on Australian Artists, pts. I. and n. 

These two papers written from the artistic view-point are very interesting, as 
notes are given concerning the early painters who painted natural history objects, 
and a good account is given of Thomas Watling. 

Dodd, Alan P.—Emu, Vol. XII., p. 165, Jan. 1st, 1913. 

Description of a new Cuckoo. 

Cacornantis lineatus. 

D’Ombrain, (Dr.) E. A.—An Australian Ornithologist of the present day whose articles in 
the Emu always deserve close study. 

Dove, H. Stuart. —A present-day Tasmanian bird-student who sent me a fine series of 
original observations which are printed in my Birds of Australia, and who has published 
many good notes in the Emu. 

Donovan, Edward. —Born 1768. Died 1837. An English Naturalist who published 
works on English natural history, birds, mollusks, etc. 

The Naturalist’s Repository. 

Began in 1822, published in monthly parts, 3 plates to a part, 1st part April 1822, 
plates dated at first. Two vols., 1822-1824, then 5 vols., 1822-27, then reissued with 
new title pages in 1834. 

Plate 64, dated Jan. 1st, 1824, is the first coloured figure of Psittacus brownii Temminck. 

Drapiez, Pierre Auguste Joseph. —Born 1778. Died 1856. Ann. Gen. des Sci. Phys. 
Bruxelles, Vol. II., pp. 340-342, pi., 1819. 

Description d’une nouvelle espece de Traquet. 

Saxicola rodinogaster. 

Dresser, Henry Eeles. — Born 1838. Died 1915. Famous English Ornithologist who 
wrote the Birds of Europe, Monograph of the Bee-Eaters, etc. Memoir in Ibis, April 
1916, pp. 340-342. 

Proc. Zool. Soc. (Lond.), 1876, pp. 674-5, Oct. 1st. 

On a new Species of Broadbilled Sandpiper. 

Limicola sibirica. 

Dring, (Dr.). — Surgeon on H.M.S. Beagle who collected birds and presented them to Gould, 
who described Amadina pectoralis , Piezorkynchus nitidus , Myiagrci latirostris , Bhipidura 
isura, Myzantha lutea and Hemipodius castanotus from his collection. 

Drummond, Johnson. —A collector mentioned by Gould under Euphema splendida, but 
who is otherwise little known, having been killed by the natives very early in his 
researches in 1841, when he was only twenty-one years of age. 
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Dubois (de G(h)isignies), Vincente Bernard Leonard. —Born 1808. Died 1874. Bull. 
Acad. Boy. Soc. Bruxelles, Vol. VII., No. 4, April, pp. 212, 215 and pi., May 1840. 

Description d’un nouveau genre d’Oiseaux de la famille des Gallinules. 

Tribonyx with T. mortierii. 

L’Institut, Vol. III., No. 103, p. 138, April 29th, 1835. 

Mag. de Zool., 1835, pi. 35, dated August. 

Bull, de l’Acad. Roy. Soc. Bruxelles, Vol. 2, pp. 419-420, pi. 7, 1835 (Dec.). 

These three references all deal with the same species and genus. 

Description d’un nouveau genre d’Oiseaux de l’ordre des Echassiers. 
j Leptorhynchus with L. pectoralis. 

Dubus also published Esquisses Omithologiques in 7 pts., folio, Brussels, between 
1845-51; there are no Australian birds figured therein, but the Neozelanic Gallirallus 
juscus appears. 

Dumeril, Andre Marie Constant. —Born 1774. Died 1860. Zoologie Analytique, 
“ 1806,” 8vo, Paris, pref. Sept. 27th, 1805, published before Dec. 6th, 1805. 

Cacatoes occurs here. 

Translation into German by Froriep, was published the next year, 1806, preface 
Sept. 17th, 1806, in which examples -were given in connection with the numerous new 
names invented by Dumeril, previously only accompanied by a diagnosis. 

Dumont de Sainte Croix, Charles Henri Fr^diiric. —Born 1758. Died 1830. French 
Ornithologist who became Lesson’s father-in-law. Author of numerous articles on 
birds in Levrault’s Dictionnaire Sci. Nat. (q.v.). 

Dumont D’Urville, Jules Sebastian CfcsAR. —Born 1790. Died 1842. Voyage 
“ Astrolabe.” See Quoy and Gaimard. Voyage Pdle Sud. See Hombron and 
Jacquinot, Pucheran. 

Commander on these two exploring voyages known to ornithologists by the names 
given and by the naturalists, but in Library Catalogues quoted under the Commander’s 
name. 

Duperrey, Louis Isidore.— Born 1786. Died 1865. Voy. “ Coquille.” See Coquille 
and Lesson. 

The same remarks refer as to the preceding. 

Of the Voy. ‘ f Coquille” a second edition was published in 2 vols., 8vo, at Paris in 1838, 
with coloured plates of birds and natural history notes in the text but with no new 
species. This is fortunate, as this edition seems to have previously escaped the notico 
of bibliographers. 

Dybowski, (Dr.). Benoit (or Benedict Nalentsch). —Born 1835. Joum. fur Orn., 1868, 
p. 336. 

Dyott, Robert. —An Australian Ornithologist of this generation who did not record, 
but who gave me some interesting observations, etc. 

Dubois, Charles Frederic. Born 1806. Died 1867. Synopsis Avium. 2 vols., Bruxelles, 
8 vo, 1899-1904. 

This was estimated to appear in 7 fascicules, each of 96 pp. (or with a plate which 
was to be equivalent to 16 pp.), and these were to be issued every three months. Tlio 
copy in the Brit. Mus. (Nat. Hist) has the wrappers bound in with date of receipt 
stamped on. I give these as they may hereafter prove useful: Fasc. I., pp. 1-80, 1 pi., 
reed. B.M., Oct. 21st, 1899 ; Fasc. II., pp. 81-160, 1 pi., Feb. 17th, 1900 ; Fasc. III., 
pp. 161-224, 2 pis., May 9th, 1900 ; Fasc.

Edquist, Alfred George. —Born Dec. 23rd, 1873. Supervisor of Nature Study in 
Adelaide. Formerly Lecturer in Nature Study. 

Elliot, Daniel Giraud. —Famous American Ornithologist. Born March 7th, 1835. Died 
Dec. 22nd, 1915. Memoir in Auk, 1916, p. 230 ; Ibis, 1916, p. 342. Wrote important 
Monographs, only one of which concerns us : 

Monograph of the Pittidse. 

Preface November 1862, published as one item in 1863. Copy in Brit. Mus.,Nat. 
Hist., has a title-page dated 1867 (?). 

Second edition was issued in five parts, 1893-95. Part I., April 1893 ; pt. 2, Dec. 
1893 ; pt. 3, Feb. 1894; pt. 4, Sept. 1894; pt. 5, Jan. 1895. 

Pvlchripitta occurs in 2nd edition, pt. 5. 

Ibis, 1870, July. 

Pitta strenua . 

Ellis, William W.—Painter who was engaged on Cook’s Last Voyage. Authentic Narrative 
of a Voyage performed by Captain Cook and Captain Clerke in the “ Resolution” and 
“ Discovery,” 1776-80. Folding chart and 21 engravings, 2 vols., 8vo, London, 1782. 

Motacilla cyanea has been quoted from this book where it is merely a nomen nudum . 

Ellis’s drawings of Natural History are preserved in the British Museum (Natural 
History) and were reported upon by Sharpe, Hist. Coll. Nat. Hist. Brit. Mus., Vol. II., 
pp. 199-208, 1906. The paintings number ninety-six, and include some of Australian 
Birds made at “ Adventure Bay, New Holland,” i.e., Tasmania, dated 1777. Suchare: 

No. 16, Parrot, basis of P. caledonicus Gmelin ex Latham in error. 

No. 67, Plover, which through confusion with No. 63, a Red-necked Phalarope, was 
made the basis of the Red-necked Plover by Latham, i.e., C. rubricollis Gmelin. 

No. 78, named New Holland Thrush by Latham and Turdus novcehollandice Gmelin, 
is the Tasmanian Graucalus. 

No. 95 is the Superb Warbler of Tasmania, Motacilla cyanea Ellis, n.n., then of Latham 
and Gmelin. 

Petrels are painted on Nos. 39—44, the last named being of an Albatross localized as 
“ At sea between Van Diemen’s Land and New Zealand,” while No. 57 “ At sea between 
New Zealand and Modieu ” is the basis of Latham’s description of his Striated Tern, 
i.e., Sterna striata Gmelin. 

Elsey, Joseph Ravenscroft. —Born 1833 (?). Died 1S57. Accompanied A. C. Gregory’s 
Expedition across Northern Australia, and whose fate is sympathetically related by 
Gouldin his Handbook, p. 329. Gould describedfrom Elsey’s collection Maluruscoronatus , 
Poecilodryas cerviniventris and Psephotus chrysopterygius, and Elsey is also mentioned in 
connection with Cacatua galerita and Plotus novcehollandice. It may be noted that 
Elsey did not collect the type of Cinclosoma marginatum Sharpe, as given by Sharpe. 

Proc. Zool. Soc. (Lond.), 1857, pp. 23-29, June 6th. 

Letter to Gould from the Victoria River Depot (17° 24' 30°), North-west Australia, 

date June 1856. 

Through misreading Elsey’s initials this is ascribed to M. Elsey. 

In tins interesting account Elsey mentions that he has collected 103 species, some 
of which he regarded as new. 

Emu. —The periodical of the Royal Australasian Ornithologists’ Union published quarterly, 
the first number being issued in October 1901, three numbers constituting the first 
volume, and then four each succeeding volume, the numbers being July, October, 
January and April, generally on or about the first of the month. 
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The most important journal to Australian ornithologists, as it contains nearly all 
the field observations of every Australian naturalist for the last twenty years. 

Many new forms have also been described in its pages by A. J. Campbell, A. G. 
Campbell, E. Ashby, H. L. White, S. A. White, J. Mellor, F. E. Wilson, A. F. B. Hull, 
etc., etc., and these will be given under the names of the writers. 

My Handlist of the Birds of Australasia was published as a supplementary part to 
Vol. VII. in January, 1908. 

Ency. Meth. —The short abbreviation often quoted for the Encyclopedic Methodique, of 
which the bird portion in the Tableau Encycl. Method, is very important and has been 
referred to under Bonnaterre and Vieillot. 

I have given the dates of publication in connection with Bonnaterre ( q.v .), but the 
essentials may be here added : Pages i-lxxx., 1790 ; pp. lxxxi.-xcviii., 1-192, 1791 ; 
pp. 193-320, 1792 ; pp. 321-528, 1820, B.F., Jan. 6th, 1821 ; pp. 529-848, July 6th, 
1822, and 849-1,460, July 26th, 1823. 

The latter part by Vieillot is practically a reprint of the articles issued some years 
before in the Nouv. Diet. d’Hist. Nat. {q.v.), and though references have commonly 
been given to the Tabl. Ency. Meth., very few new names appear, nearly all having a 
direct reference given to the Nouv. Diet. (nouv. ed.). Bonnaterre published here the 
names Coturnix, Turnix , Ostrelaga, Procellaria latirostris, Procellaria melanura and 
Anser novcehollandice. 

Encyclopedia Londinensis .—24 vols., 4to, London, 1796-1829. Sherborn states “ 1,678 
parts, originally weekly, but disturbed at Vol. XX., which spread over 1823-25” ; the 
Birds apparently by John Wilkes the encyclopaedist, who latinized many of Vaillant’s 
vernaculars. 

Cassin gave a list of the bird names proposed and made some sarcastic remarks upon 
the neglect of an Englishman’s writings by English ornithologists nearly sixty years ago, 
viz., in the Proc. Acad. Nat. Sci. Philad., 1867 (Dec ), pp 212 et seq ., and I drew 
attention to this in the Austral Av. Bee., Vol. IV., pp. 143-4, 1921, but still no rectifica¬ 
tion of the names has been made. 

The only name that concerns us is Motacilla fimbriata (Vol. XVI.). 

Engelmann, Wilhelm. —Bom 1808. Died 1878. Bibliotheca Historico-Naturalis. 

Verzeichruss der Bucher fiber Naturgeschichte welche in Deutschland, Scandinavien, 
Holland, England, Frankreich, Italian und Spanienin den Jahren 1700-1846 erschienen 
sind, 8vo, Leipzig, 1846. 

Continued as Carus and Engelmann (q.v.). 

The most important book of reference in connection with bibliography of Natural 
History. 

Ewing, Thomas J. (Rev.) —Tasmanian Journal Science, Vol. I., No. 1, pp. 52-58, 1841. 

A Catalogue of the Birds of Tasmania. 

Nanodes gonldii ) n.n. JEgialitis macrorhynclius , n.n. 

Malurus emitis, nom. nov. for L(inn.) T(rans.), Vol. IV., p. 240. 

“ Colluricincla selbii is the C. strigata Swainson.” Anthus pallidus, n.n. 

In this List Ewing was assisted by Gould, who stayed with Ewing viien in Tasmania. 

Ewing later furnished “ List of the Birds of Tasmania ” to Stoney’s “ Residence in 
Tasmania ” published in 1856, where it appears as Appendix G., pp. 303-311, and 169 
species are listed. 

Eyre, Edw 7 ard John. —Born 1815. Died 1901. Journals of Expeditions into Central 
Australia, 2 vols., 8vo, London, 1845. 

Contains List of Birds furnished by Gould in Vol. I., pp. 440-8. Errors through 
lack of reference occur such as Phalacrocorax pica , Pelecanus spectabilis, Sternella nereis, 
Procellaria perspicillaUi and Pafjinus brevicaudus Gould, all nomina nuda. 

Eyton, Thomas Chalmers. —Born 1809. Died 1880. Great English Ornithologist who 
studied the osteology of birds, one of the earliest workers in Britain to teach this subject. 
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Was a friend of Gould and when monographing Ducks they used each other’s manuscript 
names, so that we have Leptotarsis eytoni Eyton, and Dendrocygna gouldi Gould, each 
publishing the dedicatory species of the other to himself. Eyton was a very poor 
proof-reader. 

A History of the Rarer British Birds, 8vo, London, pref. March 1st, 1836. 

A Catalogue of British Birds, 8vo, London, pref. Jan. 20th, 1836. 

These are commonly found bound together, but sometimes the names in the Catalogue 
have been preferred to those in the History. 

The facts appear to be that the two together were published in three parts: Part I., 
published in Jan. 1836 was the History, pp. 1-48; Peart II., published Feb. 1836, was the 
History, pp. 49-80 and Catalogue, pp. 1-24, and Part III., was the Catalogue, pp. 25-67, 
V.-VI. and History, pp. 81-101, published March 1836, when the whole lot was bound 
up, and with a preface, also published in March 1836, as one item. 

Chroicocephalus appears in this work, c/. Nov. Zool., Vol. XVIII., p. 455. 

A Monograph of the Anatidae, 4to, London, June 1838. 

Choristopus , GJieniscus , Leptotarsis with L . eytoni , Mareca castanea, Nyroca australis.

Fletcher, Miss J. A.—Present-day Australian Ornithologist, who has made a study of the 
Tasmanian species, and has sent many notes which I have incorporated in my Birds 
of Australia, and has also herself published many good notes in the Emu. 

Flinders, Matthew. —Bom 1774. Died 1814. A great English explorer whose unfor¬ 
tunate experiences are now well known to Australians.

One of the most delightful books to read, giving an account of Bass’ explorations in 
unvarnished language and also Flinders’ own account of his unexpected trials.

Forbes, William Alexander. —Brilliant young English student of bird anatomy, who was 
also an ornithologist, born June 24th, 1855, died on the Niger, Jan. 14th, 1883.

F. E. Beddard, 8vo, London, (pref. May 1st) 1885. 

Forbes himself edited a similar epitaph to Garrod ( q.v .) wherein he proposed Garrodia. 
and this was published earlier than the Proc. Zool. Soc. (Lond.), 1881, p. 736, April 1st, 
1882. 

Forster, Johann Georg Adam. —Artist. Born 1754. Died 1794. Son of the succeeding 
J. R. Forster, who accompanied his father on Cook’s Second Voyage, and, as his father 
was prohibited from so doing, published 

A Voyage round the World. Resolution. Jas. Cook, 2 vols., 4to. London, (pref. 
March 1st) 1777. 

Procellaria vittata (n.n.) (P. nivea). 

There is also a German translation. 

The drawings made by G. Forster are preserved in the British Museum (Natural 
History) and were reported upon by Sharpe (Hist. Coll. Nat. Hist. Brit. Mus., Vol. II., 
pp. 179-199, 1906). Forster did not call at Australia, but he made paintings of the 
White Hawk and Penguin collected in Tasmania by Furneaux’s people. Norfolk 
Island birds and many New Zealand ones are figured, but the most important ones 
are those of Petrels, seventeen drawings of this class being included, and these were 
described by Latham and technically named by Gmelin. 

Forster, Johann Reinhold. —Born in 1729 and died in 1798. Great naturalist who was 
probably the best of his time, but may have been difficult to deal with. Translated 
many Voyages and accompanied Cook as naturalist on his second Voyage in the place 
of Banks and Solander. Made splendid observations and collections and upon his 
return found that another, simply a compiler, had been given the remunerative task 
of publishing the account of the voyage. Rightly, strongly objecting, he was unable 
to win the day against the authorities so betook himself back to his native land, his 
precious MSS. with him. As artist he had been assisted by his son, and as the latter 
was free, an account of the voyage w r as published in the son’s name. 

Observations made during a voyage round the w T orld on physical geography, natural 
history and ethic philosophy, London, 4to, 1778. 
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This was allowed to be published by J. R. Forster, but does not contain any 
novelties, only general observations being made on the natural history. German ed 
8vo, Berlin, 1783. 

French and Dutch translations of this were published.

Faunula Sinensis. Sometimes quoted, is appended to Forster’s translation of Osbeck’s 
“ Travels ” which was published in 2 vols., London, 8vo, 1771. The Faunula Sinensis 
occurs in Vol. II., pp. 321-338. 

As above noted, when Forster returned to Germany he took with him his manuscript 
descriptions made during his voyage with Cook. These were deposited in the Museum 
at Berlin and were referred to and utilized by other workers. Thus Schneider used 
the fishes, and Wagler described many birds from Forster’s MSS. After many years 
Lichtenstein published the whole of the descriptions under the title : 

Descriptiones animalium quae in intinere ad maris australis terras per annos 1772- 
74 suscepto, 8vo, Berlin, (pref. Jan. 1st) 1844. 

Though the majority of the names had been anticipated, this is a very useful book 
as it gives the exact localities of many species described by Latham and named by 
Gmelin, and references to Georg ^Forster’s drawings aforementioned. Procellaria 
leucocephcilo , similis , hcesitata , inexpectata, gavia , Scolopax undulata , S. pacifica, Hcema- 
topus unicolor , Pelecanus plotus , Falco leucostos, are, however, quoted from this book. 

Forster, Thomas Ignatius Maria.—B orn 1789. Died 1860. A Synoptical Catalogue of 
British Birds, 8vo, London, Dec. 1817. 

In this Catalogue many new names are proposed, while Leach’s names, printed a 
little previously, are legitimised.

In these periodicals many notes on books occur, and often items of value may be 
found; a few ornithological articles are also included, as one by Gloger in Vol. XVI., 
wherein the new names Thyellas , Paralcyon and Coronis are proposed. 

Edited a translation of Dumeril’s Zoologie Analytique in 1806 which is noteworthy, 
as Froriep cites examples to Dumeril’s groups, all of which have new names. 

Gadow, Hans Friedrich. —Born 1855. A German anatomist who came to England and 
unfortunately was given, by his compatriot, Dr. Gunther, the task of writing a couple of 
volumes of the Catalogue of Birds for which he was quite unfitted ; these two volumes 
are unreliable and comparatively valueless and were very severely criticised by his 
contemporary ornithologists, e.g., Salvadori and Tristram.

This 
work generally bound in two volumes, sometimes in three [as the copy in the Brit. Mus. 
Nat. Hist. (Bird Room)], was issued in 82 livraisons. Each livraison should have 
contained four coloured plates and text and appeared fortnightly. The prospectus is 
recorded in the Bibliographie de la France for Sept. 2nd, 1820, and the following dates 
are taken from that place : Livr.

The only names that occur here are Microglossus and Gacatua rosea , but many illus¬ 
trations of previously unfigured birds are given. 

In connection with the name Microglossus , it is well to repeat here the facts given 
in the Austral Av. Rec., Vol. II., pp. 153—158. Microglossus appears on plate 50, 
which with 4 plates to a part would be livraison 13. The first six livraisons issued 
were practically cancelled and must be added, so that, really, plate 50 was issued in 
the nineteenth (not 20 as given in the A.A.R.) livraison, which is recorded on Nov. 2nd, 
1822. The number of the livraison in which any plate appeared can be gauged by 
dividing the number of the plate by four, and then adding six for the supplementary 
plates issued first. It should also be remembered that Vol. I. contains two parts 
separately paged, 56 pp. in the first part and 339 pp. in the second. Vol. II. contains 
Pts. ni., iv. and v., but these are consecutively paged. 

Garnot, Prosper.—B om 1794. Died 1838. Accompanied Lesson on the Coquille and 
usually described with Lesson (q.v.) > or else Lesson described the birds.

Garrod, Alfred Henry.—B orn May 18tli, 1846, died Oct. 17th, 1879. Prosector to the 
Zoological Society at an early age, wrote many interesting papers on bird anatomy 
but, owing to inexperience, his deductions are not necessarily accurate.

Garrodia appears in this before the Zool. Proc. came out. 
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Geoffroy Saint-Hilaire, Isidore. —Born 1805. Died 1861. Resume du Cours 

d’Ornithologie Bonaparte, Comptes Rendus Acad. Sci. Paris, Vol. XLI., p. 1,112, 
footnote, has written : “ Salangana. Le genre a ete fonde sous ce nom en 1836 par le 
professeur Geoffroy-Saint-Hilaire, et publie par M. Victor Meunier (qui a garde 
l’anonyme) dans le resume du cours d’Ornithologie de notre illustre professeur, insere 
dans une suite de num6ros de VEcho du Monde Savant en 1836 et 1837, et dont il existe 
aussi un tirage a part in 8vo.

This reprint has not yet been seen. In the Echo du Monde Savant there are no Latin 
names, only vernaculars.

A useful book of reference, but not completely reliable, and care must be taken in 
verification.

Gilbert, John. —Gould’s great assistant who collected the majority of Gould’s new species 
of Australian birds. All the early species from West Australia (Swan River) were 
collected by Gilbert, and a large number from Port Essington, North-west Australia. 
I have noted about ninety species which Gould directly or indirectly ascribes to Gilbert’s 
efforts. In a few cases Gould states straight out that Gilbert secured the species, in 
most cases he just gives the locality and then adds Gilbert’s notes. 

Gilbert joined Leichhardt’s Overland Expedition and was killed by blacks on 
June 28th, 1845, in Queensland. The circumstances were reported to Gould in a 
letter which is published in the Proc. Zool. Soc. (Loud.), 1846, pp. 79-80. 

Campbell in his Introduction to his Nests and Eggs of Australian Birds has given a 
good account, and North in the Records Austr. Mus., Vol. VI., pt. 3, pp. 125-128, 
“ On two early Australian Ornithologists ” has also recapitulated the facts. 

Gistel (or Gistl) Johannes von Nepomut Franz Xaver. —Born 1809. Died (?). Natur- 
geschichte des Thierreichs fur hohere Schulen, 4to, Stuttgart (pref. Easter 1847), 1848. 

Reprint with new title-page only, 1850. 

Full of new names for preoccupied ones : Dipsaleon, Timeta, Plectrura, Ecmeles , 
Etoimus, Gataphania , Ostiarius (Herophilus). 

Gloger, Constantin Wilhelm Lambert. —Died 1859. Gemeinniitziges Handund 
Hilfsbuch der Naturgeschichte, Svo, Breslau, 1842. 

Published in seven hefte : the first five, each with 80 pages, appeared in 1841 ; 
pt. vi., pp. 410-480 (?), towards the end of 1841, but date not certain; pt. m, pp. 477- 
496 and pp. i-xxxiv., including preface, dated Oct. 17th, 1841, and title-page 1842, 
perhaps early in 1842, but it may have appeared in 1841, as cases where the title-page 
is dated ahead do occur in connection with German books, and even French, as Cuvier 
(q.v.). 

Gloger introduced many new names in this work: Hippalectryo, Amdous , Agana- 
phron, Gasmerodius , Erodiscus, Plissolophus , Nycticeyx , Malacurus , Golobathris , mainly 
on the score of purism.

Gmelin, Johann Friedrich. —Bom 1748. Died 1804. Systema Naturae per Regna Tria 
Naturas (Linne, Editio Decima tertia, aucta, reformata), 8vo, Leipzig, 1788-1793. 

This was commonly recorded as the thirteenth edition of Linne’s Systema Naturae, 
but as there are at least two other “ thirteenth editions,” and this is a much augmented 
work, it is best to cite it as Gmelin’s Systema Naturae. 
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It may be noted that it was the commonest edition in use in the beginning of the 
nineteenth century and will be commonly quoted as “ Linn.,” without any intimation 
that it is Gmelin’s edition. 

This work as regards birds is very important, as Gmelin collated all the works, 
latinising and ascribing new Latin names to all the species published, and in birds he 
found Latham’s General Synopsis of Birds ready at his hands. He latinised the whole 
of Latham’s work, and a very large number of bird names are credited to Gmelin, 
though, as a matter of fact, they are novelties described in English only by Latham. 
Thus all the “ Captain Cook ” discoveries come into Gmelin’s work, which was published 
in parts, and the correct dates have been ascertained and published by Hopkinson, 
Proc. Zool. Soc. (Lond.), 1907, p. 1,037. Pt. i., pp. 1-500 are July 25th, H88; pt. n.| 
pp. 501-1,032, April 20tli, 1789 ; these cover all the bird part. 

The names I include are Proodlaria pacifica , P. grisea , P. cinerea , P. gelida , P. mdono- 
pus , P. gigantea , P. ccerulea, P. vittata , P. desolata , P. urinatrix , Diomedea chlororhynchos ,

[Is not this the only ornithologist who ever died “ in captivity ” ?] 

Godman, Frederic Du Cane. —Famous English Ornithologist who has only recently died. 
Born Jan. 15th, 1834, died Feb. 19th, 1919. Memoir, Ibis, 1919, p. 326 et seq. 

A specialist on neotropical birds who worked in conjunction with Osbert Salvin. 
The latter was interested in Petrels and wrote up an account in Rowley’s Miscellany, 
and then was given the group to monograph for the Catalogue of Birds of the British 
Museum. Prepared a monograph with coloured plates but did not live to finish it. 
Some years after, Godman undertook the publication of these plates and was assisted 
as to the text by Sharpe at the British Museum. 

The Monograph of the Petrels was issued in parts between Dec. 1907 and May 1910 
under Godman’s name, and recently Loomis has quoted Godman as an authority on 
Petrels, which Godman denied, stating he only saw the publication through for his 
old friend Salvin’s sake. 

Gould, John. —The Bird Man.—An ornithological genius who was born 1804 and died in 
1880, who made a fortune by publishing illustrated folio works on birds, treating the 
Old World in a series, Birds of Great Britain, Europe, Asia and Australia. His first 
venture, the Birds of Europe, proving successful he turned his attention to Australia, 
and finding in the Museums innumerable new species, concluded many more should 
exist in nature. He therefore had the brilliant inspiration of going out and collecting 
the novelties, a hazardous and difficult task, but one which made Irina for ever famous. 
He was only in Australia a comparatively short time, but his enthusiasm gained him 
assistance from everyone, and he found a most capable assistant in Gilbert. These 
two collected, and received from others interested, so many new species that since 
their time practically very few additions have been made. There has been no such 
collecting in any other country and there can be nothing but wholehearted admiration 
for the genius who initiated and carried out the wonderful project. Gould himself was 
interested in depicting these new birds, being assisted by his wife w r ho was a wonderful 
artist; but apparently Gould himself could sketch a bird, probably due to Mrs. Gould’s 
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tuition and his own aptitude. Gould was a fine judge of colour and form and was 
emphatic in his discrimination of forms on account of geographical distances. He 
named as species numerous geographical forms and to-day w T ould have named hundreds 
of subspecies, as he was careful to note such w r ere abundant. He was also concerned 
with the differentiation of genera, and his location of many Australian birds was better 
than those of his successors who wrote up the Catalogue of Birds in the British Museum. 
He was also a progressive worker and was ready to alter any name, even his own, 
should the claims of priority demand the alteration. 

A Biographical Memoir is included in Sharpe's Analytical Index to Gould's Works, 
and this was reproduced with a portrait in the first volume of Campbell's Nests and 
Eggs of Australian Birds, a work easily accessible to Australian ornithologists. 

Gould published most of his descriptions in the Proceedings of the Zoological Society 
of London, but that periodical was issued erratically and became later each year, so 
that Gould's plates came out in his own work before the supposed preliminary descrip¬ 
tion appeared. I am giving here both accounts so that easy comparison may be made. 

Gould's first work in connection with Australian birds is “ A Synopsis of the Birds of 
Australia and the Adjacent Islands," which was published in four parts, 4to, London, 
1837-1838. The first part is dated January 1837, and was published at that date, as it 
was reviewed in the Mag. Nat. Hist. (Charlesworth) for Jan. 1837, p. 51; the second 
number is dated April 1837, and it appeared to date, as it is reviewed in the same 
place in the May number, the Magazine appearing every two months; the last two are 
both dated April 1838, and were issued together as Gould intended sailing for Australia.

In Part iv. as an Appendix was included a paper entitled “ Descriptions of new species 
of Australian Birds, principally in the author’s collection, with characters of several 
new genera." This was part of a paper read before the Zoological Society at the meeting 
of Dec. 26th, 1837. It consists of eight pages, the new names being : p. 1, Elanus notatus , 
Halcyon incindus, Eurostopodus , Myiagra nitida ; p. 2, Ceblepyris humeralis , Falcuncidus 
leucogaster, Falcunculus flavigulus , Eopsaltria parvulus , P. griseogularis, Sericulus 
magnirostris ; p. 3, Oreocincla with 0. macrorhyncha , Symmorphus with S. leucopygus , 
Petroica modesta , Origma , Epthianura ; p. 4, P. aurifrons , Malurus longicaudus , 
Ciridoramphus , Dasyornis (?) brunneus , Galamanthus , Cysticola ruficeps , Oreoica ;

(?) canus, Hcematopus australasianus , Rhynchcea australis , Numenius australasianus : 
p. 7, Platalea regia , P. flavipes , Pus strictipennis , Sterna melanura , /SMa rubripes , 
Puffinus assimilisy Phalacrocorax carboides , P. leucogaster ; p. 8, P. flavirhynchus. 

Having started the Synopsis on the way he began his folio work on the Birds of 
Australia and the Adjacent Islands. Two parts were published, one in August 1837. the 
other in February 1838, when he stopped it and went to Australia, promising subscri¬ 
ber to provide new parts on his return, when these two parts would be cancelled. This 
-was done and these cancelled parts are rare, the subscribers adopting Gould's suggestion 
and not binding these two with the later ones. These original parts are very interesting, ^ 
as they contain new species : pt. i., Malurus elegans and genus name Chlamydera • 
pt. n., Dacelo cervind , Pitta vigorsii (not Australian), Platycercus licematogasiePmi 
Myzomda nigra. 

These parts were published at the dates given, as part i. was reviewed in the Mag. 
Zool. Bot. (Jardine), Oct. 1837, in which reviews were months late, and pt. n. in the 
Annals Nat. Hist., Vol. I., May 1838, in which also the reviews were late. 

Upon Gould's return from Australia he began his folio Birds of Australia again and 
published it regularly every three months until the last four numbers. Thus part 1 
was published Dec. 1st, 1840 ; pt. 2, March 1st, 1841; pt. 3, June 1st, 1841; pt. 4, Sept. 
1st, 1841 ; pt. 5, Dec. 1st, 1841, and pt. 6, March 1st, 1842. These six numbers were 
reviewed in the Annals Mag. Nat. Hist., Vol. IX., p. 337, published June 1st, 1842: 
pt. 7, June 1st, 1842 ; pt. 8, Sept. 1st, 1842 ; pt. 9, Dec. 1st, 1842 ; pts. 8 and 9, 
reviewed Annals, Jan. 1843 ; pt 10, March 1st, 1843 ; pt. 11, June 1st, 1843; pt. 12. 
Sept. 1st, 1843 ; pt. 13, Dec. 1st, 1843; pt. 14, March 1st, 1844; pt. 15, June 1st, 
1844; pt. 16, Sept. 1st, 1844 ; pt. 17, Dec. 1st, 1844; pt. 18, March 1st, 1845; pt. 19, 
June 1st, 1845 ; pt. 20, Sept. 1st, 1845 ; pt. 21, Dec. 1st, 1845 ; pt. 22, March 1st, 1846; 
pt. 23, June 1st, 1846 ; pt. 24, Sept. 1st, 1846 ; pt. 25, Dec. 1st, 1846 ; pt. 26, March 1st, 
1847 ; pt. 27, June 1st, 1847 ; pt. 28, Sept. 1st, 1847; pt. 29, Dec. 1st, 1847; pt. 30, 
March 1st, 1848 ; pt. 31, June 1st, 1848 ; pt. 32, Sept. 1st, 1848, and then pt. 33, 
pt. 34, pt. 35 and pt. 36 are all dated Dec. 1st, 1848. 

Recently I noted that this work w r as commented upon by Blyth in the Journal Asiatic 
Society of Bengal; in Feb. 1846 he acknowledged receipt of first nineteen numbers, 
at the March meeting pt. 20, the May meeting pt. 21, the Sept, meeting pt. 22, and the 
November meeting pt. 23. This agrees with the dates, as they were only shipped to 
the Society as opportunity offered. Then in April 1848 the 28th and 29th parts were 
reported, but in January 1849 the Society had received parts 35 and 36. 

Gould published the Introduction to the Work in octavo form for correction before 
he set it up in folio. This 8vo Introduction -was published Aug. 1st, 1848, so that 
apparently pt. 36 w r as completed at that date, and apparently the last five parts were 
sent out soon after Sept. 1st, 1848, being dated Dec. 1st, 1848, for purposes of payment, 
etc. 

Through Gould’s regular issue his -work got ahead of the scientific periodicals to 
which he sent descriptions of the new species he -was figuring, and very many names 
must be cited from this place instead of the Proceedings of the Zoological Society as 
usually quoted. 

Gould soon began a Supplement which appeared in five parts over an interval of 
eighteen years, pt. 1 being issued March 15th, 1851; pt. 2, Sept. 1st, 1855; pt. 3, 
Sept. 1st, 1859 ; p. 4, Dec. 1st, 1867, and pt. 5, Aug 1st, 1869. 

The new names to be quoted and the parts in w r hich they occur are as follows in the

The Introduction to the Birds of Australia, issued in octavo to friends on Aug. 1st, 
1848, was printed in the last folio number. Sherborn has rejected the octavo edition 
as simply proof-sheets, and this is probably correct, so that I give the new names with 
both references. These are Chalcophaps longirostris, 8vo ed., p. 79, folio, p. lxix.; 
Cracticus leucopterus , pp. 35 and xxxv.; Rhipidura picata , pp. 40 and xxxix.; Oriolus 
afjinis , pp. 57 and liii., and Tropidorhynchus sordidus , pp. 64 and lviii. 

The Handbook of the Birds of Australia -was published in 1865 in 2 vols., 8vo. In 
the Ibis, April 1865, there is a note. u will appear in the course of a few months, 
at least one volume may.” Dr. Richmond has written me that he has a note 
that Vol. I. was published Sept. 1st, 1865, but the only definite data I have 
yet secured is that it was reviewed in the Ibis, Jan. 1866, as published in two volumes 
in Dec. 1865.

In the Birds of Asia, which Gould proceeded with after the completion of the Birds 
of Australia, in folio there appears in pt. xx. (Vol. I., text to pi. 32), the genus name 
Hypurolepis , which is quoted in Australian literatur e. 

Gould later began the Birds of New Guinea in folio, and included in this birds of 
Australia not previously figured. While this was in progress Gould died and the work 
was completed by Sharpe. In the first number, Dec. 1st, 1875, Gould named Sericornis 
minimus , which is the only new name, but the following birds are here figured for the 
first time.

Gould contributed the ornithology to the Zoology of the Voyage of H.M.S. Beagle 
pt. in., Birds, on title 1841 ; but was published in parts for dates of which in detail 
see the Annals Mag. Nat. Hist., Ser. 6 , Vol. XX., p. 483, 1897, by Sherbom. The 
birds were edited by C. Darwin with the assistance of G. R. Gray, as Gould had gone to 
Australia. This is the work commented upon by Sundevall in 1872 as a good instance 
of the difficulty of tracing incomplete references. The only name that concerns us 
is Totanus juliginosus, p. 130, March 1841.

Gould described many of his earliest species from the Collection of the Zoological 
Society, as Malurus pectoralis , Merula nestor , Aplonis fusca , Colluricincla fusca , Plycto - 
lophus productus , Zoster ops albogularis, Z. tenuirostris, Qallinulaventralis,Ozy lira australis, 
Calyptorhynchus naso , Hemipodius melanogaster , Platycercus ignitus (as of Leadbeater), 
Epthianura aurijrons , Amadina cincta , and many years later, Malurus amdbilis, 
Machcerirhynchus flavivenier and Ptilotis filigera. At the same time he described, from 
the Collection at King’s College, Sterna poliocerca , Sterna macrotarsa , Amadina castaneo - 
thorax and Hemipodius melanotus. From the United Services Museum he described 
Phalacrocorax brevirostris (? N.Z.), Halicetus sphenurus , Sterna melanura and Sula 
rubripes . From the Collection at Fort Pitt, Chatham, he described Eopsaltria griseo - 
gularis and Anthochcera lunulata , and apparently also named some other specimens, 
for which refer to Burton. 
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He acknowledges two species, Falcunculus leucogaster , Psilopus fuscus , as being loaned 
by the Earl of Derby, one, Cysticola campestris, as being loaned by Strickland, one, 
Schceniclus magnus , was from the Neville Collection and one, Himantopus palmatus , 
from the Leadbeater Collection. In Australia he described one species, Graucalus 
phasianellus , from Coxen’s Collection. Afterwards all his species were described from 
his own collecting, Gilbert’s collection and receipts from the Surveying Ships collected 
by Macgillivray or loaned him by Capt. Chambers, Capt. (after Sir) G. Grey, Bynoe, 
Bring, etc. He also described specimens collected by Sturt in his travels into the 
interior, but in the first case he was unfortunate in naming a series as collected oil the 
Murrumbidgee River, whereas they had been collected on Norfolk Island. They had 
been presented by Capt. Sturt to the Zoological Society and it appears that the address, 
etc., had been lost. 

Gould, Mrs.— Was a Miss Coxen, daughter of Nicholas Coxen of Kent, and married Gould 
in 1829-30 and was probably the mainspring of Gould’s success. She was a fine artist 
and painted all the earlier bird paintings, some 600, before she unfortunately died, 
about 1842. She accompanied Gould to Australia and it was soon after his return 
that she died, but .apparently she had inculcated into Gould a little of her artistry, 
and he generally sketched the later pictures to be drawn by Richter, etc. 

The Gouldian Finch was named by Gould in her honour, and it is one of the char¬ 
acteristic birds of Australia with its beautiful and variable colouring. One of Gould’s 
daughters is still alive (1923). 

Gould Collection. —The history of this has been often given and the Collection is now 
in Philadelphia, United States of America. 

Witmer Stone, the Curator, prepared a complete List which was published in the 
Austr. Av. Rec., Vol. I., pts. 6-7, 1913. In that List all the specimens were examined 
and one was selected as the type, all the known facts being taken into consideration 
and the type locality designated. 

Since that date, however, I have noted in the List Spec. Brit. Mus. as recorded, under 
G. R. Gray (q.v.), that all the earlier types were presented to the British Museum by 
the finders of the species, and that the others were secured from Gould himself. Upon 
checking the British Museum collections with this statement in view, I found that 
certainly all the earlier types were possessed by that institution, but that the ones 
named in the early 1840’s were missing. All after 1848 are in the British Museum. 

Goyder, George Woodroefe. —According to Gould it was due to the energy of Goyder 
that the Lake Eyre Expedition was carried out, which resulted in the discovery of 
Amytis goyderi.

The paper w T as 
reprinted unchanged in 4to size in the Transactions of the Zoological Society. 

Gray, George Robert. —Born 1808. Died 1872. Great British Ornithologist who was 
in charge of the Bird Collection at the British Museum. 

Newton has termed him an ornithological clerk, but had to admit that the initiating 
and carrying out of a work like the Genera of Birds indicated genius. As a matter of 
fact Gray was one of the extraordinary workers that have continually cropped up in 
connection with the British Museum. At that time, as at the present, an assistant is 
generally placed in charge of some subject whether he is interested in it or not. By 
strict application, without any imagination, such workers, having the authority of the 
British Museum behind them, achieve fame, though the actual merit of the work be 
small. In Gray’s case, however, his work was accompanied by an intense desire for 
accuracy, a trait entirely missing in his elder brother, Dr. J. E. Gray, the Keeper of 
the British Museum, and a much more famous worker whose energy was not tramelled 
by any qualms as to the accuracy of his results. G. R. Gray worked systematically 
and carefully, ever improving upon his work, and his writings are notable for their 
extreme care. It was the habit of Dr. Sharpe who succeeded him to disparage Gray’s 
results, but Sharpe was an ornithological genius of another kind. Sharpe’s natural 
enthusiasm for ornithology made him, with his position, the foremost ornithologist 
in the world, but his work was never as accurate as Gray’s. 

[Before Gray, I think Children was the incumbent, in place of S'wainson, who was a 
candidate for the place, but did not succeed in obtaining it. Children amounted to 
very little.—C.W.R.] 

G. R. Gray’s series of systematic works give better results in matters of detail, while 
Sharpe’s later Catalogue of Birds is a greater work in every way, except the lack of 
accuracy. Altogether he has set an indelible stamp on nomenclatural work for his 
period in ornithology. 

List of the Genera of Birds with an indication of the typical species of each genus. 
London, 8vo, April 1st, 1840. 

This was the first attempt to fix types of Avian genera for the whole of the class. 

The new names I quote are Hiaticula with H. annulata , Cladorhynchus , 
Guinetta, Microcygna, Tringa, Centrourus , Oyrnnorhina , Meliomis , Plectorha mphus, 
Craspedophora . 

This little work was so much appreciated that a Second Edition, revised, augmented, 
and accompanied by an Index was published in September 1841. 

From this I quote Cinclus, Cracticornis, Morinellus , Graucalus , Atagen , Herse, Leiojxi, 
Hylodes , Calornis , Hina, Falcinellus . 

In this second edition was incorporated the results of criticisms by Strickland ( q.v .} 
and others. 

Almost hnmediately, Gray found some ornithological works previously unattainable, 
e.g., Kaup 1829, and he at once published an Appendix to a List of the Genera of Birds in 
April 1842. 

This includes Geophaps , Ocyphaps , Threskiornis, Ardetta , Pcephila , Emblema and 
Oxycerca. 

Then thirteen years afterwards appeared a small work : 

Catalogue of the Genera and Subgenera Birds contained in the British Museum, 
London, 12mo, (before April 18th) 1855. 
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I have quoted the following names: Lewinia , Stiltia , Hirnantellus “ Raf.,” Nodinus 
44 Raf.,” Lobbies “ Raf.,’’ Chlamidochen , Anserella, Glaucostrix , Bupernis “ Hodgs.” 
Clilorokitta “ Kaup.” 

Between these two little keystones of different eras had appeared the Genera of 
Birds, a large quarto which is now seen in three large volumes, but which appeared in 
numerous small parts, each of which is dated, and these dates are accepted. I have 
not seen a copy in parts, but I know Dr. C. W. Richmond possesses one, and he has 
given a note regarding a cancelled part or two in his third article. 

Gray worked in conjunction with all the contemporary ornithologists who favoured 
him with MS. names and data, and these he incorporated with authority in his works. 
Many of them appear earlier than their authors’ publications, and I have drawn attention 
to this in the Austral Av. Rec., Vol. IV., p. 147, and Vol. V., pp. 12-17, in connection 
with Reichenbach and Blyth. 

Ty 7 pes are named in connection with generic names, and in every way this is a most 
valuable reference work. 

I have used Campepliaga (rufiventris) (Vol. I.), Calamanthus strigatus (Vol. I.), 
Neochmia (Vol. II.), 44 Noddi Cuvier ” (Vol. III.), Atagen oriel (Vol. III.), Blagrn 
(Vol. III. Index), Pseudastur (Vol. III. Index). 

While Gray was preparing his Generic Lists and the Genera of Birds he carefully 
noted every name, and after another space of time he completed a Handlist which was 
published in three parts : 

Handlist of Genera and Species of Birds, distinguishing those contained in the 
British Museum, 8vo, London, 
pt. i. pref. May 7 10th, 1869 before Feb. 2nd, 1870 
ii. Nov. 9th, 1870 Nov. 23rd, 1870 

m. July 8th, 1871 Aug. 18th, 1871 

This -work contains the majority of names, but unfortunately they are unaccompanied 
by references and consequently much labour is necessary to find all. As above noted 
many were furnished in MS. by their authors, who may afterwards have found reason 
for altering or suppressing them, e.g., Malurus cceruleicapillus Gould. This species 
was never described by Gould, although he had distinguished it. 

The names I have noted are Rhipidicura , Astur ncevius, Malurus cceruleicapillus, 
Glyciphila pectoralis , Ptilotis trivirgato , Sphecotheres asturinus, Ptilornis alberti in Vol. I., 
Calornis purpurascens in pt. n., Charadrius sonneratii and G . columboides in pt. m.

4 Birds of Australia.’ Amongst the specimens or collections which have been procured 
by purchase or exchange, the following may be specially indicated, viz., those from 
Mr. Gould's Collection , as the originals of the species described by that author in the 
4 Proceedings of the Zoological Society,’ and figured in the 4 Birds of Australia.’ ” 
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This refers to species described before 1844, and many of the species can be easily 
traced.

Strickland ( q.v .) and Gould added some emendations and corrections.

The Zoology was issued in parts, and the 
Birds begun by G. R. Gray, but left unfinished and rewritten by Sharpe in 1875. 
Sharpe tells us that all the plates, save eight, 29 in number, were originally issued and 
givqs a list (incomplete). Only 20 pages of text were issued, and pp. 9-12 of the 
Birds were included in pt. ix., published June 1845, vide Newton ; Pucheran stated pp. 
17-20, pi. 21 appeared in October 1845 ; Sherborn only gives “ Birds, pp. 1-8, 1844; 
pp. 9-20, 1845.” 
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Gray, John Edward. —Great English Zoologist, born 1800, died 1875. Head of the 
British Museum who wrote on every subject, and not with much care as to the names 
used. Named specimens in British Museum without publication, hence confusion and 
little certainty in some cases. 

The Zoological Miscellany, 8vo, London. 

To be continued occasionally. The first part, pp. 1-40, was issued in 1831 and 
received by the Geological Society on or before Feb. 19th. 

This part contains Alectura lathami , Scolopax hardwickii , Tringa ( Pelidna) chinensis. 

Pages 41-48, sign. March 1842 ; pp. 49-56, sign. April 1842 ; pp. 57-72, sign. May 
1842 ; pp. 73-80, sign. June 1842. It is not yet definitely known whether these came 
out as paged or in one lot. 

Then pp. 81-86 cover a Catalogue of Nipalese Birds, collected between 1824 and 1844 
by B. H. Hodgson, Esq. This is dated June 29th, 1844, and the signature is June 1844. 

Most of the new names are nomina nuda or substitute names. 

Monornis , n.n., Totanus glareoides , n.n., Dentiger , Cichlops, n.n., Plocealauda, 
n.n., have been quoted. 

Named the birds in Griffith’s Animal Kingdom (q.v.). 

Emou y Aptenodytes australis , Crex plumbea , Otis australis are first introduced here, 
but scores of misprints, owing to Gray’s bad handwriting and worse proof reading, occur. 

Hardwicke’s Illustrations of Indian Zoology. 

These were issued by J. E. Gray in 20 pts. folio, between 1830-35. It is now only 
met with bound up in two volumes, and the contents of the parts are at present unknown. 
There is a prospectus in the Brit. Mus. Nat. Hist. Library which states it was to be 
published in parts, each part containing 10 coloured plates, price £1 Is., the first 
appearing on the 1st January 1830, and the remainder succeeding each other at the 
interval of three months. Mr. C. I). Sherborn has allowed me to copy from his MS. 
the dates of receipt of the parts by the Linnean Society: Pt. 1, Jan. 17th, 1830; 
pt. 2, April 23rd, 1830 ; pt. 3, July 15th, 1830 ; pt. 4, no record; pt. 5, Feb. 4th, 
1831 ; pt. 6, April 18th, 1831 ; pt. 7, no record ; pt. 8, Oct. 19bh, 1831 ; pt. 9, Dec. 
2nd, 1831 ; pt. 10, May 1st, 1832. The Dedication to Vol. I. covering these 10 parts 
is dated May 1832. Pt. 11, July 16th, 1823 ; pt. 12, Oct. 31st,’ 1832 ; pts. 13 and 14, 
May 3rd, 1834 ; pts. 15-18, Oct. 1st, 1834 ; pts. 19-20, June 20th, 1837 (this last date 
being obviously too late) ; the titles dated 1830-1834. Totanus lathami occurs here. 

Gray, J. E. and Gray, G. R.—Catalogue of the Mammalia and Birds of New Guinea in 
the collection of the British Museum, pref. Dec. 1st, 1858, 8vo, London, 1859. 

Contains distributional lists of New Guinea Birds and those of the neighbouring 
localities, one of which is “ North Australia to 14° Lat. S., Port Essington, C. York, etc.” 

A similar list is added to G. R. Gray’s Aru Island Bird paper in the Proc. Zool. Soc. 
(Lond.), 1858, pp. 195-198. 

Gregory, A. Charles. —Australian Explorer, on one of whose trips J. R. Elsey was 
naturalist. 

Gregory, Francis Thomas.— Another Australian Explorer, mentioned by Gould in connection 
with Lobivanellus personatus (Breaker Inlet), Xenorhynchus australis (Gascoyne River, 
Breaker Inlet), Herodias alba (De Grey River), and is given the credit of discovering 
Lophophaps ferruginea at the Gascoigne River and collected the type of Chbmydera 
guttata (? at the Gascoyne River). 

Grey, George (first Capt. then Sir). —Born 1812. Died 1898. Journals of Two Expeditions 
of Discovery in North-west and West Australia, 1837-39, 2 vols., 8vo, London, 1841. 

Appendix by Gould in which Gerygone is proposed for Psilopus , and Collocalia 
leucoslerna y Gotyle familiaris, Centropus affirms, Turtur spilonota, Fulica novcehpllandia 
appear as nomina nuda. 

Gould notes many species from G. Grey, but only Cracticus argenteus as alone collected 
by him. 
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Griffith, Edward. —Bom 1790. Died 1858. Animal Kingdom, arranged in conformity 
with its organisation by the Baron Cuvier, with Additional Descriptions of all the species 
hitherto named, and of many not before noticed. Sub-title : The Class Aves, with 
specific descriptions by Griffith and Pidgeon, the additional species inserted in the text of 
Cuvier by John Edward Gray. 

This work was issued in parts,, the bird portion being bound up in three volumes 
with title pages, 1829. The plates are dated from November 1827 to January 1830, 
and three parts went to a volume : Part XIY. of the w T ork, part i. of birds, appeared 
Bee. 1st, 1827 ; pt. 15, March 31st, 1828 : pt. 16, August 6th, 1828 (including 18 plates); 
pt. 19, May 21st, 1829; pt. 20, Aug. 15th, 1829 (16 plates) ; pt. 21, Oct. 31st, 1829 
(21 plates); the three volumes of birds, Jan. 23rd, 1830. We have therefore for the 
volumes as generally met with, Yol. I. before Aug. 6th, 1828 ; Vol. II., before May 21st, 
1829; Vol. III. before Jan. 23rd, 1830. 

As noted already the birds were written up by J. E. Gray, and through his bad spelling 
(and he apparently paid little attention, if any, to proof reading) numerous misprints 
occur. The new names are Emou, Aptenodytes australis , Crex plumbea , and Otis australis. 
Ilirundo pacifica , not of Latham. 

Many original drawings of previously unfigured birds occur, as Philedon corniculatus , 
Mus. Bonn (not corniculatus Latham), Grallina melanoleuca (Mus. Paris), Ptilorhynchus 
madeayii (Linn. Soc.), Malurus gularis, Acanthiza nana , Malums exilis , New Holland 
Swallow, Lewin del. Dacelo leachi , Psittacus eos , Psittacus cookii, P. multicolor , P . 
barnardi, P. baueri , P. broumii Temm., P. venustus Temm., P. matonii , P. capistratus, 
Eudynamis flindersi , all from the Linnean Society’s Collection, being the birds 
* reported upon by Vigors and Horsfield (q.v.).

Giteldenstaedt, Anton Johann. —Born 1745. Died 1781. Nov. Comm. Acad. Sei. Imp. 
Petropol., Vol. XIX., for the year 1774, pp. 463-475, 1775. 

Sex Avium descriptiones.

Gulliver. —Collected birds at Normanton which he sent to Ramsay, who described 
Zosterops gulliveri , etc. Also sent birds to Diggles (q.v.). 

Gunn, Ronald Campbell. —Born 1808. Died 1881. Tasmanian Naturalist who sent 
birds to Gould, and the latter described Acanthiza magna and Aptenodytes undina from 
Gunn’s sending, and also recorded the first specimen of Catarrhactes chrysocome Auct. 
sent by Gunn. 

Gunnerus (Johan Ernst).—B ishop of Drontheim. Born Feb. 26th, 1718. Died 
Sept. 25th, 1773. Wrote bird articles in Swedish periodicals and described the birds 
in Leern’s Lapland (q.v.). 

Scolopax nebularia. 

Halt., Robert. —Born 1867. Present-day Australian Ornithologist who has contributed 
many thoughtful articles on plumages and distribution to the Victorian Naturalist, 
the Emu, etc. In the former journal he has described JEgotheles rufescens , Pseudo - 
gerygone tenebrosa and JEgotheles rufa , Vol. XVIII., and in the latter Mirafra 
horsfieldi pallidus , Vol. III.

completes Band II. Heft XV., pp. 1,765-1,892, April 1921 ; heft XVI., pp. 1893-2,020, 
Sept. 1921 ; heft XVII., pp. 2,021-2,148, Nov. 1921 ; heft XVIII. and XIX., pp. i-xii, 
pp. 2,149—2,328, March 1922 ; this completes Band III. and the work.

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It will be noted that the publication was suspended during the war, and in the last 
ten hefte the date of writing the manuscript is printed at the foot of the first page of 
the sheet, an extraordinary feature of a modem systematic work, especially as we 
have had so much confusion through. Bonaparte and Cabanis using the same 
artifice in 1850, these unnecessary dates confusing the superficial observer into 
mistaking them for dates of printing.

Also prepared the scientific nomenclature of the Handlist of British Birds, published 
in 1912 under the joint authorship of Hartert, Jourdain, Tieehurst and Witherby, 
which was the first attempt to fix the nomenclature of the specific names of British 
Birds on the basis of absolute priority.

Owner of Museum Heineanum, which was 
catalogued by Cabanis in 1850, and continuation by Cabanis and Heine to 1864 {q.v.).

p. 202, Halietor. 

Heine, F. and Reichenow, Anton. —Nomenclator Mnsei Heineani Omithologici, 8vo, pref.

This was apparently begun in 1882 by Heine, and, as Cabanis had done before him, he 
dated the MS., and then in 1890, when with the assistance of Reichenow it was published, 
it confused everyone as it was thought to have been issued as dated. This nomenclator 
is full of new names proposed for the sake of purism, and, as in every case, although 
ninety per cent, are useless synonyms and always will be, through an unexpected 
combination of circumstances some become valid, though not for the reasons given 
by the proposer.

Among his papers in the Journal of the Asiatic Society of Bengal I find the following 
names which concern Australian ornithology : Hirundapiis (Vol. V.), Cuncuma, Facula 
(Vol. VI.), Dermophrys (Vol. X.), Butastur , Coccyzura and Tusalia (Vol. XII.). 
Apparently it was considered expedient in those days (perhaps due to the exigencies 
of travel) to have a painting made of the bird collected, and Hodgson collected many 
hundreds of paintings, which he named as new on the painting. These paintings and 
specimens were presented to the British Museum, and in Gray’s Zoological Miscellany 
(q.v.) appeared a Catalogue of Nepalese Birds, collected between 1824 and 1844. 

A majority of the new names are nomina nuda , being only identifiable by the 
unpublished paintings, but have been always cited in their correct association through 
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the next work cited. Such names are Monornis, Totanus glareoides, Dentiger, Gichlops 
and Plocealauda. 

A Catalogue of the Specimens and Drawings of Mammals, Birds, Reptiles and Fishes 
of Nepal and Tibet presented by B. H. Hodgson, Esq., to the British Museum (pref.

—The Official Publication of the British Ornithologists’ Union, published quarterly, 
Jan., April, July, October of each year, but appearance, which should be the first of 
the month, has varied until sometimes a couple of months late. Fortunately few items 
in this periodical concern us as to dates. Commonly quoted only with the year, the 
volumes are regularly numbered in series, six volumes to a series. The early years, 
1859, etc., contain papers by Ramsay, and lately North, Campbell, Le Souef, etc., 
have each contributed a few items.

Gould definitely stated that “ Collurincicla selbii ” was given by Jardine in 
Jardine and Selby’s Ill. Orn., Vol. I., note to text of pi. 71.” In the copies so 
far examined no such name has been found, but I have lately seen the name 
mentioned in Ewing’s List {q.v.), so that it may have appeared on a page afterwards 
suppressed. 

Contributions to Ornithology, 8vo, Edinburgh, 5 vols., 1849-52. 

Issued in parts with no guide to discrimination at first sight, but details are now 
being worked out by Mr. N. B. Kinnear of the British Museum by means of Jardine’s 
own correspondence. Will be ready before this is published. 

Jarocki, Felix Pawel. —Polish Zoologist whose work was entirely overlooked until 
Sherborn investigated it, and the results as to Ornithology were published in the Austral 
Av. Bee., Vol. III., pp. 142-150, 1918, as to the Zoologiia, and in Vol. V., pp. 20-21, 
1922, as to the Spis Ptakow, 1819. 

Zoologiia, 6 vols., 8vo, Warzsaw, 1821-1838. 

Vol. II., Aves, contains new generic names and I quote Chceneirhynchus and 
Celuro. 

Spis Ptakow, 1819. 

Does not contain any Australian names. 

Jeffreys, Charles, [Lieut.). —Geographical and Descriptive Delineations of Van Dieman’s 
Land, 1820. Contains information of the Tasmanian Emu. 

Jennings, James. —Ornithologia, or The Birds, a poem in two parts, 8vo, London, “ 1828,” 
published Nov. 7th, 1827. Second Edition, end 1829. 

Full details of this curious little work are given in the Austral Av. Rec., Vol. IV., 
pp 172-175, 1922. It is important as including a sketch of the second edition of 
Latham’s Index Ornithologicus, which was never published. This was taken from 
Latham’s MS. which is now preserved in the Newton Library at Cambridge. 

Psittacus niger, Casuarius diemenianus. 
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Jerdon, Thomas Cayerhill. —Born 1811. Died 1872. Great Indian Ornithologist whose 
works, however, do not touch upon Australian subjects.

This was killed in India, and is the Australian bird Elseyornis melanops (Vieillot) 
•which otherwise has always been regarded as a stationary bird, and this is the only 
extra-limital occurrence known. 

Journ. dHist. Nat .— 2 vols., 8vo, Paris, 1792. 

Also known as Choix de Memoires sur divers objects d’Histoire Naturelle, par MM. 
Lamarck, Bruguieres, Olivier, Hauy et Pelletier. 

Contains the description of Coturnix ypsilopliorus by Bose (q.v.). 

Journal of the Asiatic Society of Bengal. —This verj^ important Journal to Indian and 
Palzearctic workers must also be referred to by Australian ornithologists, as Hodgson 
and Blyth wrote many papers in it wherein Australian species -were named or compared. 

The exact dates of publication are not yet known to me. 

Journal fur Ornithologie. — Begun by Cabanis in 1853 and six hefte in the first year, soon 
became very irregular in its appearance and no reliance can be placed upon the 
ostensible dates. For details refer to Birds of Australia, Vol. VII., p. 455 and 475, 
where a large number of inaccuracies pointed out to me by Dr. Richmond are given. 
Fortunately there is not much that concerns us and the facts are given under authors' 
names. 

Jukes, Joseph Beete. —Born 1811. Died 1869. Narrative of the Surveying Voyage of 
H.M.S. “Fly,” 2 vols., 8vo, London, 1847. 

Kaup, Johann Jacob. —Great German Zoologist, born at Darmstadt in 1803. Died 1873. 
In charge of the Museum there later. Pioneer of genus splitting in conjunction with the 
philosophic study of zoology ; his theories may have been impossible, but it is better to 
have some object in bird study than none at all. Recent German ornithologists have 
gone to the other extreme, finding nothing worthy of study higher than subspecies, 
but here again, better some object than none at all. 

Skizzirte Entwuckelungs-Geschichte und Natiirliche System der Europaischen 
Tliierwelt, 8vo, Darmstadt and Leipzig, pref. April, 1829. 

This is full of new names and is notable from the fact that when G. R. Gray met with 
it after the issue of the second edition of the List of the Genera of Birds, he was so 
impressed with its importance that he prepared and published an Appendix. I possess 
the historical copy used by Gray.

Feb., deals with the 
former, and pt. n., which stops abruptly at p. 644, has no date, so may have appeared 
late in 1792. A lot of new names, including trinomials in proper form for all varieties 
of Gmelin.

Knip, Madame (nee Pauline de Courcelles).—P ainter of Pigeons who had the text 
prepared by Temminck and then quarrelled with him. The whole story is told by 
Coues (Orn.

Kittlitz, Freidrich Heinrich von.—B orn 1799. Died 1874. Memoires pres l’Acad. 
Imp. Sci. St. Petersb., Vol. II., p. 8, pi. x., 1835.

Museum, Sydney, who wrote little about birds.

Kuhl, Heinrich. —Brilliant young Ornithologist, born 1797, died in Java, 1821. 

Bydragen tot eene schet van het leven and by T. Swinderen, 1822, which I have 
not yet seen should be very interesting. 

Beitrage zur Zoologie und Vergleichenden Anatomie, 4to, Frankfurt-am-Main, 
pref. April 9th, 1820. 

Included in this is his famous Monograph of Petrels, the first one attempted, 
and in which is included Banks and Solander’s MS. names, as he consulted the 
Banksian MS. in London, and also referred to the Forster paintings, Forster’s MS. 
being in Berlin. From the Monograph I quote Procellaria oceanica , turtur, velox, 
Nectris . 

He also described the Satin Bower-Bird, which he named P. holosericeus , and cited 
Gorvus squamulosus Hliger as a synonym. Vigors and Horsfield had apparently never 
seen this, and simply wrote foolishly when they used Kuhl’s generic name and said he 
hadn’t given a specific one. 

Nov. Act. Phys. Acad. Leop. Carol., Vol. X., pref. Oct. 1820. 

As a separate Conspectus Psittacorum, 4to, pp. 1-104, pis. i.-m., and this title 
is often quoted. 

The first and very reliable Monograph of Parrots, which is the basis of all later ones 
and proves Kuhl’s brilliancy and the loss Ornithology suffered at his untimely death. 

New names are Probosciger , Psittacus chlorolepidotus, P. leachii (col. pi.), P. temminkii, 
P. phmiicocephahis, P. tenuirostris , P. eos, P. scapulatus , P. brownii, P. icterotis 
Temminck and Kuhl, P. venustus Brown, P. cyanomelaSy P. melanoceplialus Brown, 
P. spuriuSy P. multicolor Brown, P. chrysostomus (col. pi.), P. australis Brown, 
P. erythronotus (not Austr.), P. auriceps (not Austr.), P. ultramarinus (not Austr.) 
and P. goliath. 

An interesting feature of this essay is that Kuhl met Temminck when in London 
working up this subject and they worked amicably together, as instance “ P. icterotis 
Temminck and Kuhl.” Then Temminck published some of the new species they found 
in the Collection of the Linnean Society from Australia in the Transactions of the 
Society, but the issue of these Transactions was delayed, and the names did not come out 
until after Kuhl’s essay appeared. This would not have mattered had it not happened 
that some of the chosen names had been transferred. This was noted at the time, 
and it was stated that although Temminck’s names were published posteriorly they 
should be preferred because Temminck was the better known ornithologist. This 
malpractice continued until quite recently, when I rectified it. A better argument 
would have been the acceptance of Kuhl’s names, as he was engaged in a monographic 
study while Temminck was not. Another item of interest is Kuhl’s usage of names 
given by Robert Brown, whose ornithological interest has been also denied until very 
recently.

Etienne de la Ville-sur-Illon, —French Zoologist, bom 
l)ec. 26th, 1756, died Oct. 6th, 1825. Memoirs in many scientific periodicals and 
separate^ by Virey, 1825, and Villenave, 1826. 

Tableau Oiseaux. Issued separately in 1799 and in the Mem. d’Hist. Nat. Paris, 
1801, has now quite a literature of its own, e.g., Richmond, Auk, 1899, p. 325, Sherbora 
Natural Science, 1899, p. 406, and Austral Ay. Rec., Vol. III., pp. 151-158, 1918. 

Simply new names accompanied by diagnoses, no species named, and characters 
ill determined. 

Rliea, Hydrogallina , Prion , Pelecanoides , Macrotarsus , Carbo , Fregata , Circus, Nisus,

These groups were accepted by Daudin and species attached to them in the Didot 
edition of Buffon (q.v.), and also in the Sonnini or Dufart edition of Buffon, the former 
being dated 1799, but appearing in 1802, the latter in 1804.

Employed by the Linnean Society, 
after whom Vigors and Horsfield named Malurus lamberti , but was the possessor of 
the ££ Lambert ” drawings which at his death passed into the possession of the Earl of 
Derby and were loaned to G. R. Gray, H. E. Strickland and Gould. Drawn by Watling 
and other artists, of Australian Birds, they were of great importance as being the basis 
of Latham's Supplement to the Index Ornithologicus (q.v.). 

Landbeck, Christian Ludwig. —Jahreshefte Vereins Naturkunde Wiirttemberg, Jahrg. 2, 
heft 2, 1846, pp. 212-238, after March 1847.

Dromochelidon. 

Latham, John. —The greatest English Ornithologist since the time of Linne. Born 1740, 
died 1837. 

A General Synopsis of Birds, 4to, London. 

In the preface Latham proposes to comprise the work in three volumes, and the 
preface is dated Jan. 1st, 1781, the title-page is dated 1781, and it contains 416 pages; 
the next title-page is marked Vol. II. and dated 1782, but the pagination is continuous 
from pp. 417-788, succeeded by Directions for the Plates and Index, 32 pp. unpaged. 

The third volume is now entitled Vol. II., part 1st, 1783, and a new preface mentions 
the preceding two as the first volume ; this is dated Dec. 1st, 1783, and contains pp.1-366. 

Vol. II., part 2, is entitled 1783 and covers pp. 367-808, Directions for the Plates 
and unpaged Index of 36 pp. 

Vol. III., pt. i., is dated 1785, with preface Ma}^ 2nd, 1785, and pages 1-328 ; Vol. III., 
pt. ii., 1785, pp. 329-628, Directions for the Plates, Generic Catalogue, A Catalogue 
of the Principal Authors referred to in this work, Errata, and unpaged Index of 24 pages. 
This is all written in English and, as Latham observed, contained four times as many 
birds as Linne included. 
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The three volumes, each in two parts, are sometimes referred to by early writers as 
six volumes. The only technical name quoted from this work is Motacilla cyanea , 
but whether Latham intended to publish a Latin version at once does not seem to be 
known. In 1787 he published a Supplement to the General Synopsis of Birds, and 
in the Preface, dated May 1st, 1787, writes upon this subject as if he did not intend 
to publish a separate publication “ in the same manner as in the Systema Naturae of 
Linnseus.” 

In this Supplement, pp. 281-298, is included A List of the Birds of Great 
Britain, in which Latin names are given to all the species. See Austral Av. Rec., 
Vol. V., pts. 2-3, pp. 61-63, 1923. From this date and place I quote Podiceps and 
Scolopax cineracea. 

Gmelin, in compiling his edition of Linne, latinised the whole of the bird descriptions 
in the General Synopsis of Birds, and thus gains the credit of quotation as the authority 
of species which were determined and completely described in English by Latham. 

Index Ornithologicus, 4to, 2 vols., London, 1790. 

This was acknowledged on Dec. 9th by the Philos. Soc., London. 

Whether Latham published this on account of Gmelin’s edition, or he had prepared 
it first is doubtful, but this is the separate publication suggested but never promised 
before Gmelin’s work came out. 

Though called two volumes, the pagination is continuous. Vol. I., pp. 1-466, Vol. 
II., pp. 467-920. 

Notwithstanding Gmelin’s latinisation of the whole of the Synopsis new species, 
Latham, through the energy of the English explorers, was able to add quite a number 
of new species, and the following date from this work :— 

Casmrius novcehollandice, Procellaria marina , P. forsteri , Scolopax terek , Mycteria 
asiatica , Ardea novcehollandice, Arden flavicollis, Columba chalcoptera. Psittacus semi - 
collaris , P. australis , P. pusillus, P. banksii, P. galeritus, P. pennantii , P. adscitus, 
P. chrysogaster, P. formosus , Anas air at a, Caprimulgus novcehollandice , Scythrops with 
S. novcehollandice , Alcedo gig ant ea, Buceros orientalis, Buceros griseus (not Austr.), 
Gracula icterops (not Austr.), Colius viridis (not Austr.), Sylvia minima , Sylvia 
canescens , Lanius fuscus , Todus flavigaster , Gerthia novcehollandice , Merops carunculatus , 
Merops corniculatus, Coracias strepera. 

Some of these names clash with those in the accounts of the Voyages, such as White, 
Phillips, etc., of which the ornithology was worked out, the former by Shaw, the latter 
by Latham himself. It should also be recorded that Latham drew all the plates for the 
General Synopsis on stone himself, mostly from his own sketches. Later, his daughter 
made drawings and paintings for him, and a series is now in the British Museum, 
Nat. Hist. These were discovered by myself a few years ago. 

Supplement II. to the General Synopsis of Birds, London, 4to, 1801. 

Supplomentum Indicis Omithologici, 1801. 

These two are generally found bound together, the latter being the equivalent of 
the former in the Latin language. The plates in the former are all dated May 30th, 
1801, and they came out some time after that date. Some copies of the latter have 
been met with bearing the date 1802, and it is entered in the English Catalogue as 
appearing in July 1802, which suggests two issues. 

This is the work which mo 3 t interests Australians, as it is based upon three volumes 
of paintings of Australian birds loaned to Latham by the Earl of Derby, which were 
formerly the property of A. B. Lambert (q.v.).

G. gracilis, Golumba melanoleuca, G. picata, (7. meridionalis (not Austr.), (7. pallida, 
G. norfolciensis, C. spadicea, C. cuneata , Menura with Jtf. novcehollandice, Perdix 
australis , Perdix varia, Ardea maculata, A . pacifica , Scolopax australis, Tringa lobate, 
Tringa aurita, Gharadrius magnirostris, G. grallarius, G. fuscus , (7. griseus, G. frcenatus, 
Cereopsis with (7. novcehollandice, Larus pacificus, Anas melanoleuca, A . jubata, A. 
membranacea, A. rhyncliotis . 

All these new names were given to the Lambert or Wat ling (g.v.) drawings and on 
this account have been difficult to determine without access to the paintings upon 
which they were founded. Interpretations in this connection have been attempted by 
Gray (g.v.), Strickland (g.v.), and Sharpe (< 7 .?;.). There are also several notes in the 
Austral Avian Record which should be carefully studied, and the picture there reproduced 
criticised in connection with the descriptions. Many of the above names have not yet 
been accurately located and it may be that some are really NOT Australian, but this 
is a very difficult point. Some of the other names were given to General Davies , ( 5 . 1 ;.) 
paintings. 

It may be here emphasized that in the Latin text only the locality “ Nova Hollandia ” 
is given, but this is merely a condensed translation of the English description, where 
the locality is correctly given as New South Wales, and the particular place is near 
Sydney.

An Essay on the tracheae or windpipes of various kinds of Birds. 

In this essay Anas semipalmata is named. 

General History of Birds, 10 vols., 4to, Winchester, 1821-1824. 

This is one of the most remarkable books ever written, notwithstanding its compara¬ 
tive little value from a technical point of view. 

Latham had long retired to Winchester and passed the allotted span of life, when 
misfortune overtook him and his last days seemed to suggest penury, when it was 
suggested to him that he might prepare a revised edition of his General Synopsis 
published more than thirty years previously. This energetic old man, then eighty 
years of age, undertook the task and, moreover, completed it, a shining example of 
tenacity of purpose for all time. To prepare a General History of Birds, even with 
scissors and paste, when over eighty years of age, is a wonderful achievement, and the 
work must rank as a great memorial for that reason alone. 

It is all in English and illustrated with coloured plates, and includes all the species 
in the General Synopsis of Birds, all those in the Supplements, and many additional 
ones in the Linnean Society’s Collection, etc. These w^ere later technically named 
by Vigors and Horsfield (^.v.), and some by Stephens (g.'y.), Burton named one 
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There is only one technical name introduced and that is the genus name Alectura. 
Index volume published in 1828. 

Latham lived some years after this was completed, dying in 1837 at the extreme 
age of 97. Obituaries appeared in most of the scientific periodicals of that date. 

Latham’s General Synopsis of Birds was translated into German by Bechstein (q.v.), 
and there is a French edition of the Index by Johanneau, published at Paris in 1809. 

Latjgier, Meiffren, Baron de Chartrouse.— Associated with Temminck (q.v.) in the 
publication of the Nouveau Recueil de planches coloriees d’Oiseaux.

(Wiegmann) 85 Jahr, 
1919, pp. 137-168, August 1920. Kritische Untersuchungen fiber die Genotvp- 
fhrierungen in Lesson’s “ Manuel d’Ornithologie, 1828.” 

Lawson, Frederick.— See Frederick Lawson Whitlock.

Cladorhynchus australis (error only). 

Layard, Edgar Leopold. —Bom July 23rd, 1824. Died Jan. 1st, 1900. Great English 
Naturalist who wherever he happened to be, South Africa, Ceylon, Fiji, New Caledonia, 
made collections and published good results. 

The only reference I quote is Proc. Zool. Soc. (Lond.), 1878, p. 655, Oct. 1st.

Leach, John Albert. —Present-day Australian Ornithologist. Editor of the Emu and 
energetic worker on the Check List Committee. Author of the popular 44 Bird Book,” 
An Australian Bird Book, 12mo, Melbourne, 1911. 

A delightful little pocket-book which, on account of its small size, does not receive 
the appreciation from technical workers that it deserves, though it is pleasing to see 
that it has been popularly acclaimed and many thousands have been sold. 

Leach, William Elford. —Bom 1790. Died Aug. 25th, 1836. Keeper of Zoology in 
the British Museum. Great Zoologist who named the objects in the Museum 
and allowed other w r orkers to publish these names; these were correctly 
ascribed to Leach, but MS. was not attached, and consequently there is 
great difficulty to-day in tracing the first authority to use the name in literature. 

Systematic Catalogue of the Specimens of the Indigenous Mammalia and Birds that 
are preserved in the British Museum, 4to, London, pref. Aug. 1816. 

This has been a great source of trouble to the systematic ornithologist, as apparently 
it was a label-list, simply printed for use in the Museum and sent out to a few friends 
by Leach. As far as I can trace it was never published in the technical sense of the 
word. There is no record in the British Museum of the sale of any copies ; although 
Engelmann includes it no price is given; Wood does not include it in his Catalogue 
of Natural History Books. Forster states it was printed, and the copies I have seen 
are either clean remainders in the British Museum or else presentation copies. It is 
very unfortunate that the ultra-prioritarians of the past generation should have 
reprinted it, as from the preface they recognised that it was an unpublished label-list 
only. 

The names invented by Leach and printed in this label-list are legitimately 
introduced by Forster (^.t;.).

Leadbeater or Leadbeter. —A London dealer in the beginning of the last century after 
whom Plyctolophus leadbeateri Vigors (the Wee Juggler) was named, and for whom 
Gould described Platycercus ignitus , which proved to be a hybrid or aberration. 

Lear, Edward. —Born 1812. Died 1888. Illustrations of the Psittacidae, folio, London, 1832. 

This work appears in one volume with the plates arranged in a regular manner, but 
it was issued in twelve parts from 1830 to 1832 ; the contents of each part I have 
given in the Austral Av. Rec., Vol. I., pp. 23-24, Jan. 2nd, 1912, and the ones that 
here concern us are : Trichoglossus versicolor , pt. vn., Palceornis anthopeplus, pt. vm., 
Platycercus palliceps , pt. xn., CalyptorJiynchus baudinii, pt. xn , and Palceornis mdanura, 
pt. xn. Plyctolophus leadbeateri appeared in pt. vr., Aug. 1st, 1831, but had been 
described by Vigors in the Proc. Comm. Zool. Soc. (Lond.), 1831, p. 61, which appeared 
June 4th, 1831. 

Vigors has been often quoted as the authority for all the names published in Lear’s 
book, but as there is no indication to this effect anywhere on the plates, I quote the 
names as of Lear. The dates of publication of the parts are : Pt. 1, 3 pis., Nov. 1st, 
1830 ; pt. 2, 4 pis., Nov. 1st (prob. Dec.), 1830 ; pt. 3, 3 pis., Jan. 1st, 1831; pt. 4, 
4 pis., Feb. 1st, 1831 ; pt. 5, 3 pis., May 1st, 1831 ; pt. 6, 4 pis., Aug. 1st, 1831; pt. 7, 
3 pis., Sept. 1st, 1831 ; pt. 8, 3 pis., Oct. 1st, 1831 ; pt. 9, 4 pis., pt. 10, 4 pis., pt. 11, 
3 pis., and pt. 12, 4 pis., bear no date, and the title-page, dated 1832, was issued with 
the last part. 

Leem, Knud. —Bom 1697. Died 1774. Beskrivelse over Finmarken’s Lapper, 4to, (pref. 
January 29bh) 1767. 

Gunnerus ( q.v .) described the natural history objects in this work. 

Scolopax nebularia. 

Legge, William Vincent. —Great British Ornithologist who is famed for his Birds of 
Ceylon. Born Sept. 1841, died in Tasmania, March 25th, 1918, where he was bom.

Contributed good articles on Tasmanian Birds to the Emu, Victorian Naturalist 
and Proc. Roy. Soc., Tasmania.

Acanthornis was introduced here.

Leichhardt, Friedrich Wilhelm. —Born 1813. Died 1848 (?). A German Explorer who 
crossed Northern Australia, and was accompanied by Gilbert, Gould’s famous collector, 
who was speared on the journey. Leichhardt did not know how to deal with the 
natives and after his successful trip undertook another from which he never returned, 
nor was any authentic account of his loss ever made known.

A German translation was also published b}" E. A. Zuchold, Tagebuch einer Landreise 
in Australien, 8vo, Halle, 1851, who also published Eine biographische Skizze in 1856. 
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Leisler, Johann Phillip Achilles. —Died 1813. Nachtrage zu Pechstein’s Naturges- 
chichte Deutschlands, heft i. } pref. Nov. 1811, Hanau, 1812 ; heft n., 1815. 

This includes Tringa minuta, and it may be here noted that, previously, Leisler had 
contributed a different series of articles to the Annal. d. Wetter. Gesellsch. f.d. ges. 
Naturkunde, Bd. I., 1809, pp. 126-144, 286-293; Bd. II., 1811, pp. 335-347, under 
exactly the same title. 

Lepechin, Ivan. —Bom 1737 (?). Died 1802. Nov. Comm. Acad. Sci. Petrop., Vol. XIV., 
pt. i., p. 500, 1770. 

Descriptio quorundam animalium, pp. 498-511, 3 pis. 

In this paper Sterna Uchegrava was described, but it is now generally admitted that 
Lepechin was not a binomial writer, though some names have a binomial appearance. 

Leschenault, Jean Baptiste Louis Claude Theodore de la Tour. —Bom 1773. Died 
1826. French Naturalist who collected in India, and whose birds were sometimes 
named by Lesson, e.g., Charadrius lesckenaultii. 

Le Soijef, William Henry Dudley. —Born Sept. 28th, 1856. Died Sept. 6th, 1923. 
Australian Zoologist, former curator of the Zoological Gardens at Melbourne. Obituary 
notice, Emu, Vol. XXII., p. 238, 1924. 

Cat. Australian Birds’ Eggs and Nests, 1904. 

On the egg of an Emu supposed to have come from Tasmania he proposed the name 
of Dromceus diemenensis and later, Bull. Brit. Orn. Club, Vol. XXI., p. 13, 1907, gave 
the same name to a bird-skin from Bonald C. Gunn preserved in the British Museum. 

Has written articles in the Ibis, Emu, etc., and introduced Arses candidior (1897), n.n., 
and described Talegallus purpureicollis (1898) in the former, and Eopsaltria jacJcsoni 
(Vol. TX.) and Triclioglossus colesi (Vol. X.) in the latter. 

Lesson, Rene Primevere. —A great French Zoologist, born March 20th, 1794, died April, 
1849, an Eloge historique by A. Lefevre being published in 1850. (Pierre Adolphe 
Lesson, a brother of R. P. Lesson, was born in 1805). Was naturalist with 
Garnot on Duperrey’s Voyage round the World in the Coquille, and described 
some of the species with that author in Ferussac’s Bull. Sci. Nat. before they 
appeared in the published results of the Coquille’s voyage. Such are Phony - 
ganimus for Barita keraudrenii (Vol. VIII.), Barita quoyi (Vol. X.) and Syma 
with S. torotoroin the same place (Vol. XI.) by himself alone, and Alecthelia (Vol. VIII.). 
To the Ann. Sci. Nat. Paris, Vol. VI., pp. 241-265, 1825, he contributed “ Observations 
g6n6rales d’Histoire naturelle, faites pendant un Voyage dans les Montagnes Bleues 
de la Nouvelle Galle du Sud,” in which Dacelo fulvus , Mcerium magnifica occur and which 
was translated into the Edinburgh New Philos. Journal (Vol. 4), 1828, pp. 156-168. 

Dictiomiaire des Sciences Naturelles (Levrault). 

Dumont was the writer of the bird articles in this work, but towards the end he 
received assistance from others, and Lesson (who became Dumont’s son-in-law) wrote 
the monograph on the Charadriine birds in Vol. XLII., and there proposed Charadrius 
taitensisy sanguineusy leschenaidtii and marginatus. 

The results of the voyage of the Coquille now began to appear, the plates first, as 
I have noted under the word Coquille. 

The new names are Columba cyanovirenSy Platycercus cceruleuSy Philedon rubrifrons 
and Eyimachus regius . 

Manuel d’Ornithologie, 2 vols., 18mo, Paris, June 28th, 1828. 

This little work is very important as, in addition to the new names proposed, types 
are named of many genera, this being the first type designation. These have been 
recently collated by Laubmann (q.v.). According to Engelmann, an Atlas of 129 plates 
was issued with this little work, but I have never seen it. 

[This is the “ Atlas des Oiseaux, compose de 129 planches.” It was issued and sold 
separately. It is noted on back of title page of Vol. I. of the Manuel and on the back 
of the half-title of Vol. II.—C.W.R.] 
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This work was issued in the two volumes at the date given. The new names I quote 
are Calobatus , Albatros , Prion , Anseranas , Clypeata and Myzantha flaviventer. 

Traite d’Ornithologie, 2 vols. (1 of plates), 8 vo, Paris, 1831. 

This was published in eight livraisons, the receipt and contents of which are 
acknowledged in the Bibl. de France as follows : Livr. 1 , pp. 1-80, Feb. 13th, 1830 ; 
livr. 2 , pp. 81-160, 30 plates, May 8 th, 1830 ; livr. 3, pp. 161-240, 15 pis., July 10th, 
1830 ; lhr. 4, pp. 241-320, 15 pis., Sept. 25th, 1830 ; livr. 5 (15 pis., pp. 321-400), 
about Dec, 1 st, 1830 ; livr. 6 (15 pis., pp. 401-480), about Feb. 1 st, 1831; livr. 7 , 
15 pis., pp. 481-560, April 9th, 1831 ; livr. 8 , 15 pis., pp. 561 to end, June, 11 th 
1831. 

In this volume Lesson named numerous species in the Paris Museum collected by 
previous voyageurs, and these new names are very numerous and commonly accompanied 
by a short phrase only. Pucheran (q.v.) has written about these types as well as those 
of Cuvier and Vieillot. The new names are Pufjinus chlororhynchus , Sterna bengalensis, 
Stolida , Carbo ater , Sula dactylatra , Garbo dimidiates, Dcedalion candidum , Limicola 
Indiana , Galidris australis, Noctua frontata, Australasia with A. viridis , Banksianus 
with B. australis , Platycercus rufijrons , Lathamus with L. rubrifrons and L. azureus, 
Ceyx cyanea , Ghoucalcyon with C. australe , Chalcites, Mcenura lyra , Bartramia with 
B. laticauda , Tatare , Cysticola , Stipiturus, Amytis , Dicceum atrogaster , Philedon aurifrons, 
Certhionyx with C. variegatus, Certliia leucomelas , Phylidonyris , Philanthus , Sphecothera 
grisea , Strepera, Cor cor ax with C. australis . 

Centurie Zoologique. 

This work bears on the title date “ 1830 ” and includes a postscriptum dated Feb. 
1831, while the date March 1831 appears in the text. In the Nov. Zool., Vol. XVIII., 
pp. 14-15, 1911, I have given details of my attempts to fix the publication of this work 
and the complications that were found. Lesson himself was a reviewer for Ferussac’s 
Bulletin, and the notices in that Bulletin cannot be accepted in view of the definite 
dates of receipt given in the Bibl. de France, which indicate irregular publication ; thus 
it should have been issued in 16 livraisons, each with 5 pis. and text; the Bibl. de France 
dates are Livr. 1 , no plates, March 20th, 1830 ; livr 2 , 5 pis., Oct. 2nd, 1830 ; livr. 3 , 
5 pis., Jan. 29th, 1831 ; livr. 4 and 5, no record ; livr. 6 , 7 and 8 , 15 pis., July 9th, 1831; 
livrs. 9 to 12 , no record; livrs. 13 to 16, 20 pis., May 19th, 1832. 

Note .—There are only 80 plates, the centurie referring to the number of species figured. 

It may be note l that the pages of the first livraison were acknowledged in 4to as 
well as 8 vo, but n me afterwards except in octavo ; however, Engelmann catalogues it 
in 4to. 

Illustrations de Zoologie. 

This was also issued in octavo and quarto in 20 livraisons, each with three plates. 
All the dates of receipt to the 16 livraisons are found in the Bibl. de France as follows :

Lesson wrote up the birds in this account and named Callocephalon with G. australe. 

Complement des (Euvres de Buffon, 10 vols., 8 vo, Paris, 1828-1837. 

The full title-page being “ Hist. Nat. gener. et partic. Mamm. Ois. decouvertes depuis 
1788, but the former is the best known and always quoted, even by Lesson himself, who 
wrote this work. 
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The receipt of the bird volumes in the B.F. are : Yol. VII., Nov. 26th, 1836 ; 
Vol. VIIL, June 3rd, 1837 ; Suppl., Yol. IX., Dec. 9th, 1837. 

There are some type designations as that of Ghoucalcyon (Yol. IX., p. 355). 

Complements de Buffon by P. Lesson, 2 vols., royal 8vo, Paris, 1838. 

Deuxieme Edition, Bevue, corrigee et augmentee par l 5 Auteur. 

This was published as an addenda to a Hist. Nat. Buffon, published in 10 vols. of the 
same size in double column. It was rapidly pushed through in livraisons, livrs. 1-2 
with 2 feuilles and 4 pis., April 7th, 1838 ; last livraison June 1st, 1839. The title- 
pages of the copies with the Hist. Nat. Buffon bear the date 1840, but my own copy 
has 1838, and later prints are known bearing the date on the title-page 1S48, and with 
few T er plates and on cheaper paper, but the text is identical. 

Descr. Mamrn. et Ois. is the short abbreviation of Description de Mammiferes et 
d’Oiseaux recemment decouverts, which Richmond (1), p. 672, footnote, appeared as 
Vol. XX., and last of a Complement des CEuvres de Buffon, printed by Leveque in small 
18mo, which appears in Engelmann as CEuvres completes (Buffon) avec les suites de 
M. Lesson. This Vol. XX. is acknowledged B.F., April 24th, 1847, and contains 
Totdnus oceanicus . 

Revue Zool., 1839. 

Lesson wrote a few articles in this Journal, describing Puffinus VJierminieri and 
j Eidopsarus afjinis in this year. 

Echo du Monde Savant. 

To this periodical Lesson contributed a long series of articles on ornithology which 
fortunately have been lately reprinted by Menegaux under the title “ Articles 
d’Omithologie de R. P. Lesson ” at Paris, 1913. 

[Unfortunately he did not reprint all the articles.—C.W.R.] 

Numerous new species were described, and mostly they have proved synonymous 
as the following I quote show : Vanellus rufiv enter, Malacorhynchus iodotis , Nettapus 
bicolor , Platycercus ccelestis , Chalcites simplex , Dasyornis abeillei , Weebongia with 
W. albiventer , Cyphorhina , Fluvicola leucocephala. 

The second edition of the Voyage of the Coquille is by Pierre Lesson, but I have not 
been able to trace how the name change was achieved. The Complements de Buffon 
is by P. Lesson, which suggests that he was using the name Pierre as short for Rene 
Primevere, an unexpected abbreviation. 

Lesueur, Charles Alexander. —Born January 1st, 1778. Died Dec. 12th, 1846. 
Accompanied Peron, but was more the artist, Mauge and Peron being the 
zoologists. Mauge died on the voyage, and Peron died after his return, when Lesueur 
edited Peron’s work through the press, etc. Most of the zoological items are recorded 
as collected by Peron and Lesueur, and Lesueur wrote some good articles on inverte¬ 
brates and then w r ent to America. 

A memoir will be found by George Ord in Silliman’s (America) Journal, Ser. 2, 
Vol. VIII., pp. 189-216. 

Levaillant, Fran£Ois. —Bom 1753. Died Nov. 22nd, 1824. A famous traveller who 
explored South Africa, whose travels are very well known on account of their novelty. 

Histoire naturelle des Oiseaux d’Afrique, 6 vols., folio, Paris, 1799-1805. 

Pull descriptions and coloured figures are given, many of which are not African. 
Simdevall ( q.v .) has furnished a collation, noting the localities of all the species. 

Histoire naturelle des Perroquets, 2 vols., folio, Paris, 1801-1805. 

Contains few Australian species, but, 

Vol. III. contenant les especes laisses inedites par Le Vaillant ou recemment decouverte 
by A. Bourjot Saint Hiliare, folio, 105 pis., Paris, 1837-8. 

Has often been quoted, as in this volume Latin names are given. I have given a list 
of these Latin names, pointing out that they are not binominal in form but merely 
translations of the French vernaculars, and have therefore rejected them. See my List 
of the Birds of Australia.

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Bourjot’s work was said to have been begun in March 1837, but Athenaeum, Jan. 23rd, 
1836, p. 73, says pt. i. had appeared; Engelmann (p. 404) states 29 livrs., Ill plates, 
1835-39; Wiegmann’s Archiv records livrs. 1-14, 1835; livrs. 12-24, 1836, each 
part with 4 plates ; so that it is fortunate that the names can be dismissed, as otherwise 
it is certain some undesirable changes would become necessary. 

Lever, (Sir) Ashton. —See under Museum. Leverianum. 

Lewin, John William. —Born 1770 (?). Naturalist who painted the first books on Natural 
Historj' prepared in Australia. Arrived in New South Wales in 1798, and died there 
in 1819. North has written about him in the Rec. Austr. Mus., Vol. VI., pp. 121-125, 
and I have given a couple of notes on the first books on birds in the Emu, Vol. XII 
p. 49, 1912, and Vol. XV., p. 33, 1915. 

Birds of New Holland with their Natural History, Vol. I., 4to, London, 1808. 

North has quoted a prospectus note that it would come out to Sydney by the next 
boat, published in Sydney, Nov. 20th, 1808. This first edition has the Latin names 
of the birds, and in the Preface, which was written by his brother Thos. Lewin, it is 
stated: “ We have retrenched the descriptions of the Birds in this work, from what 
was intended by the author to be given/ 5

It is fairly obvious that the identifications and references to Latham were made at 
this end and that the Latin names were also given at the same time, being merely 
equivalents to the names used by Lewin. Only six of the eighteen are not accredited 
to Latham, viz., Meliphaga chrysocephala , Turdus pectoralis, Turdus cristatus , Sylvia 
dorsalis , Sylvia solitaria , and Reed Warbler. Errors of identification are seen in 
Pipra gularis and Sylvia cyanea. 

The genus name Meliphaga dates from here and I have discussed the name in the 
Austral Av. Rec., Vol. I., p. 184, 1913. The name is correctly credited to Lewin as 
it was published under his name, but it would be interesting to discover who was the 
person who suggested it. It is very probable that it is due to Latham’s assistance, 
because all the references are to Latham and some of them could scarcely have been 
determined except by reference to Latham himself. 

Birds of New South Wales with their Natural History, 4to, Sydney, 1813. 
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This is the most interesting Australian bird book yet known, as it appears to be the 
first hook devoted to Natural History printed and published in Australia. I have given 
fulldetailsasfarasknownintheEmu, Yol. XV., pp. 33-34,1915, and have nothing to add. 

Eighteen plates are included and no Latin names are given, which proves these 
were added in London. The plates are dated 1804 and 1805 and two substitutions 
have been affected, plate vm., figuring Pipia gularis , being omitted and the Crested 
Shrike figured instead, the plates being in a different order, so that plate xiv. shows 
the Warty-face Honey-eater, and upon this plate there are not the additional cuts 
of the head and tongue which caused so much confusion. Again, plate xvni. is that 
of the Mountain Bee-eater, but this is a different picture and, while the text is on 
paper water-marked “ 1809,” the plate is water-marked “ 1811.” 

A Natural History of the Birds of New South Wales, 4to, London, 1822. 

This was issued after Lewin’s death and twenty-six plates are included, the original 
eighteen of the 1808 edition with the dates scratched off the plates, no Latin names, 
and in some cases the vernacular names are “ improved.” 

The pagination, moreover, agrees with that of the plates, and the additional species 
are : Scarlet Creeper, pi. xix., White-eared Honey-Sucker, pi. xx., Crested Flycatcher, 
pi. xxi., White-breasted Honey-Sucker, pi. xxn., Yellow-breasted Thrush, pi. xxm., 
Black-crowned Honey-Sucker, pi. xxiv., Common Creeper, pi. xxv., and Crested Shrike, 
pi. XXVI. 

This edition is fairly accessible and is often quoted, but another edition : 

A Natural History of the Birds of New South Wales, collected, engraved and 
faithfully painted after Nature. New and improved Edition, to which is added 
a List of the Synonymes of each Species, incorporating the labours 
of T.=J. Gould, N. A. Vigors, T. Horsfield and W. Swainson. Edited by 
T. C. Eyton, folio, London, 1838, 
is the more usual one. 

This is a poorly coloured edition of the 1822 issue, but the List of Synonymes is 
valuable as it contains the name Galamoherpe australis. 

There is in existence a reprint of this issue which does not even bear any altered 
date, simply 1838, but the plates are printed on paper water-marked 1875, and the 
colouring is poor and valueless. 

Leycester, A. A.—Gould includes notes about Lyre-Birds contributed by this gentleman. 

Leyden Museum. —Notes from the Leyden Museum. This abbreviation refers to Notes 
from the Boyal Zoological Museum of the Netherlands at Leyden. 

This periodical, first issued in 1879, and issued irregularly in leaflets (?) many times 
a year, now bears a different title. 

In the first number Sharpe published, Jan. 1879, under the title, p. 29, Pseudogerygone 
rubra, introduced the genus name Pseudogerygone , naming Gerygone personata as the type. 

Many articles on New Guinea birds in it. 

Lichtenstein, Martin Hinrich Karl. —Curator of the Berlin Museum, born 1780, died 
1857, travelled in South Africa. 

As regards ornithology is famous in connection with the Sale Catalogues issued 
from the Museum, and the present account purports to be the most complete to date, 
for which I have to thank Dr. C. W. Richmond. Refer Birds Austr., Vol. VI., 
pp. 293-5, 1917, and Austral Av. Rec., Vol. IV., pp. 139-142, 1921.

Not seen, nor have I notes concerning it.

Psittaeus scapularis described.

This minute little tract includes the first record of the genus name Sphenura.

This is the well-known and commonly quoted Catalogue from which the genus name

(The note in the 
A.A.R., and also given by Sherborn, that this was reprinted without change in 1835 
was due to a misunderstanding.)

List of names, localities and prices only, names often accompanied by n., but mostly 
previously described. Nothing of interest to Australian ornithologists in it. 

Verzeichniss einer Sammlung von Neuhollandischer Naturalien welche am 6ten 
April, 1S37. Auction (as in 1822 tract), 8vo, Berlin, (pref. Dec. 1836) 1837. 

Sale of a collection made by J. Lhotsky on a Journey from Sydney to the Australian 
Alps in New South Wales. 

Names only, nothing new in birds, but the miscellanea includes part of a proposed 
work by Lhotsky (q.v.). 

Verzeichniss einer Sammlung von Saugethieren und Vogeln aus dem Kaffernlande, 
nebst einer Kafer-Sammlung, welche am 14ten Marz, 1842. Auction. 8vo, 
Berlin, (pref. Dec. 1841) 1842. 

This differs from the other little tracts in that the new species are described in Latin 
in the text, but nothing relative to Australian ornithology occurs. 

See Sherborn, Index Anim., pt. 1, 1922. 

Nomenclator Avium Musei Zoologici Berolinensis, (pref. Jan. 10th) Berlin, 8vo, 1854. 

Though this has been often quoted, no descriptions occur. 

Lixxe, Caul vox. —The inaugurator of a universal binomial system for the nomination of 
zoological objects. Born 1707, died 1778. Many accounts of his life have been published, 
an easily accessible one being in Jardine’s Naturalist’s Library, in the first volume dealing 
with Humming Birds. A new life by Dr. B. D. Jackson has just been issued. 
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Published a Systema Naturae in 1735, a small and insignificant work though 
literally of large size; folio 14-page editions soon followed, the Sixth in 1748, 
having 224 pages, and then he issued the famous Tenth in 1758. In this edition 
he instituted a novel system whereby every zoological item was given two names, 
one generic, the other trivial, the combination being the specific name. (We now 
call the trivial the specific name, but Linne accurately called the combination the 
specific name.) Previously there had been no uniformity of usage, authors using one, 
two, three and four words, or even a complete phrase when writing about species. The 
only novelty is the consistent usage of two names and two only, but the innovation 
changed all the waitings of scientific -workers as they found how easy and correct it was 
to follow Linne’s lead. Even as now, there were objectors who complained that Linn6 
was introducing new names for well-known objects, but the new System had come to 
stay, and now we consider the Tenth edition of Limits Systema Naturae as the starting- 
point of modern scientific nomenclature. It may be here again noted that Linne was a 
botanist and borrowed the idea from earlier botanists.

Dedication dated May 24th, 1757, and date of publication accepted as Jan. 1st, 1758. 

Though there are no endemic Australian birds first described in this edition, it is 
noteworthy that the following list of names are quoted from this edition :—

The eleventh edition of the Systema Naturae was a mere reprint (a piracy) made at 
Leipzig in 1762.

(pref. May 24th), Holmise, 1766. 

This, the more commonly used edition, was enlarged by the inclusion of Brisson’s 
birds published in 1760. ’ 

No Australian (purely) birds were yet included, but I quote from this edition : 

Teirao chinensis , Rallus philippensis , Sterna fuscata , Tantalus falcinellus , Ardea 
garzetta, Ardea minuata, Pelecanus sida , Plotus , Goracias orientalis , Guculus orientalis. 

The following year a reprint of this edition was published at Vienna which termed itself 
Editio decima tertia, ad Editionem duodecimem reformatam Hohniaesem. 

This is not so rare as the Hohniae 12th ed. and appears to be an accurate reprint. 

Gmeliii’s much enlarged edition is entitled 
Editio decima tertia, aucta, reformata, 

and is commonly quoted as the 13th edition, even without Gmelin’s name, and in the 
earlier literature commonly so quoted. 

Mantissa Plantarum, pt. i., pp. 1-444, 1767. 

8vo, Holmise pt. n., pp. 445-588, 1771. 

At the end of this botanical book is a list of novelties of zoology, and twenty 
birds are described on pp. 524-528. 

Lanius leucoryn. 

Fauna Suecica, 8vo, Hohniae, (pref.’Eeb. 25th) 1746. 

This w r as issued before the 6th edition of the Systema Naturae and provided a basis 
for that, and all the Swedish species are incorporated in the 10th edition with direct 
references to this work, which must be used in conjunction with it. 

Fauna Suecica, editio altera, 8vo, Holmise, (pref. July 28th) 1761. 

This was issued after the 10th edition and the references in the 12th are given to 
this edition. 

Amoenitates Acad. 
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This is the title given to the collected papers presented before the Academy by 
Linne’s pupils, probably all of which were issued separately. Sometimes these are 
quoted as above, sometimes by their separate titles, as the following perplexing items 
show. In the 10th edition, p. 133, Linne gives as the primary reference to Pdecanus 
aquilus 44 Amcen. acad. 4 p. . .” and the second reads £t Osb. iter 292.” On p. 134 

as the primary reference is 44 Chin.-Lagerstr. 8. Osb. iter 85/ 

These refer to the same paper, an account of Osbeck’s discoveries in China which 
was published as a separate under the title 44 Chinensia Lagerstroemiana ” in 1757, and 
was then included in the Amcen. acad., Vol. IV., which was not published until after 
1758. 

For various editions of the Systema Naturae see Gmelin and Muller. 

Lister, M.—Only comes into this account as he published in the Philos. Trans., Vol. XX., 
1698, the letter recording Black Swans from Nova Hollandia. 

Littler, Frank Mervyn. —Australian Ornithologist who has just died recently. Contributed 
many articles in the Emu and sent me numerous notes which I have published in my 
Birds of Australia. 

Handbook of the Birds of Tasmania, 8vo (reviewed Emu, July 1st), 1910. 

A very useful account, the only one, of the birds of this colony. 

Longman, Heber A.—Director. of the Brisbane Museum, Queensland. Present-day 
Naturalist, who is interested in birds and has helped me with dates of publication. 

Lord, Clive E.—Present-day Tasmanian Naturalist. Curator Tasmanian Museum, 
is interested in ornithology and has helped me in many ways. 

Looms, Leverett Mills. —Born Oct. 13th, 1857. Proc. Calif. Acad. Sci., Vol. II., pt. n., 
pp. 1-187, pis. 1-17, April 22nd, 1918. A Review of the Albatross, Petrels and Diving 
Petrels. 

An imposing title, but unfortunately an ill balanced account, reviewing the Procel- 
larian birds of the world, from study of a local collection. 

Love, J. R. B.—An Australian Ornithologist from whose collecting Ashby named Eplithicinura 
lovei , of which North made the genus Ashby ia, one of the best novelties of recent years. 

Lowe, Percy Roycroft (Dr.). —Born Jan. 2nd, 1870. Now in charge of the bird depart¬ 
ment in the British Museum, Natural History. 

His studies in the osteology of the Charadriif orm birds, now being published in the 
Ibis, absolutely confirm my conclusions in the Birds of Australia. 

In Bulletin British Ornithologist’s Club, Vol. XXXVI., 1915, JEgialitis hiaticula 
tundrce. 

Lucas, A. H. S. and Le Sottef, W. H. D.—The Birds of Australia, 8vo, Melbourne. 

A handy, popular little work. 

Littlejohn, R. T. and Lawrence, S. A.—Birds of our Bush, 8vo, Melbourne. 

Interesting field observations and photographs. 

Lumholtz, Karl Sofus. —Born 1851. Died 1922. Among Cannibals, 1889. 

Contains good observations. 

McCoy, Frederick. —Born 1823. Died 1899. Natural History of Victoria, Prodromus 
of the Zoology of Victoria, 2 vols., 8vo, Melbourne, 1878-1890. Issued in 20 parts. 
Notwithstanding the attractive title, this book does not concern us, but McCoy named 
four Victorian birds in the Annals Mag. Nat. Hist., viz., Sphenura broadbenti , Pardalotus 
xanthopygus (Ser. III., Vol. XIX.), Ptilotis leadbealeri (Ser. HI., Vol. XX.) and 
Cyclopsitta leadbeateri (Ser. IV., Vol. XVI). 

Macgilltvray, John. —Son of the succeeding, one of the best naturalists that ever left 
the shores of the British Isles. Born 1824, was appointed naturalist to the Rattlesnake 
in 1842, and resigned at Sydney in 1855, where he died in 1867. Sent collections to Gould 
who described many new species ( q.v .). 
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Narrative of the Voyage of H.M.S. Rattlesnake, 8vo, 2 vols., London, 1852. 

Vol. II., Appendix No. IV., pp. 355-359. Catalogue of the Birds of the North¬ 
east Coast of Australia and Torres Straits.

In addition to the new species Halcyon flavirostris , Tanysiptera sylvia , Podargus 
marmoratus, Monarcha leucotis, Drymodes superciliaris, Chlamydodera cerviniventris, 
Sphecotheres flaviventris , Nedarinea australis , Ptiloris victorice> Platycercus cyanogenys 
and Carpophaga assimilis , Gould notes that Macgillivray collected the first Australian 
examples of Podargus papuensis, Manucodia keraudrenii (afterwards M. gouldi Gray), 
Calornis metallica, Craspedophora magnifica, Microglossus aterrimus and Sterna mela - 
muclien, all from Cape York. At Cape York, Macgillivray is mentioned as collecting 
Xenorhynchus australis and Ardea sumatrana .

McGregor, Richard Crittenden. —Born Feb. 24th, 1891. Index to the Genera of Birds, 
8vo, Manila, March 31st, 1920.

Macleay, William Sharp. —Born 1792. Died 1865. One of Australia’s great names 
and not known as an ornithologist, but his Quinary Theory dominated Swainson, 
Kaup and others, and these ornithologists produced good work from such a mistaken 
idea. Macleay emigrated to Australia and his son 

Macleay, William John. —Born 1820, died 1891, organised the “ Chevert ” Expedition, 
the bird results being recorded hy Masters (q.v.), who afterwards had charge of the 
Macleay Museum. Life by J. J. Fletcher.

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McLennan, William, —One of the present-day Australian ornithological collectors whose 
results have been recorded in the Emu by Dr. Macgillivray and H. L. White. One of 
the finest discoveries in recent Australian bird study is due to W. McLennan and 
Dr. Macgillivray (q.v.), the recognition of the New Guinea Parrot, genera Eclectus (now 
Lorius) and Geoffroyus. 

Magazine of Natural History .—Was inaugurated by Loudon, the first part being published 
on May 1st, 1828, and appearing every two months until September 1834, when it 
became a monthly. Six parts constituted a volume and at the end of the ninth volume 
Loudon retired, and Charlesworth directed it, but only four volumes were issued before 
it succumbed to the opposition of the Magazine of Zoology and Botany conducted by 
Jardine and Selby. 

Magazine of Zoology and Botany .—The first number appeared on June 1st, 1836, under the 
direction of Jardine and Selby, and was published every two months as follows: No. 1, 
June 1836 ; No. 2, Aug. 1836 ; No. 3, Oct. 1836 ; No. 4, Dec. 1836 ; No. 5, Feb. 1837; 
No. 6, April 1837 ; No. 7, June 1837 ; Nos. 8 and 9 (double number), Aug. 1st, 1837; 
No. 10, Oct. 1st, 1837 ; No. 11, Dec. 1st, 1837 ; and No. 12, Feb. 1838. 

Mag. de Zool. —Plates and text issued irregularly, and sometimes text dated, but these are 
dates of manuscript only, not of publication. No exact collation yet known, see 
Revue de Zool. 

Malm, August Wilhelm. —Born 1821, Died 1882. Goteborgs och Bohuslans Fauna, 1877. 

Glottis linnei . 

Manchester Natural History Society. —In the Report of the Council of this Society 
for Jan. 1842, p. 4, Ghenogeranus australis , Thos. Brown ( q.v.) is mentioned. 

Marschall, August Friedrich. —Born 1804. Died 1887. Nomenclator Zoologicus, 
8vo, Vindobome, (pref. Oct. 20th) 1873. 

Supplement to Agassiz’s Index Zool. {q.v.) and the basis with that of Scudder (q.v.). 

Masters, George. —Australian Ornithologist- of the past generation who collected at 
King George’s Sound, South-w r est Australia, many species now apparently vanished 
irom that locality, and from whose collections many years afterwards North named 
Acanihiza mastersi , etc. Accompanied the “ Chevert ” expedition and reported upon 
the birds, and afterwards was Curator of the Macleay Museum.

Present-day Australian 
Ornithologist who has contributed some interesting paper's to the Emu, but is better 
known from his propagandist photographic work in connection with bird protection, etc. 

His presidential address in the Emu, Vol. XIV., p. 120 et seq., 1915, proves that had 
he adapted his talents to systematic work he would have been a great motive in 
Australian ornithology on the technical side. 

May, C. E.—Air Australian Ornithologist whose collections in the Northern Territory have 
provided Ashby with novelties. 

May, W. L—An Australian Naturalist who, although a member of the Union, has not 
written upon ornithology. 

Meek, Albert S.—An ardent collector through New Guinea and the adjoining islands of 
the Louisiade Archipelago, etc., on behalf of Lord Rothschild; his men called at 
Cape York and made a collection which was reported upon by Hartert (Nov. Zool., 
Vol. VI., pp. 423-428, 1899), who described as new: Artamus leucorhynchus parvirostris , 
Zosterops westernensis vegeta and Bathilda ruficauda clarescens. 

Mellor, John White. —Born Dec. 10th, 1868. Present-day Australian Ornithologist of the 
first rank who has written many good papers in the Emu and South Australian Ornitholo¬ 
gist, and sent me very full and valuable notes for incorporation in my Birds of Australia. 

Described Amytornis merrotsyi in the Emu and Climacteris erythrops parsoni (Vol. IV.), 
Leggeornis lamberti eyrei (Vol. VI.), and Sericornis maculatus geraldtonensis (Vol. VI.) in 
the South Australian Ornithologist. 

Memoires Paris Museum. —Continuation of the Annales (q.v.), and followed by the Archives 
(q.v.) in which Pucheran’s (q.v.) paper on types appeared. 

Memoires St. Petersburg. —Erratic publication which is very difficult to collate, but dates 
are sometimes given at end of numbers. Contains papers by Brandt of great impor¬ 
tance, and these papers are in parts dated. 

Menzies, Archibald. —Born 1754. Died 1842. Surgeon on Vancouver’s vo}^age, who 
collected the first specimen of the Musk Duck, described as Anas jubata by Shaw and 
Nodder (q.v.). As Vancouver only called at King George’s Sound in Australia that 
fixes the locality. 

Meston, Archibald. —Australian collector who accompanied the Scientific Expedition to 
Bellenden Ker, and in his field report recorded that De Vis had proposed the new genus 
Corymbicola and the new specific O. mestoni for a bird he found, before De Vis recognised 
that it was his-own Prionodura newtoni described from a young bird.

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Meyer, Adolf Bernhard (born Oct. 11th, 1840, died Feb. 5th, 1911) and Wiglesworth, 
L. W.—The Birds of Celebes and the neighbouring islands, 2 vols., 4to, Berlin 
(“ Contents ” dated May 30th), 1898. 

One of the most important works to philosophical students of Australian ornithology, 
containing thoughtful articles on many species of wide distribution which range through 
the “ East Indies ” into Australia. 

Two volumes were issued together and received at the British Museum June 25th, f 
1898. Dates appear at the foot of pages, but these are merely signatures of dates of 
printing of sheets and have nothing to do with dates of publication. 

Meyer was Director of the Dresden Museum and described many new species of 
New Guinea birds in his own (and other German) periodicals, which may have to be 
referred to later but which so far have concerned us little. Wiglesworth died young 
while continuing his ornithological pursuits in the Pacific Islands. 

Meyer, Bernhard. —Born 1767. Died 1836. Kurze Beschreibung der Vogel Liv-und

Nebst zwey andern zoolog. Abhandlgn., 8vo, Leipzig, 1793. 

1 have a note that there was a copy of this rare periodical in Strickland’s possession. 

Zoologisclie Annalen, Erster Band von jahre, 1793, 8vo, Weimar (pref. Aug. 11th, 
1794), 1794. 

Is a review of contemporary zoological literature with new articles, pp. 367-369. 
Zoologisches Nachrichten aus Captain John Hunter’s Voyage to Botany Bay (published 
in London in 4to in 1793). 

The name Strix novcehollandice is given to the Owl at Norfolk Island which calls 
“ yaho.” 

Middendorff, Alexander Theodor v. —Born 1815. Died 1894. Sibiriscke Boise, 
Vol. II., Saugethiere, Vogel und Amphibien, 1851. 

Tringa subminuta. 

He and the Danish Lieutenant, Thor Brandt (Branth), left Moscow on March 9th 
1843 (N.S.), and travelled to Turukhansk and on to Dudinskoe (Dudino), about 69| c 
N. Lat., thence to Filipovskoye Korennoye, just above 71° N. Lat., where they stayed 
from April 23rd to May 19th. There they divided, Brandt and Fuhrmann stajing on 
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the Boganida till the early winter. Middendorff went to Taimyr Bay, 75§° N. Lat., 
on Aug. 24th, returning to the Boganida on Oct. 21st, and then all returned to Turu- 
khansk on Nov. 30th. They remained here till Jan. 1st, 1844, and went to Krasnoyarsk 
and Irkutsk to Yakutsk (Feb. 25th). Left on April 23rd for (Amginsk) Amgunskaia and 
reached Udskoi-Ostog on June 21st, and on July 9th they embarked on the river Ud. 
Brandt returned to Udskoi-Ostog, but Middendorff went to Academy Bay, returning 
on Oct. 3rd to the mouth of the Tugur River, then southwards to the Amoor and on to 
the Stanovoi Mts., and after four months in Manchuria reached the frontier near the 
junction of the Shilka with the Argun on Jan. 26th, 1845. Then back to Irkutsk, where 
he rejoined the others. Brandt arrived at Irkutsk on Oct. 25th. He and Middendorff 
left on Feb. 20th and arrived at St. Petersburg on April 1st, 1845. 

Miller, John Frederick. —(Flourished 1772-1796). Various Subjects Natural History, 
1 vol., folio, London, 1776-1785. 

Was published in 10 parts, each of 6 plates and 1 sheet of text. Dates (provisional) 
as follows : pt.

Consists of the above 60 plates, with 106 pages of text written by Shaw and published 
in 1796. 

Some of the names are rejected in the text, new ones being substituted by Shaw, 
but none of these enter into Australian technical literature except as synonyms, as 
Pinguineria, which dates from the Museum Leverianum (q.v.), anteriorly published. 

Miller, Waldron de Witt. —Born Feb. 4tli, 1879. An American Ornithologist on the 
staff of the American Museum of Natural History, New York. Bull. Amer. Mus. 
Nat. Hist., Vol. XXXIV., Art. vi., pp. 129-140, March 19th, 1915.

Milligan, Alexander William. —One of the best Australian Ornithologists, who died 
recently. Born 1858, died March 30th, 1921. Obituary Emu, Vol. XXI., p. 75, 1921. 
Reported upon the House Expedition and afterward Honorary Ornithologist to the 
West Australian Museum. Wrote excellent papers in the Emu and also in the Victorian 
Naturalist.

(Vol. XVIII.), and in the Emu named Calamanthus montanellus (Vol. II.), 
Megalurus slriatus (Vol.IL), Acanthim robustirostris (Vol. HI.), A. pallida (Vol. III.), 
Gymnorhina longirostris (Vol. Ill ), Xerophila castaneiventris (Vol. III.), Ptilotis novee- 
norcice (Vol. HL), Melithreptus leucogenys (Vol. II.), Sphenura litoralis (Vol. I.), Cerchneis 
unicolor (Vol. IV.), Ptilotis insularis (Vol. XI.) and Acanthiza pygmea (Vol. XII.). 

Milne-Edwards, Alphonse. —Born 1835. Died 1900. Recherches sur la Faune des

March), 1882. Includes the new genus Microdyptes.

Mitchell, Thomas Livingstone (Sir). —Born 1792. Died 1855. Australian explorer 
and one to whom Australian ornithology is indebted for the vernacular name of “ Major 
Mitchell.”

Aug. 18th) 1838, 2nd edn., 1839. 

Text unaltered, but reset, so pagination differs. 

On pp. xvii. and xviii. list of birds is given which includes Platycercus fuematogaster 
Gould (new species), Nanodes bourkii Mitch, (new species), Nanodes hoimatonotus (new 
species), Columba spilanota, Speckled Dove from Fort Bourke, Columba lophotes (?) 
Temm. (new species), Columba marmorata Mitch, (new Species ?), The Freckled Dove, 
Fort Bourke, Anas cygnea Mitch, (new species) from Lake Stapylton. 

None of these were described by Mitchell, but Gould named Nanodes bourkii from 
Mitchell’s specimens and apparently also described Malurus cyanotus from the birds first 
found by Mitchell. In the above work is a coloured plate of Plyctolophus leadbeateri.

Mitchell, Peter Chalmers. —Bom Nov. 23rd, 1864. Well-known English Zoologist. 
Secretary of the Zoological Society of London. Writer of many articles on anatomical 
details of birds.

Beference to the Conditions in the Wing, known as Eutaxy and Diastaxy.

Mivart, St. George. —Born 1827. Died 1900. Birds ; the Elements of Ornithology, 
8vo, London (ded.

A good little elementary introduction to the (then) latest scientific classification, 
assisted by Sharpe, Seebohm, and other first-class workers. 

A Monograph of the Lories, pp. liii., 193, 61 col. pis., 4to, London, 1896. 

Moehring, Paul Heinrich Gerhard. —-Born 1710. Died 1792. Pre-Linnean Systematist 
who published Avium Genera, 88 pp., 8vo, Auricae, 1752. 

An edition by Nozeman and Vosmser, published in Amsterdam in 1758, was noted 
by F. Poche in the Zoologischer Anzeiger, Bd. XXVII., pp. 495-510, May 3rd, 1904, 
and on account of its apparent importance was reprinted by Junk of Berlin. 

The names proposed by Moehring, though pre-Linnean according to our standard 
of the Xth Edition of 1758, were cited by G. R. Gray in his Cat. Gen. Subgen. Birds, 
1855 ( q.v .), as Gray included all generic names after 1735, e.g., Titanus as synonym of 
Limosa, Buphagus as synonym of Stercorarius, etc. Poche noted Titanus was Totanus 
in Moehring’s work. 

It is now legislated that the reprinting of a “ pre-Linnean ” work after the date 1758 
does not validate the work as of the later date. 

Montagu, George. —Great English Naturalist, bom 1751, died Aug. 28th, 1815. His 
collection of British Birds came into the possession of the British Museum, but scarcely 
any are now in existence.

(’accompanied Masters on the Chevert Expedition), afterwards Curator of the 
Tasmanian Museum.

Bichenoa. 

Mudge, George Percival. —Trans. Zool. Soc. (Lond.), Vol. XVI., pt. 5, pp. 211-278, 
pis. xxvi.—xxix., October 1902. 

On the Myology of the Tongue of Parrots, with a Classification of the Order, 
based upon the Structure of the Tongue. 

A most interesting Essay, which shows extremely well the absurdity of attempting 
to arrange any group of birds by means of a single organ. Probably this is what was 
intended. 

Thus Platycercus is placed with Bolborhynchus, Psephotus with Conurus, in different 
subfamilies, and such-like incongruous associations are common. 

Probably something of value will be gleaned from careful study.

Muller, Johannes Peter. —Bom 1801. Died 1858. Investigated the vocal muscles, 
and his results have been accepted for the last seventy-five years, but it is time 
they were revised with our better knowledge of variation, and our schemes modified 
thereby. Muller’s articles appeared in the Transactions of the Berlin Academy, 
1846-48, in German, but are easily accessible under the title 

Johannes Muller on Certain Variations in the Vocal Organs of the Passeres that have 
hitherto escaped notice. The Translation by F. Jeffrey Bell. Edited, with an 
Appendix, by A. H. Garrod, 4to, Oxford (pref. July 3rd), 1878. 

This Appendix is important to Australian ornithologists as in it Garrod gives descrip¬ 
tion and figures of the tracheae of Menura superba and Atrichia rufescens , and these 
are the only ones yet known of the latter form, which should now be re-investigated. 

Muller, Philipp Ludwig Statius. — Edited an edition of Linne’s Systema Naturae. Bom 
1725, died 1776; Sharpe suggested that he was colour blind. 

The Natursystems Supplement, (pref. Jan. 4th) 1776, contains all the new names 
which have been reported upon by Cassin, Proc. Acad. Nat. Sci. Philad., 1864, pp. 234-257. 

Charadriu8 dominions , Psittacus pectoralis. 

Muller, Salomon. —Verhandl. Nat. Gesch. Nederl. overzeesche Bezittingen Land-en Volken 
kunde, folio, Leiden, 1839-44. 

This is the name commonly quoted in ornithological literature and the above is the 
name cited as the author. It may be noted that neither of these will be found in 
Sherbom’s Index, as it appears under 
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Temminck, 0. J. Verh. nat. Gesch. Ned. overz. Bezitt. See Holland, Nat. Comm, 
in Aost Indie, 
and under

At this date (1846) the work was not completed. 

In the Austral Av. Rec., Vol. i., p. 24, 1912, I published the dates of parts in my 
possession as follows : Pt.

That these dates err on the right side may be urged from the fact that Hartlaub 
only records the tenth number in his Bericht . . des Jahres, 1852. 

Sherborn’s dates I do not understand, as he gives 1839-45 which is undoubtedly 
incorrect, and states Aves, pp. 1-40, 1840, pp. 41-72, 1845, which are also in disagreement. 

There is a lot of value to the Australian ornithologist as Muller’s birds came from 
Lobo, Dutch New Guinea, and the forms vary into North Australian species. The 
new names I quote are Numenius minor , Totanus pulverulentus } Anas ( Mareca ) gibberi- 
irons } CacomantiSy Anas ( Querquedula ) humeralis, Nectarinia frenata . 

Murphy, Robert Cushman.—B om April 29th, 1887. A present-day American Ornithologist 
who is making a study of Sea-Birds, and when his Monograph appears it should be 
worthy of study.

The work was, however, published 
in livraisons of numbers of monographs, so that the dates mean date of compilation, 
not of publication. Livraison 1 included Mon. 1, Buceros ; Mon. 2, Falcones ; Mon. 3, 
Aquilae ; Mon 4, Astures ; Mon. 5, Asturinse ; Mon. 6, Buteones, pp. 1-4, these being 
dated August and September 1862. The Revue Methodique is included in this livraison 
and is dated Oct. 30th, 1862, and the livraison is reviewed in the Ibis for Jan. 1863, so 
that it was probably issued in November. Livraison 2 covered the remainder of Mon. 
of Buteones; Mon. 7, Milvi; Mon. 8, Pernes; Mon. 9, Polybori; Mon. 10, Vultures ; 
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Mon. 11, Oti; Mon. 12, Striges ; Mon. 13. Circi, Resume general des Aves rapaces ; 
Mon. 14, Pitta, and Mon. 15, Buccones, pp. 1-66, last date Jan. 1863, probably issued 
Feb. or March. Livraison 3 contained the rest of Mon., Buccones; Mon. 16, Ardese ; 
Mon. 17, Alcedines, and Mon. 18, Meropes, pp. 1-12, last date June 1863, probably issued 
July. Livraison 4 contained the rest of Mon., Meropes ; Mon. 19, Momotus ; Mon. 20, 
Ibis; Mon. 21, Pelecani; Mon. 22, Procellarise, and Mon. 23, Lari, pp. 1-50, last date 
Aug., probably September 1863 issue. Livraison 5 contained remainder of Mon. Lari; 
Mon. 24, Stemas; Mon. 25, Cuculi; Mon. 26, Psittaci, and Mon. 27, Scolopaces, pp. 1-6 
last date Nov. 1864, so that it may not have been issued till 1865. Livraison 6 contained 
part of Scolopaces, pp. 7-102 only, date of issue problematical. Livraison 7 contains 
the completion of the Scolopaces ; Mon. 28, Ciconiae ; Mon. 29, Cursores, and Mon. 30, 
Ralli, pp. 1-76, last date being April 1865, but date of issue doubtful. Livraison 8 
contains rest of Ralli and Mon. 31, Anseres, pp. 1-108, dated May 1866, again issue 
doubtful. Livraison 9, rest of Mon., Anseres ; Mon. 32, Coraces, and Mon. 33, Uri- 
natores complete, dated April 1867, published late in 1867. Livraison 10 contains 
Struthiones, Mon. 34 ; Mon. 35, Columbse and a Revue des les Oiseaux de Proie dated 
July 1873. The Livraison 11 includes Revue Pitta, Revue Psittaci and Revue Alce¬ 
dines, dated April-June 1874, which completed the birds at that time. Monograph 40, 
dated March 1876, covered the Simise, but some years afterward as Vol. VIII., Monograph 
41 (also as Livraison XIII.), appeared the Tinami, dated March 1880. Then as Liv¬ 
raison 14, Vol. IX., appeared a Table Alphabetique (Vol. I.-VIII.) by Dr. F. A. Jentink 
in 1881. The Simiae, as Vol. VII., are separately indexed, the whole of the Aves being 
then indexed with reference to Monographs, but, unfortunately, generally the book is 
bound in six volumes according to a classification which I termed extraordinary as 
follows: Vol. I. includes Mons. 1, 15, 25 and 32, i.e., Buceros, Buccones, Cuculi and 
Coraces; Vol. II. includes Mons. 11, 12, 2, 13, 4, 5, 6, 3, 7, 8, 9, 10, Resume general 
Aves rapaces, and 36, i.e., Oti, Striges, Falcones, Circi, Astures, Asturinse, Buteones, 
Aquilse, Milvi, Femes, Polybori, Vultures, Resume general Aves rapaces and Revue 
Oiseaux de Proie ; Vol. HI. includes Mons. 26, 38, 18, 19, 17, 39, 14, and 37, i.e., Psittaci, 
Revue Psittaci, Meropes, Momotus, Alcedines, Revue Alcedines, Pitta and Revue Pitta; 
Vol. IV. includes Mons. 35, 34 and 29, i.e., Columbae, Struthiones and Cursores; Vol. V. 
for Mons. 27, 30, 28, 16 and 20, i.e., Scolopaces, Ralli, Ciconim, Ardeseand Ibis; Vol. VI. 
for Mons. 31, 22, 23, 24, 21 and 33, i.e., Anseres, Procellariae, Lari, Sternse, Pelecani 
and Urinatores ; Vol. VII., Mon. 40, Simiae ; Vol. VIII. contains the Tinami alone. 

As Schlegel was a great lumper there are not many new names. Prion ariel (ex 
Gould MS.), Procellaria smithi, Ardea flavicollis australis, Anas malacorhyncha, 
Procellaria adamastor. 

Museum Leverianum. —The title of a work dealing with the objects in that Museum, written 
by G. Shaw and published in six parts, five of which constitute the part I. as bound up, 
the sixth being now lettered as part II. 

Pt. 1, Jan. 12th, 1792 ; pt. 2, May 3rd, 1792 ; pts. 3 and 4, Nov. 22nd, 1792 ; pt. 5, 
Feb. 14th, 1793 ; pt. 6, 12 pis. and text, 1796. 

The new names are Pinguinaria , Psittac'us splendidus, P . terrestris and Loxia guttata. 

Swainson in his Taxidermy, a foolish title to cover so much interesting matter on 
the “ Bibliography of Zoology,” has given a short account of this Museum and its 
proprietor that may he here epitomised. Sir Ashton Lever, the son of Sir D’Arcy 
Lever, of Alkington, near Manchester, was obsessed with the collecting mania and 
bought every item of zoology and mineralogy that was offered, so that his Museum 
soon became the largest, as regards zoology, in Britain, and he received many gifts 
from Sir Joseph Banks, Captain Cook, etc. His affairs became involved through his 
unrestricted purchases for his Museum, and he was induced to remove it to London 
and exhibit it at Saville House, Leicester Square, for monetary 7, recompense. This took 
place in 1775, and was a great success for some time, as it was stated to have excelled 
the animal collection of the British Museum. When the novelty wore off Lever’s 
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position again became difficult and he disposed of it in 1785 by means of a lottery ; 
according to tradition the only prize was the whole Museum and this was won by 
Parkinson, a dentist. A building was erected by Parkinson on the Surrey side of the 
Blackfriars Bridge and it persisted there for twenty more years. In 1805 the Museum 
was dispersed b}' public auction and the rarities went all over the continent of Europe ; 
many of the Australian birds wore bought on account of the Ro 3 r al Museum at Vienna, 
and nearly seventy years afterwards an account of these was given by Pelzeln (q.v.). 
This dispersal was regretted by most naturalists afterwards, as apparently little effort 
was made on account of the British Museum to retain any of the best novelties. 

Museum Senckenberg. —A periodical in three volumes which was also issued in parts, dates 
on wrappers being as follows : Vol. I., heft, i., pp. 1-96, pis. i.-v., end Sept. 1833; heft 2, 
pp. 97-188 ; heft vi., ix. and xi., 1834; heft 3, pp. 189-295, pis. x. and xn.-xvm. (pref. 
Oct.), 1834. Vol. II., heft. I., pp. 1-116, pis. i.-vi., 1836; heft n., pp. 117-190, pis. 
vn.-xi. (before April), 1837 ; heft m., pp. 191-310, pis. xn.-xvn., 1837. Vol. III., 
heft i., pp. 1-90, pis. i.-v., 1839 ; heft n., pp. 91—196; heft vi.-xn., 1842; heft m., 
pp. 197-318, pis. xm.-xvn., 1845. 

Under the title Ornithologische Miscellen., Riippell wrote some Monographs in this 
periodical, including one of the genus Ceblepyris , naming G. maxima, affinis and jardinii, 
the former having slight priority over a Gouldian name. 

Katalog Vogelsammlung Mus. Senckenb. was prepared by E. Hartert, and though 
the pref. is signed middle of Jan. 1891, the Katalog was not issued until July or August. 
In it Hartert named Himantopus seebohmi. 

Naturalists' Library. —A series of forty octavo volumes issued under the direction of Sir 
William Jardine, who wrote the majority of the volumes. The dates of issue range 
from 1833 to 1843 and fourteen volumes deal with birds. To each volume is affixed a 
Memoir of a well-known naturalist, but these do not always agree with the subject 
with which the author was most closely allied. The publication met with such success 
that, at the conclusion of the separate issue, a cheaper edition was at once put on the 
market, and this was followed by another. The original issue has two numbers, the 
number of the volume in the Library and the number of the volume in the subject, 
the reissues only the latter, and these are not in the same order ; the cheaper editions 
are in red cloth covers.

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While the text is generally recorded as being identical, “ a stereo ” in the reissues, 
comparison of the Parrot volume, e.g., shows that the plates have a locality inscribed on 
them, and the Memoir of Bewick is enlarged by twenty-one pages, giving a different 
number to all the pages of the text proper. Again, the titles of some of the volumes 
are altered, as Vol. V. (3) of the original issue, as No. 14 of the second issue, is called 
Gallinaceous Birds. There is no date on the title-pages of the reissue, so that it may 
be recognised in whatever binding it may be. 

The original series was published by Lizars, and the reissue is also by Lizars, but a couple 
of years later, 1848, a reissue of the second set in similar bindings was made by H. G. Bohn. 

Engelmann records a new edition : “ The people's edition . . with 10 to 12 

col. pis., and 130-150 pp. letterpress will be published in 1845 @ Is. 4d. per vol.” 
I think this project must have fallen through in favour of the reissue above noted as 
I have never seen a volume, though all the others are very common. 

An attempt was made to translate the series into German, and failed after ten volumes 
had been issued as follows :—

The first six were translated by Aug. Diezmann, the last four by Friedr. Treitscke, 
and they were published at Pesth. As regards the birds, while the text is the same, 
the plates are very variable in colouring, some agreeing exactly, others not at all, red 
being placed instead of blue, etc. It will be noted also that the Memoirs have been 
altered, in the Pigeon volume Pliny being replaced by Haller, and in the Parrot volume 
Bewick giving way to the Le Vaillant, who appeared with the second volume of the 
Birds of W. Africa. Ochsenheimer with Vol. IX., the second of Entomology, 
appears to be an entire innovation. There is apparently no novelty in connection 
with the text proper. 

Memoirs of workers well known also in Ornithology appear in the other volumes of 
the Library as Gesner (Horses), Ray (Beetles), AJdrovandus (British Quadrupeds), 
Sloane (Elephants), Buffon (Monkeys), Pallas (Wild Dogs), Banks (Fishes (Perch) ), 
Azara (Bogs), Cuvier (Cats), Peron (Marine Amphibians), etc., etc. 

Lear painted the Pigeons and Parrots, and the background in these paintings are 
exquisite, while the birds are, of course, excellent. Swainson made his own drawings 
for his volumes. 

Jardine wrote all the bird volumes except those written by Selby and Swainson, 
and did not introduce any new names. Both these other writers however did, Selby 
proposing the genus name Phaps, and Swainson the genus name Leucocerca and the 
species Myiagra latirostris, the latter from a specimen in the Paris Museum, not the 
same as that to which Gould later gave the same name. 

There was a new series based on this published in 1893—97 which does not concern 
us directly, but is of use for references as the volumes were well written. 

Naturalist’s Miscellany .—This very important work was issued in parts consisting of 3 or 
4plates monthly, and these were bound up into volumes, and it is now very difficult 
to trace the exact date of the parts. Sherborn in the Ann. Mag. Nat. Hist., Ser. 6, 
Vol. XV., pp. 375-376, April 1895, furnished the first account in which the first part 
was stated to be published on August 1st, 1789, and was succeeded by 286 parts which 
was to the date of Shaw’s death, when 4 plates were ready but no text to them, the 
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number of plates being altogether 1,068, the number of parts 287, the dates 1789-1813, 
bound into twenty-four volumes. 

In the Bull. Amer. Mus. Nat. Hist., Vol. XXXI., March 4th, 1912, J. A. Allen, in an 
article entitled “ Historical and Nomenclatorial Notes on North American Sheep, 1 ” 
included a revised “ Collation of Shaw and Nodder’s Naturalists' Miscellany.” This 
was revised and confirmed from other copies by Osgood, Proc. Biol. Soc. Wash., Vol. 
XXVII., pp. 1-4, Feb. 2nd, 1914. 

The plates were prepared by E. P. Nodder and the text provided by G. Shaw, the 
director of the British Museum. This work has been depreciated by such writers as 
Swainson and more recently Newton, but, notwithstanding their remarks, there is 
much of novelty and value in the work. 

No fewer than 284 birds are figured in this work, and the following names are quoted 
from it in Australian literature alone : Motacilla superb a (Vol. I.), Psittacus magnificus 
(Vol. IL), Psittacus gloriosus (Vol. II.), Psittacus concinnus (Vol. III.), Psittacus eximius 
(Vol. III.), Psittacus pulchellus (Vol. III.), Anas plutonia (Vol. III.), Motacilla hirun- 
dinacea (Vol. IV.), Pipra punctata (Vol. IV.), Psittacus junereus (Vol. VI.), Anas lobata 
(Vol. VIII.), Paradisea parkinsoniana (Vol. XIV.), Alcedo tribrachys (Vol. XVI)., 
Psittacus zonarius (Vol. XVI.), Psittacus undulatus (Vol. XVI.), Psittacus mdanotus 
(Vol. XVI.), Anas fasciata (Vol. XVII.), Motacilla dubia (Vol. XXII.), and the name 
Casuarius australis (Vol. III.), which has caused the recent antagonism to this work. 
It may be as well to give roughly the dates of the volumes for easy reference, exactitude 
being achieved by study of the other papers quoted. Thus Vol. I., Aug. 1st, 1789, 
to July 1790 ; Vol. IL, 1790-91; Vol. III., 1791-92; Vol. IV., 1792-3; Vol. V., 
1793-4 ; Vol. VI., 1794-5 ; Vol. VII., 1795-6 ; Vol. VIIL, 1796-7 ; Vol. IX, 1797-8 ; 
Vol. X, 1798-9; Vol. XI., 1799-1800; Vol. XH„ 1800-01; Vol. XIII, 1801-2; 
Vol. XIV., 1802-3; Vol. XV, 1803-4; Vol. XVI, 1804-5; Vol. XVIL, 1805-6; 
Vol. XVTU, 1806-7; Vol. XIX., 1807-8; Vol. XX, 1808-9; Vol. XXI, 1809-10; 
Vol. XXII, 1810-11 ; Vol. XXIII, 1811-12 ; Vol. XXIV, 1812-13. 

Naturalises Pocket Magazine . —This curious little book is of interest, as it contains novel 
accounts of birds given to the editor by a nameless friend who had resided in New 
South Wales, and new plants are described from the same source. It was issued in 
London in small octavo with 3 coloured plates and text to a part, twenty parts to a 
volume, and seven volumes appeared between the years 1798-1802. 

Nattmann, Johann Andreas. —Bom 1744, died 1826. Johann Friedrich. Born 1780, 
died 1857. Father and son, who wrote the Natural History of the Birds of Germany, 
the first four volumes, 1795-1804, by the father alone, the latter eight additional parts 
with the assistance of the son, 1805-6, 10-17. 

A new edition by the son in 12 volumes, 1822-44, then followed, which contains 
one name I quote.

Nelson, Edward William. —Born May 8th, 1855. A well-knowm American Ornithologist 
who has collected extensively in Alaska, the Western United States, Mexico and 
Guatemala. Since 1916 he has been chief of the Biological Survey in the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture. Passed the time from 1877 to 1881 in Alaska, with head- 
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quarters in the vicinity of St. Michaels. All his collections were sent to the U.S. 
National Museum.

(Strepsilas interpret) pacificus. 

Newton, Alfred. —Great. British Ornithologist, horn June 11th, 1829, died June 7th, 1907. 
Obituary notice Emu, Vol. VII., p. 113, 1907 ; portrait, plate xn., p. 168, 1908. 

Was a great friend and good hater and many of his criticisms are scarcely fair owing 
to the latter fact. Nevertheless, though his ornithological knowledge was rarely 
revealed owing to his desire for absolute accuracy (an impossible aim), his library, 
which he bequeathed to Cambridge University, and where it has lain unhonoured for 
fifteen years, was the most wonderful ever brought together on the subject of orni¬ 
thology. He spared no effort to enrich this, and his essay at the beginning of the 
Dictionary of Birds can scarcely be improved upon. He rarely described new forms, and 
his only effort in connection with Australian birds was rather unfortunate.

This should be in the library of every would-be ornithologist on account of the mass 
of valuable information on every subject written in a very readable manner, and notes 
of extreme value are often added as an after-thought by Newton. 

The Introduction, however, with an Index, running to 124 pages, is the most wonder¬ 
ful essay yet written, giving the history of bird study from every angle in the most 
compact manner and showing a specialists knowledge that will probably never be 
rivalled. 

Nicholls, Brooke. —Present-day Australian Ornithologist who has furnished some notes 
on the Lyre-Bird to the Victorian Naturalist and other notes to the Emu ; the recent 
papers, one in conjunction with Alexander on the Little Penguin in Vols. XVI. and 
XVII., being very valuable. 

Nitzsch, Christian Ludwig. —Great German Avian student who investigated aspects of 
bird-structure previously ignored, e.g., Pterylography. Born 1782, died Aug. 4th, 1837, 
his largest work was posthumously published under the direction of Burmeister.

Calamanthus isabellinus. 

Having previously described in the Ibis, 1895, July 1st, from the Expedition, Turnix 
leucogaster, Bhipidura albicauda, Xerophila nigricincta, Climacteris superciliosa , Ptilotis 
Jceartlandi and Spcithopterus. In the Ibis, 1904, p. 672, Oct., he named Malurus australis , 
and in the Ibis, 1912, Jan., p. 119, proposed Alcyone ramsayi, Neositta mortoni and 
Trichodere. 

Contributed papers to the Proceedings Linnean Society of New South Wales, in which 
Journal he described Posphila aurantiirostris (Vol. XXVII.) and Motacilla barnardi 
(Vol. XXX.). 

Would have nothing to do with the Emu, the official organ of the Royal Australasian 
Ornithologists’ Union, but published his notes in the Victorian Naturalist, the Agricul¬ 
tural Gazette of New South Wales and the Records of the Australian Museum. Never¬ 
theless in the Emu, Vol. VI., p. 78, Oct. 1906, appeared Platycercus melanoptera , 
attributed to North. 

In the Victorian Naturalist in addition to notes on eggs, etc., he named the new 
genus Eremiornis with E . carteri , Platycercus macgillivrayi , Corvus bennetti in Vol. XVII.; 
Malurus assimilis in Vol. XVIII.; Amytis modesta, Bhipidura intermedia , and Cala¬ 
manthus albiloris in Vol. XIX. ; Chalcophaps occidentalis in Vol. XXIV.; Psephotus 
cucullatus in Vol. XXV.; Acanthiza whitlocki in Vol. XXVI., and the new genus Lacu- 
stroica with L. whitei or inconspicua. 

In the Agricultural Gazette of New South Wales, in a series of articles on birds useful 
to agriculture (this must be explained, otherwise no one would guess -why scientific 
bird articles should appear in such a publication), he described Acanthiza mastersi 
(Vol. XII., 1901), the genus Oreoscopus (Vol. XVI., 1905), the genus Ashbyia and the 
name A. lovei , and Dacelo mclennani (Vol. XXQI., 1911). 

In the Records of the Australian Museum, in addition to notes on ornithology such 
as Malurus leucopterus Q. and G. and the record of Butastur teesa, he described as new 
Platycercus occidentalis (Vol. II.), Psopliodes crepitans lateralis (a rare early instance of 
a trinomial, the only one used b} r North) and Collyriocincla cerviniventris and Ptilotis 
leilavelensis in Vol. III., Pachycephala meridionalis and Pcephila neglecta in Vol. V. and 
Melithreptus magnirostris in Vol. VI. 

In the Australian Museum Special Catalogue No. 1, dealing with the Nests and Eggs 
of Birds found breeding in Australia and Tasmania, he often pointed out subspecific 
differences and named seven only with binomial names, though carefully noting that 
these were only subspecies, as Gerygone pallida, Calamanthus diemenensis , Acanthiza 
albiventris, Acanthiza zietzi, Geobasileus a'ustralis in Vol. I., and Platycercus diemenensis 
and Pezoporus flaviventris in Vol. III. 

This work is of inestimable value, but shows one unfortunate feature, the neglect of 
contemporary records, because North did not like the recorder. Whether the records 
were worthy of belief or not was not a subject of discussion, but North simply ignored 
them. This matter was pointed out by H. L. White in the Emu, Vol. XV., pp. 57 et 
seq., July 1915, who gave list of omissions. The erratic publication of this Catalogue 
needs record.

Nouveau Dictionnaire d’Histoire Naturelle .—The first edition has so far provided little of 
technical interest, but as Osgood (Proc. Biol. Soc. Wash., pp. 1-4, Feb. 2nd, 1914) 
has published dates of issue from Richmond’s MS. these are here quoted : Vols. 1-3, 
Dec. 6th, 1802; Vols. 4-6, Feb. 4th, 1803 ; Vols. 7-9, April 14th, 1803 ; Vols. 10-12, 
June 13th, 1803; Vols. 13-15, Aug. 12th, 1803; Vols. 16-18, Nov. 8th, 1803; Vols. 
19-21, Dec. 22nd, 1803; Vols. 22-24, March 7th, 1804.

The second edition was called nouvelle edition and was entirely rewritten, the birds 
being undertaken by Vieillot, who monographed the whole of the known avian forms 
in a most careful and accurate manner. Having at his disposal the specimens in the 
Paris Museum brought back by Peron and Lesueur, Quoy and Gaimard, etc., many of 
which had never been described, he was enabled to introduce to science many new 
species of Australian birds. It must be here recorded that, through the death of Mange 
and later of Peron, and the subsequent emigration of Lesueur to America, the localities 
of the specimens were not trustworthy, and especially in connection with Australian 
specimens, some from Timor being labelled Nouvelle Hollande, and vice versa , others 
from King George’s Sound, West Australia, being given as from King Island, Bass’ 
Straits, and vice versa, and such-like errors, of which Vieillot at the time was ignorant. 

In the following list I have included in brackets many birds ascribed to Australia 
by Vieillot, which are now known to be extra-limital.

It is certain these came from Cook’s First Voyage, but whether from 
Cook, Banks, or some other traveller is problematical. 

As he did not pretend to systematic technical details his works are not quoted as 
much as some others, but very often names were based upon his descriptions.

Since this was written I have noted (Literary Life of Thomas Pennant, p. 12): 

“ In 1770 I published ciii. additional plates to the three volumes of British Zoology 
(the 2nd edition) ... it appeared in an octavo volume of 60 pages, in which is 
included a list of European birds extra Britannic.” This has not yet been seen, but 
if it should agree, as is expected, with the 1777 list the above name will date back to 1770.

T. Pennant died on Dec. 16th, 1798, and the last two volumes were issued in 1800, 
edited by his son, David Pennant, who, in the preface dated April 12th, 1800, wrote: 
“ to John Latham, Esq., I am indebted for an augmentation to the Catalogue of Birds 
of China and of New Holland.” 

Vol. III., The View of India extra Gangem, China and Japan, 1800. 

IV., The View of the Malayan Isles, New' Holland and the Spicy 
Islands, 1800. 

New Holland is dealt with on pages 98-147 where a condensed account of its discovery 
and settlement is given ; on pp. 118—133 is a Faunula drawn up (by Latham) from 
Phillip, White and others. No Latin names are given, but this is probably the first 
attempt at a Faunal List of Australian Animals. 
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Penny Cyclopedia (Knight).—In this periodical, published in penny numbers, many good 
zoological articles accompanied by clear drawings appear. It was published in 4to 
in London, and I have 27 vols. and two supplements =29 vols., 1833-43, 1845, 1846. 

In Vol. XXIII., 1842, the name Dromaius parvulus Gould was quoted, but I have 
not noted any other innovations in connection with ornithology. 

The success of this publication enabled Knight to publish many other works, using 
the same letterpress and blocks, such as 44 The Museum of Animated Nature ” ; this 
was made up in different style as the 44 English Cyclopaedia,” divided into sections, 
Section II. being Natural History, in 4 vols., 1854-56, all the natural history articles 
of the Penny Cyclopaedia being reprinted with additions and alterations, and in this 
reprint the name D. parvulus is omitted. 

Perks.— Australian Ornithologist. 

A collection of birds in the British Museum from Perks are all labelled South Australia 
because Perks lived there. 

Peron, Francis: —Famous French Naturalist Voyageur, born Aug. 22nd, 1775, died 
Dec. 14th, 1810. Memoir in Jardine’s Naturalists’ Library, Mammalia, Vol. VIII., 
1839. 

Separately, L. Audiat, Sa vie, ses voyages et ses ouvrages, 1858.

The first volume was written by Peron, and the second was completed by Louis 
Freycinet as Peron died in 1810 and Lesueur edited his papers, but the authorship of 
the volume is Freycinet’s. 

It may be recorded here that Bauclin, the captain of la Geographe, died at lie de 
France, Sept. 16th, 1803 ; Mauge, zoologist, died at He Maria, Feb. 21st, 1802 ; 
Peron survived ; Levillain, zoologist, died at sea Dec. 29th, 1801 ; Depuch, mineralogist, 
disembarked at He de France, Feb. 3rd, 1803, and died a few days later ; Lesueur, 
the natural history painter survived for years, while the whole of the natural history 
staff of the Naturaliste appeared to have disembarked at the He de France, more or 
less ill. 

Perry, George. —Arcana, 1 vol., 8vo, London, 1810-11. 

A strange periodical reported upon in the Victorian Naturalist, Vol. XXIX., pp. 7 
dseq,, May 1912. Was issued in 21 parts, 4 plates to a part, on the first of each month 
from Jan. 1st, 1810, to Sept. 1st, 1811.

Petherick, Edward Augustus. —Born 1847. The 44 Petherick ” coHection of Australian 
books should provide some supplementary articles to this Bibliography. 

Phillip, Arthur. —Born 1738. Died 1814. Voyage of Governor Phillip to Botany Bay 
(55 plates), 4to, London, 1789. 

“Part relative to natural history by Latham ” who did not give Latin names but 
introduced some of the new species into his Index Ornithologicus, then practically 
complete. 

In this book many novelties are figured for the first time, the complete series being 
Caspian Tem, Blue-bellied Parrot, Tabuan Parrot, Pennantian Parrot, Pacific Parra- 
keet, Sacred Kingfisher, Male Superb Warbler, Female ditto, Norfolk Island Petrel, 
Bronze-winged Pigeon, Whitefrouted Heron, Wattled Bee-eater, Psittaceous Hornbill, 
Bankian Cockatoo variety, Red-shouldered Parrakeet, New r Holland Goatsucker, New 
Holland Cassowary, White Gallinula, Great Brown Kingsfisher.

—Instead of this title the publication is now 
called the Journal, and there is a Zoological and a Botanical Series. Very few paper’s 
of interest to Australian ornithologists have appeared in this. Sharpe, however, made 
use of the Journal, Vol. XVT., pp. 318, 432, 1882. The Linnean Society’s Library 
includes Linne’s library and many other rare works. 

Proceedings of the Linnean Society of Neiv South Wales.— Published irregularly, the recent 
parts bearing dates of issue. The dates of the early parts were given in the Second 
Series. Vol. X., p. 533, but in connection with Ornithology many of the most generally 
referred to papers are in the first four volumes, so that the date of these I reproduce 
here: Vol. I., pt. i„ pp. 1-20, April 27th, 1875 ; pt. 2, pp. 21-96, Feb. 1876; pt. 3, 
pp. 97-168, July 1876 ; pt. 4, pp. 169-282, Feb. 1877 ; pt. 5, 283-419, March 1877.

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Proc. Zool. Soc. [London). —Under the title the Proceedings of the Committee of Sciences and 
Correspondence of the Zoological Society, this famous periodical was begun in 1830, but 
from 1833 onwards under the Proceedings of the Zoological Society only, shortly abbre¬ 
viated to P.Z.S. Issued irregularly until it got years behind, it was pulled up in 1859. 
The exact dates of publication, occupying some pages, of the years 1830-1858 were 
given by P. L. Sclater in the 1893 July number. 

From 1859 to date, four numbers per year have been issued fairly regularly as follows : 
papers read in January and February have been issued on June 1st; papers read in 
March and April on August 1st, papers read in May and June on October 1st; and 
those read in November and December (there being no meetings from June to 
November) on April 1st of tho following year. 

Peice, Edward. —Born December 8th, 1884, in the Parish of Llangynwyd, Glamorgan¬ 
shire. A Welsh Naturalist w r ho has helped me in many ways.

Pucheran, Jacques— Born June 2nd, 1817. Died 1894. Curator of Birds in the Paris 
Museum, wrote a very valuable series of papers on the types of Cuvier, Vieiliot and 
Lesson in that Institution.

This has generally been quoted as of Jacquinot et Pucheran, but since I pointed out 
that I had a copy in which only Pucheran was credited w T ith the authorship, I have 
confirmed this by noting that Bonaparte (Comptes Rendus, XXXVII. p. 543), and 
Hartlaub in Wiegmann’s Archiv fur 1853 both gave only Pucheran, the former writing 
“de la part de M. Pucheran, le volume . . . dont il est Pauteur.” My copy is the 
one that was formerly in the possession of Hartlaub. 

Podargus vincendonii , Myiagra grisea , Golluricincla turdoides . 

It may also be recorded that the plates were issued in advance but only bore verna¬ 
cular names, and that in this volume Pucheran (p. 16) gives the dates of issue of these 
plates. Further, these vernaculars were cited by Bonaparte and Gray in their respective 
works, generally with a Latin equivalent but with the authority of Hombron and 
Jacquinot, the naturalists of the voyage. 

Pycraft, William Plane. —Born 1868. English Ornithologist who has issued many 
papers dealing with the anatomy of birds, but who has generally refrained from 
indicating any results of his researches. 
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Began a series in the Proc. Zool. Soc. (Lond.) entitled Contributions to the Osteology 
of Birds.

Queensland Philosophical Society .—I have given details of the extraordinary beginning of 
the publications of this Society in the Austral Avian Record, Vol. II., pp. 144-145, 
1915, in connection with Diggles. 

Apparently the accounts of the meetings were printed in the newspapers and then 
octavo leaflets struck off for the members. Twelve of such articles appear to constitute 
Vol. I., dating from about 1864 to 1872 ; Vol. II. was issued as a bound volume in 
1878, but the articles were previously printed in the newspapers and may have been 
sent out. Vol. III. runs to 1882, and the Society was merged into the Royal Society 
of Queensland. 


Quoy, Jean Rene Constant (born 1790, died 1869) et Gaimard, Paul Joseph. —Born 
1796. Died 1858. Naturalist Voyagers on two famous French Expeditions, known to 
ornithologists as those of the Uranie et Physicienne and of the Astrolabe, but in Library 
Catalogues the works are listed under Freycinet and Dumont d’Urville respectively.

The last named was also published 
in the Ann. Sci. Nat., Paris, Vol. V., p. 484, 1825, previously.

Rafinesque, Constantine Samuel. —Born 1783. Died 1840. Also known as 
Kafinesque-Schmaltz. One of the most wonderful geniuses that natural science has yet 
seen, half a century ahead of his time, and erratic through discontent at his non- 
recognition, unfortunate in every way. Left Europe for America, landed from a 
shipwreck with loss of all his works, MSS. and collections. Endowed with wonderful 
imagination, he purposed a series of works dealing with the Fauna and Flora of North 
America, still unequalled even in the imagination of any naturalist. 

He died in abject poverty, in an attic, in Philadelphia, leaving one of the longest, 
if not the longest, wills ever filed in that city. Creditors contemplated selling his body 
to a medical college, but lie was finally buried. Recently the Philadelphia naturalists 
placed a slab over his grave. Rafinesque’s body was one of three placed one above 
the other in one grave. The others are unknown paupers. 

His remains were carefully removed from the cemetery in Philadelphia in 1919 
and taken to Lexington, Kentucky, where they were installed in Transylvania 
University, in which institution Rafinesque w r as a professor one hundred years ago. 
He has now received his long overdue reward.

Ramsay, Edward Pierson. —-The first great Ornithologist produced by Australia. Born.

His early contributions were published in the Ibis and the Proceedings of the Zoological 
Society of London, but his later ones in the Proceedings of the Linnean Society of New 
South Wales. To the first-named, the Ibis, the notes in the volumes for 1863, 1865 and 
1867, w T ere mostly about breeding-habits, but a name Zosterops australis (1863, p. 180) 
was printed in error, and in Ibis, 1867, p. 255, the name Pardalotus leadbeateri w r as printed 
to invite discussion, though it had been anticipated.

It is fortunate that this contains little novel ornithology, the only name being 
Myderia novcehollandice (Donovan), Vol. XXIV., March 1913. The dates have been 
published by B. D. Jackson in An attempt to ascertain dates of publication of Rees’s 
Cyclopaedia, 8vo, London, 1895. 

Reichenbach, Heinrich Gottlieb Ludwig.—B orn Jan. 8th, 1793. Died March 17th, 
1879. Another eccentric genius who was in charge of the Museum at Dresden and 
published thousands of miniature representations of birds in practically leaflets with 
two or three titles to each. No complete set has been examined and it is difficult to 
find out the truth. 

Apparently the majority of the tracts were published as part of a series entitled 
“Die vollstandigste Naturgeschichte des In-und Auslandes,” etc., but this is only 
sometimes noted as a signature. The following notes are provided as a basis for 
research:— 

Avium Systema Naturale. Das Natiirliche System der Vogel, 1 vol., 100 plates 
only, 4to, Dresden, 1849-50. 

Published in parts, according to Sherborn, as follows : pis. 1-51, Dec. 1st, 1849 ; 
pis. 52-71, March 1st, 1850 ; pis. 72-86, June 1st, 1850 ; and pis. 87—100, Aug. 1st, 
1850. 

The only text known was published under the title Das Natiirliche System der Vogel, 
Vorwort dated Oct. 1st, 1852; Dr. Richmond questions issue before 1853, but I should 
think from analogy with Reichenbach’s other publications that it was probably issued 
in 1852. 

[I am quite confident that this appeared in 1853 ; it was issued in his Handbuch 
der speciellen Ornithologie, Lief 3.—C.W.R.] 

The plates only consist of unidentifiable figures of heads, wings, tails and feet, and 
the names should not be accepted from that place. I have discussed the contemporary 
misidentifications of Cabanis, Bonaparte and Gray, in the Austral Av. Rec., Vol. V., 
pp. 12-17,1922, and urged their rejection, though the only names that have been cited 
in Australian literature are few, Glypfiidiura , Cyclopsitta and Stagonopleura, but two 
of these unhappily caused complications. 

From Das Natiirliche System der Vogel, which includes many genera with type 
names, numerous new names are quoted : Megaloprepia , Myristicivora, Tomopeleia, 
Stktopdeia , Lophopliaps , Hypotcenidia, Amaurornis , Ccesarornis, Tachybaptus, Pela- 
godroma, Rhantistes, Thalassarche, Lobivanellus , Ostralegus , Sarciophorus, Melanibyx , 
CaryhibiSy Spatherodia , Typhon, Radjah , Hypoleucus, Piscatrix, Plancus, Lepturus , 
Catoptropdicanus , Antigone , Majaqueus , Ardenna, Thalassoica, Phoebetria , Coprotheres, 
Marila, Stictonetta . 

Vollstandigste Naturgeschichte der Vogel Neuhollands; or Die neuentdeckten Vogel 
Neuhollands, simply a translation of Gould’s text to his Birds of Australia, was published 
in 8vo, in three parts; pt. I., pp. 1-248 at Easter time, 1845 ; pt. ii., pp. 1-172 
in 1847 (?); pt. m., pp. 173-368, 1850. 

A few errors and emendations occur as Xiphidiorhynchus . 

This was issued as the second volume of the Vollstand. Naturg. Vogel In-und 
Auslandes, published at Dresden. 

The “ Vollstand. Naturg.” dates from 1834 onwards, and is generally found in mono¬ 
graphs of coloured plates with a small tract bound in with names and references to the 
included plates, and this is dated, and place of origin given as Leipzig. These are listed 
separately by Sherborn, but noted as part of the “ Voflst. Naturg.” 

Praktisch-gemeinnutzige Naturgeschichte der Vogel des In-und Auslandes, 16 pp., 
4to, Leipzig, 1836 
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Refers to a published “ Kupfersammlung, erster Theil mit 408 Abbildungen der 
Schwimmvogel,” which was apparently the item catalogued by Engelmann (p. 119) as 
“ Der NaturfreundLief 1-32 u. Lief 33-38J, Leipzig, 1834-43. 

Anas pcecilothorax. See A.A.R., V., p. 3, 1922. 

Synopsis Avium Iconibus coloratis hucusque rite cognitarum specierum. Issued, 
according to Sherbom, with Wiegmann’s Archiv for 1845; includes the names Larus 
australis , Sterna gouldii, Platalea melanorliynchos (which Reichenbach claimed as being 
published in 1834).

En vente les 
volumes des planches complets. Natatores ou Nageurs, livr. 6|. Grallatores ou 
Echassiers, livr. 4. Rasores ou Gallinacees (Fulicariae, Rallariae, Columbariae, Gallin- 
ariae), livr. 15J. Prix de la livraison 1 R. 20 Ngr. ou 6 fr. 50 cent. Le Volume 
Quatrieme et Dernier contenant les Insessores et Rapaces paraitra incessamment. 5 ’ 
Novitiae ad Synopsin Avium No. IV. Natatores Dec. 1st, 1850. 

V. Grallatores July 1st, 1851. 

VI. Columbariae Oct. 1st, 1851. 

VII. Gallinaceae Sept. 1st, 1851.

No new names are quoted from the Alcedineae, but from the Meropinae, under which 
title Reichenbach included the Honey-eaters, are cited Zosterops albiventris, Conopophila, 
Stomiopera with S. incompta , Xanthotis, Melisytnpotes, Melichcera and Ptilotis analoga. 
From the Scansoriae (Tenuirostres) is used Microchelidon. 

After some years was added to the Handb. Spec. Ornith., Abth. II., Die Singvogel, 
which is bound up in one volume, but which appeared in three parts as :

Was part author of the Nomenclator Mus. Heineani Ornithologici ( q.v .) and dated 
the preface Sept. 1890, after which date it was issued. 

Vogel der Zoologischen Garten, 8vo, Berlin, 1882-84. 

Issued in two parts, pt. I., pp. 1-278, pref. May 1882; pt. n., pp. 279-456, i.-xix., 1884. 

This is an important book to systematists, through the peculiar views of the author, 
who published herein a novel classification of birds which fortunately was brought 
to the notice of Sharpe [q.v.), who therefore included it in his “Recent Attempts,” etc.

Revue Zoologique par la Societe Guvierienne .—Issued monthly, the part dated June appearing

Revue et Magasin cle Zoologie pure et applique, which was also called second series of the 
Revue Zool., and which came to an end about 1880, the latter years showing the failure 
of the project by the numbers being issued months late. 

Des Murs, Bonaparte, Lafresnaye, Lesson, etc., etc., all contributed to this periodical 
when in its prime, and it is therefore an important book of reference. 

Richmond, Charles Wallace. —Born Dec. 31st, 1868. The backbone of recent systematic 
work through his self-sacrifice in cataloguing all bird-names, arduous labour for which 
little thanks are ever given in the lifetime of the martyr. The life-work of Richmond 
and Sherborn leaves no excuse for the careless worker. Only three lists of names have 
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.yet been published, but there seems to be a blight on scientific publication in America 
also, as the complete work has not yet appeared, while comparatively worthless mono¬ 
graphs of huge size on the climatic variation of Sparrows can be issued.

Has employed collectors to 
investigate the Avifauna of the Pacific Islands, Moluccas, New Guinea, etc , and has 
published the results in a handsome manner in his own Journal, the Novitates 
Zoologicse ( q.v .). His essays on Papuan Birds in conjunction with Hartert (q.v.) must 
be referred to by all interested in Australian ornithology.

The most 
painstaking and accurate of the ornithologists of the last half of the nineteenth century.

The preface is dated June 15th, 1879, but the title-page is dated 1880, and the part 
was received at the British Museum in August 1881. Separate copies, however, bear 
the date 1881, and it is included by Salvadori in his writings as being published in 1880. 

Vol. II., pt. i.-xvi., pp. 1-707, pref. May 1881, was issued as a separate publication 
in 1881, and Vol. III., pt. i.-xv., pp. 1-595, pref. date Dec. 1882, was separately issued 
in 1883. 

The Supplement came out in three parts in the Memorie again and was then separately 
paged continuously as commonly met with.

In the preparation of this fine work Salvadori visited nearly all the Museums of 
Europe, and wrote many articles on New Guinea and Moluccan birds in Italian journals, 
also contributing notes to the Ibis, etc. He named the birds from the Moluccas 
collected on the Challenger Expedition.

Museum, and his volumes are the most accurate of any of the series, the only fault 
being his non-rejection of pre-occupied names.

Cat. Birds Brit. Mus., Vol. XXV., 1895, dealing with these birds, in which he named 

Diomedea chionoptera . . 

He then began his Monograph with coloured plates, but after haying had many ot 
the plates prepared he died, and years afterwards Godman (q.v.) with the assistance 
of Sharpe prepared a text, and these were issued under Godman's name as a tribute of 
Salvin’s interest and memory.

Died Oct. 20th, 1907 Great English 
Ornithologist who completed the fourth edition of Yarrell s British Birds and then 
compiled a Manual which is the best used Text Book. Specialised m Gulls and lems 
and was invited to write up that group in the 
Catalogue Birds Brit. Mus., Yol. XXV., 1895. rr . c , ,. , . 

Previously he wrote a series of explanatory articles in the Proc Zool. boc. (Bond.), 
1876-78, and in the Bull. Brit. Om. Club, Vol. IV., 1895, named Micranous. 

Savigny, Marie Jules Cesar Lelorgne de. —Great French Naturalist, bo™ April 5tli, 
1777, died Oct. 5th, 1851. When the French under Napoleon conquered Egypt it was- 
decided to write up the new Accession. Under the title “ Description de 1 Egypt a 
complete work was projected, but after the plates had been piepaiec anc a 1 e 
was suspended by the adverse course of the war. Years afterwar a ew PV=> 
explanation of the text was issued under the editing of Audoum which was reprinted 

by the Willughby Society (q.v.). 
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The Histoire Naturelle begun by Savigny was a stupendous idea, the treatment 
being exhaustive in every manner, literary, historical and systematic. 

The Birds only covered the Birds of Prey and include the new names Elanus , Pandion, 
Haliaeetus and Strix, which were published in 1809. See Sherborn Proc. Zool. Soc. 
(Lond.), 1897, p. 285. Audouin’s text, which does not concern us, appeared in 1826. 

Schasffer, Jacob Christian. —Born 1718. Died 1790. 

Elementa ornithologica, 4to, Ratisbon, 1774. 

Same with new title-page only, 1779. 

Of no technical value. 

Museum Ornithologicum, 4to, Ratisbon, 1789. 

In this work the Brissonian genera are utilised in connection with a binomial 
nomenclature, and on this accomit is important in a system which pretends to use 
binomial names, see Novit. Zool., Vol. XVII., pp. 492-503, 1910 ; also Sclater, Ibis, 
1907, pp. 85-88. 

Schinz, Heinrich Rudolf. —Born March 20th, 1777. Died March 8th, 1861. Das 
Thierreich, 4 vols., 8vo, Stuttgart, 1821-22-23-25. 

A translation of Cuvier’s Regne Animal, but so much new matter is incorporated that 
it is practically a new work. 

Schlegel, Hermann. —Born June 10th, 1804. Died Jan. 17th, 1884. Great Dutch 
Ornithologist in charge of the Mus. des Pays Bas at Leiden, and under that title 
( q.v .) published a series of monographs in which an extreme lumping polic} r 
was adopted, and consequently few new names, as Prion arid (ex Gould 
MS.), Procellaria smiihii , Procellaria adamastor. Ardea flavicollis australis , Anas 
malacorhyncha.

Sclater, Phillip Lutley. —Born Nov. 4th, 1829. Died June 27th, 1913. Great British 
Ornithologist who was editor of the Ibis for many years and Secretary of the Zoological 
Society of London, which he raised to the premier position in the world. Specialised 
in Neotropical Ornithology and had little to do with Australian birds and was very 
unfortunate when he did touch them. Obituary and Portrait in Ibis, Oct. 1913, 
reproduced in Emu, Vol. XIII., p. 228.

I., MDCCLXVIII. and II., MDCCLXIX, published together.

Annus III., 1769; IV., 1770 ; V., 1772, do not concern us.

This was reprinted by the Willughby Society in 1882, 
and contains the names Apterodita , Columba bicolor , Sterna anoethetus, Tantalus varie - 
gatus, Alcedo undulata , Hirundo gutturalis. 

Scott, H. H.—Memoir on the Wedge-tailed Eagle : A Study in Avian Osteology. 
Launceston, Tasmania (no pagination), 16 pages, 2 plates, 8vo, 1909. 

Scudder, Samuel Hubbard. —Bom 1837. Died 1911. Bulletin of the U.S. National 
Museum, No. 19, 8vo, Washington, 1882. 

Nomenclator Zoologicus. 

An Alphabetical List of all Generic Names that have been employed by Naturalists 
to the close of the year 1879. 

Seebohm, Henry. —B.orn July 12th, 1832. Died Nov. 26th, 1895. Great English 
Ornithologist who disregarded fixed laws and made new ones for himself with little 
success. An original investigator whose fantasies demand attention and whose field¬ 
work is most praiseworthy. Wrote a History of British Birds which incurred the 
grave displeasure of Newton, who savagely depreciates it in his Introduction to the 
Dictionary of Birds. 

His mechanical methods of Bird Classification are of interest, as he brought 
together a lot of odd data, but his results are compamtively valueless. His pursuit 
of colour values led him astray, as he neglected too much the hints given by structure ; 
but he was probably correct in giving higher value to colour (in its correct appreciation) 
than to so-called structural characters. 

A History of British Birds with coloured illustrations of their eggs, 4 vols., 1883-1885. 

Gharadrius hiaticula major. 

Geographical Distribution of the Charadriidae, 4to, London, “ 1888.” 

Appeared in parts, the complete work, presented to the Smithsonian Institution, 
dated Dec. 25th, 1887. Full of novelty, which is helpful though not completely trust¬ 
worthy in the deductions put forward. 

Totanus tereJczus 

Wrote the fifth volume of the Catalogue Birds Brit. Mus. dealing with Warblers and 
Thrushes, and prepared a Monograph of the Thrushes which was completed by Sharpe 
after his death. 

Selby, Prideaux John.— Born 1788. Died 1867. Another great English Ornithologist 
who published Illustrations of British Ornithology in folio parts and an octavo text 
volume in 1825 (pref. Feb. 10th) dealing -with the Land Birds. In this hitherto

neglected volume is a List of the “ Types of the genera,” for which see the Austral Av. 
Rec., Vol. V., pp. 74-80, 1923. When he completed his work he published the Water 
Birds text in octavo in 1833, but also revised and published the Land Birds. 

Catalogue of the Generic and Subgeneric Types Aves, 8vo, Newcastle, 1840. 

This little work was published as a guide to the distribution of the varied generic 
types. 

Haliastur , Poliocephalus . 

Selby wrote the volume in the Naturalists’ Library ( q.v .) dealing with Pigeons, 
introducing the genus Phaps , and collaborated with Jardine (q.v.) in the Illustrations 
of Ornithology. 

Selys-Longchamps, Michel Edmond de. —Born May 25th, 1813. Died Dec. 11th, 1900.

Severtzoff (Syevertzov), Nicolai Aleksyevich. —Born 1827. Died Feb. 8th, 1885.

published in the Izvyestiya Imp. Obshch. lynbet. Estest. Antrop. (Moscow), Vol. 

VIII., livr. 2, 1873.

Sharpe, Richard Bowdler. —Leading British Ornithologist for nearly forty j^ears, being 
in charge of the Bird Dept, of the British Museum, and being a born ornithologist to 
boot. Born Nov. 22nd, 1847, died Dec. 25th, 1909. Obituary in Ibis, 1910, p. 352, 
reprinted Emu, Vol. IX., pp. 178 and 262. While only a boy began a 

Monograph of the Kingfishers, 4to, London, published in parts, the dates given in the 
Introduction :—

This is a very valuable book to Australian ornithologists as a Record of the Specimens 
described by Latham in the British Museum is given, followed by an Account of the 
Watling Drawings, and another of the Parkinson, Forster and Ellis drawings. 

Further, a full account of the donations is included with biographical notes of the 
donors, often of unique value, while a special account of the Bullock Sale is included. 
It must he again noted that all note of this valuable book to ornithologists is missing 
from the Zoological Record for 1906, although Sharpe proposed some new bird names 
in it, and he was Recorder at the time. 

Sharpe and Claude Wilmott Wyatt. —Born March 2nd, 1842. Died May 1st, 1900. 
Monograph of the Hirundinidae, 2 vols., 4to, London, 1885-94.

Shaw, George.— Born Dec. 10th, 1751. Died July 22nd, 1813. Director of the British 
Museum. 

Currently reported by his contemporaries as being “ lazy,” so there must have been 
good workers in his age, as the following little list will show.

Paintings by Nodder with text by Shaw. Began in 1789 and regularly issued monthly 
until Shaw’s death.

It has been fashionable to discredit Shaw’s work ; such good workers as Swainson 
and Newton adding to the fire, but the above list of Australian novelties speaks for 
itself. 

Museum Leverianum, 4to, London, 1792-6. 

Five parts in part 1 and I. part=part vi. I have already' given details of this 
publication and also of the Museum ( q.v .), so here only note the new names given by 
Shaw.

I have given details under Audebert (q.v.) and also see Vieillot. I do not know what 
Shaw had to do with this work except that names are quoted for some birds as given by 
Shaw, which w r ere not published by Shaw himself until much later. 

Certhia cucullata, Certhia lunata. 

General Zoology. 

Began in 1800 by Shaw, completed in 1826 by Stephens (q.v.). Birds begin at 
Vol. VII., which is also quoted as Aves, Vol. I. Each volume in two parts, generally 
continuously paged. Vol. VII., pt. i., title-page, 1809, plates, date Sept. 1808; last 
page advertises that pt. ii. will be published in May 1809. Vol. VIII., title-page, pt. I., 
1811; title-page, pt. n., 1812. 

Shaw died in 1813, so these are the only two volumes on birds written by him.

P. capitatus (Vol. VIII.), Scythrops australasice (Vol. VIII.), Todus xanthogaster (Vol.

Sherborn, Charles Davies. —Bom 1861. It is difficult to write calmly of an “ immortal ” 
contemporary, and a great friend. Yet the systematists of the next generation will 
refer to “ Sherbom ” and fail to visualise the enthusiasm of a naturalist, who will 
condemn himself to a lifetime of thankless unpaid drudgery for the benefit of pure 
science. His “ Index ” will be a monument which may cause envy on account of its 
unequalled extent, but no rival will ever appear. The unselfishness of the worker will 
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be gauged from the many notes I have published, the results of his initiative and 
assistance. 

Index Animalium, 1758-1800, published 1902 ; 1801-50 now being published. 

Shortridge, 6. C.—English Collector who visited Western Australia and whose collections 
were reported upon by Ogilvie-Grant. Ibis, 1909, p. 650 onwards. 

Shufeldt, Robert Wilson. —Born 1850. An American Bird Osteologist whose writings 
have appeared in almost every scientific journal available. 

Osteology of Birds, New York State Museum, Bulletin 130, 8vo, Albany, N.Y., May 
15th, 1909. 

Contains a list of 160 titles of papers contributed to the study of Avian anatomy 
and taxonomy by the author. 

A complete list of his writings occurs in the e 4 Medical Review of Reviews,” Vol. XXVI., 
Nos. 1-9, 1920, covering 1565 titles up to June 1920. Now over 1,600 titles. 

Since when many have been added, a series even appearing in the Emu, which show 
that apparently little of value can be gained from a study of the bones when a direct 
suggestion is not given by the superficial details. The huge mass of detail may' be 
valuable later for comparison when more basic work has been completed, and all 
Shufeldt’s papers should be consulted, especially his Essays on Classification which., 
however, have been published in most unlikely places. 

Sieber, Franz Wilhelm. —Born 1789. Died 1844. Isis, 1825, heft i., Bejdage No. 1.

Soderberg, Rudolf. —Swedish Ornithologist who accompanied Mjoberg’s Expedition to 
Western Australia and reported upon the birds.

Cacatua leadbeateri aberrans. 

Kiingl. Svenska Vetenskapsakademiens Handl. (Stockh.), Bd. 52, No. 17, pp. 1- > 

1918, published Jan. 10th, 1919. Studies of the Birds in North-west Australia. 

Interesting notes on moultings, etc. 

Solander, Daniel Carl. —Swedish Naturalist, pupil of Linne, who came to England and 
worked at the British Museum. Born Feb. 28th, 1736 (some say Feb. 12th, 1733), 

died May 16th (some say 13th), 1782. # , 

Accompanied Banks on Cook’s First Voyage, primarily as a botanist , was a goo 
observer in every way. See Ibis, 1913, Jan., pp. 127-135. 
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Described in detail all the Petrels procured on the Voyage and was preparing a 
revised Systema Naturae when he died. The MS. was Banks’ property, and was mislaid 
until I discovered it in the British Museum, when I reprinted the whole of the descriptions 
of Petrels in my second volume of the Birds of Australia ; the names being Procellaria 
saltatrix (p. 16), P. longipes (p. 17), P. oequorea (p. 23), P. passerina (p. 24), Nectris 
carbonaria (p. 91), Procellaria fuliginosa (p. 113), P. pallipes (p. 123), P. sandaliata 
(p. 151), P. agilis (p. 152), P. vagabunda (p. 155), P. lugens (p. 159), P. veliflcans( p. 161), 
P. sordida (p. 162), P. atrata (p. 163), P. crepidata (p. 164), Diomedea profuga (p. 285). 
D. antarctica (p. 302). 

Some of these names had been previously noted as synonyms by Kuhl, Bonaparte, 
Gray and Salvin, and the latter had quoted some diagnoses, but the complete 
description had not been seen before. 

Sonnerat, Pierre. —Born 1745. Died 1814. Voyage a la Nouvelle Guinee, 4to, Paris, 
1776. 

Voyage aux Indes Orientales et a la Chine, 2 vols., 4to, Paris, (after Feb. 5th) 1782. 

These two books contain numerous illustrations of birds accompanied by plates. 
These were only described in vernacular, but Scopoli ( q.v .) gave Latin diagnoses to 
most of the descriptions and Gmelin also named them. Sonnerat got his localities 
mixed, as he described Penguins from New Guinea, etc. 

The most curious item to Australian ornithologists is a painting of the Laughing 
Jackass, a peculiar Australian bird, and Sonnerat visited no place we know of where 
he could have procured the bird. 

South Australian Ornithologist. —A quarterly Journal published by the S.A. Ornithological 
Club ; the first numbers are separately paged as follows : Vol. I., pt. 1, pp. 1 (5)-24, 
Jan. 1914; pt. 2, pp. 1 (5)-20 (19), April 1914; pt. 3, pp. 1 (5)-22 (21), July 1914; 
pt. 4, pp. 1 (5)-32 (31), Oct. 1914. Vol. II., pt. 1, pp. 1 (5)-24 (23), Jan. 1915 ; pt. 2, 
pp. 25 (29)—48, April 1915 ; pt, 3, pp. 49 (53)-76, July 1st, 1915 ; pt. 4, pp. 77 (80)-102 
(101), Oct. 1st, 1915 ; pt. 5, pp. 103 (109)-126, Jan. 1st, 1916 ; pt. 6, pp. 127 (131)-154 
(158), April 1st, 1916 ; pt. 7, pp. 159 (163)-1S7 (190), July 1st, 1916 ; andpt. 8, pp. 191 
(195)-213 (214), Oct. 1st, 1916. And continued four times a year on Jan, 1st, April 1st, 
July 1st and Oct. 1st, eight numbers to a volume, but volume IV. or V. has only four. 

Contains important papers by Zietz (q.v.), Ashby, White, Mellor, etc., and also some 
by myself. 

Spalding, Edward. —Australian Collector who worked for Dr. E. P. Ramsay and Masters 
round Rockingham Bay and Port Darwin and after whom Ramsay named Orthonyx 
spaldingi in 1868, and Gracticus spaldingi in 1878. 

Sparrman, Anders. —Born 1748. Died 1820. A Swedish Naturalist, a pupil of Linne, who 
went out to South Africa and was met at Cape Town by Forster, who was with Captain 
Cook on his second voyage. Forster induced Sparrman to accompany him, but Cook 
would only allow him on condition that Forster paid for his keep, etc., etc. Sparrman 
left the ship again when it reached Cape Town and went into the interior. Later he 
came to Europe, and owing to his travels his collections were considerably mixed, and he 
attributed birds he had collected at Dusky Sound, New Zealand, to definite localities in 
the deserts of Africa with unfortunate results. 

Museum Carlsonianum. Folio Holmirn. 

Under this title was published a series of 100 plates of birds in four fascicules of 25 
plates each, in the years 1786, 1787, 1788, 1789. 

Hirundo javanica. 

Spencer, Baldwin. —Victorian Naturalist, Vol. XXIII., No. 7, p. 140, Nov. 1906. 
Interested in science but not much in ornithology ; named the King Island kangaroo 
from bones only. 

Dromceus minor . 
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Stalker, William.— Bom 1879. Died 1910. An English Bird-collector who made collec¬ 
tions in North Australia on behalf of Sir W. Ingram, reported upon by Collingwood 
Ingram (g.v.). Afterwards lost his life on the British Ornithologists’ Union Jubilee 
Expedition to British New Guinea. Ingram named, from his collection, Sphecotheres 
stalkeri : , a most unfortunate species, whose status is still a matter of doubt. 

Stanley, Owen, ( Capt ). of the Rattlesnake. 

Gould only mentions JPLalurus amabilis as collected by him,, but at the same time as 
he described this species he named the genus Machcerirhynchus , with M. flaviventer 
and Ptilotis filigera , from specimens presented by Capt. Stanley to the Zoological 
Society of London. 

Stejneger, Leonhard.— Born 1851. One of the greatest of American Ornithologists, 
Forsook birds nearly forty years ago but is still living; in charge of the biological branch 
of the Museum, dealing with Reptiles and other Vertebrata. 

After several articles in the Auk prepared the bird volume of 
Standard Natural History, edited by J. S. Kingsley, Vol. IV., 4to (late in year), 
Boston, 1885, in which he incorporated a novel scientific treatment and made it 
a most valuable work of reference. Unfortunately, he introduced novel names 
without any indication of novelty, as Atrichornis , and Amytornis , a most unscientific 
proceeding, and one that Stejneger himself would have condemned in the harshest 
language. These names have been a source of trouble since they were recognised.

Dr. C. W. Richmond, in writing to me about Stejneger under date Feb. 14th, 1924, 
says “He (S.) often observed to me ‘ Why did I ever give up birds ? ’” Also in the same 
letter “ When working on the Standard Natural History, Kingsky would not let me 
introduce any new names officially.” Stejneger intended to publish a note in the 
Auk re the pre-occupied names, but neglected to do so. 

Stephens, James Francis. —Bom 1792. Died 1853. Continued Shaw’s Gen. Zoology after 
Shaw’s death in 1813. Introduced new genera and new species, and after all the altera¬ 
tions wrote “ mihi ” as was the custom, and this proceeding caused some of his friends 
to christen him “ Mr. Mihi Stephens.” 

Each of the volumes is in two parts but generally consecutively paged, the last 
volume not. 

Vol. IX. was published Aug. 1816; Vol. X., Sept. 1817 ; Vol. XI., Aug. 1819; 
Vol. XII. late in 1824 (in Gent. Mag., Jan. 1825) ; Vol. XIII., Feb. 18th, 1826 ; 
Vol. XIV. late in 1826 (in Liim. Soc. Donation book, Feb. 6th, 1827).

p. 259 (incorrect); Eulabeornis castaneiventris , pp. 263, 284, 305 ; Emblema picta, p. 175. 

Commander of the surveying vessel H.M.S. Beagle, afterwards Rear-Admiral. 

Appendix, Vol. L, pp. 479-483. 

Anas novcehollandice . 

Stone, Wither. —Born 1866. Famous American Ornithologist. Curator in charge of 
birds in the Academy of Natural Sciences, Philadelphia. Editor of the Auk, etc. 

Contributed a series of papers to the Proc. Acad. Nat. Sci. Philadelphia, 1889 onwards, 
dealing with the collections under his charge, including <c The Gould Collection of 
Australian Birds comprising the types of the great work, The Birds of Australia.” 

In the article in the 1894 number, p. 117, he named Anous atrofuscus. These articles 
were discontinued after he had published a paper in the Proceedings, 1899, pp. 5-62 
April 17th, 1899, dealing with the types of Peale and Cassin. 

He then drew up a list of the Gouldian types at my suggestion and this was published 
in the 

Austral Avian Record, Vol. I., pts. 6-7, pp. 129-180, Feb. 28th. 1913. 

A List of the Species of Australian Birds described by John Gould, with the location 
of the Type Specimens. 

This most important paper must be reconsidered in view of later information given 
by G. R. Gray ( q.v .).

It 
occupies pp. 303-311 and 169 species are listed. 

Strange, Frederick. —Born about 1826. Died 1854. A collector in Australia and 
New Zealand -who was murdered by natives in the Wide Bay District. 

Collected the types of Colluricincla rufogaster, Eopsaltria capito, and is mentioned by 
Gould in connection with Graucalus sioainsonii , Tringa canutus , Menura alberti, 
Podargus plumiferus , Pitta strepitans , Ephthianura tricolor and Ptilotis fasciogularis. 

Stresemann, Erwin. —Born Nov. 22nd, 1887. German Ornithologist who travelled in the 
Moluccas, etc., and has recently been appointed in charge of the Birds in the Berlin 
Museum. Contributed a series of articles to the Nov. Zoologicae on the birds of Oram, etc. 

Verhandl. Omith. Gesellsch. Bayern, Vol. XII.. heft 4, pp. 277-304, May 15th, 1916. 

Uber die Formen der Gruppe Gorvus coronoides Vig. and Horsf. 
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Streubel, August Vollrath, Ersch, J. S., und Gruber, J. G.—Encyclop. 

Lophaon. 

According to Sherborn the correct title of this work is Allgemeine Encyclop. Wissensch. 
u. Kiinste, and 103 volumes in 4to were issued between 1818-50 and it was continued 
to 1889. In three “sections.” Section 1 covers A-G. Section 2 H-N. Section 3 
0-Z. The volumes of each section separately numbered. 

A few bird articles are scattered throughout by various authors, as Cabanis, Streubel, 
etc. 

Strickland, Hugh Edwin. —Great English Systematic Ornithologist. Born March 2nd, 
1811, accidentally killed Sept. 13th, 1853. 

Memoirs of Hugh E. Strickland by Sir William Jardine, his father-in-law, 1858, where 
his papers were reprinted. 

Will always be remembered as the Editor of the First Series of Nomenclatural Rules 
prepared on account of the British Association for the Advancement of Science, but 
which became commonly referred to as the Stricklandian Code. 

Was greatly interested in the technical side of bird study, and when G. R. Gray 
published his List of the Genera of Birds in 1841, Strickland published in the 

Ann. Mag. Nat. Hist., Vol. VI., pp. 410-423, Jan. 1841, and Vol. VTI., pp. 26-41, 
March 1841 and id., p. 159, note, April 1841. 

Commeidmy on Mr. G. R. Gray’s Genera of Birds, 8vo, London, 1840. 

Full of important notes, and these were incorporated by Gray in his second edition 
of his List. 

When Gray published his account of the Lambert drawings (q.v.), Strickland (with 
Gould’s assistance) followed with 

Annals Mag. Nat. Hist., Vol. XL, pp. 333-338, May 1843. 

Remarks on a Collection of Australian Drawings of Birds, the Property of the 
Earl of Derby. 

In this are published Muscicapa australis Latham MS., Muscicapa novcshollandice 
Latham MS., and Strepera cinerea Gould. 

Ornithological Synonyms, Vol. I., Accipitres. 

Edited after his death by Mrs. Hugh E. Strickland and Sir W. Jardine, 8vo, 
London, Nov. 1st, 1855. 

A few pages of the second volume were printed but never published, see Austral 
Av. Rec., Vol. V., p. 18, 1922. 

Latham’s MS. names appear here also, as Falco aquilus , F. lunatics, F. camus, F . 
striatus and Strix novcehollandice and Falco subbuteoides Jamieson. 

Catalogue of the Strickland Collection of Birds. Edited by O. Salvin, 8vo, London, 
(after June 4th) 1882. 

Strzelecki. Paul Edmund de. —Born 1796. Died 1873. Physical Description of New 
South Wales and Van Dieman’s Land, 8vo, London (pref. May 13th). Issued May 1845. 

Includes a list of birds prepared by Gould in which on p. 328 the name Sternella 
nereis is printed (error only). 

Stuart, John McDouall. —Born 1815. Died 1866. Journals during the years 1858-62. 
Edited by W. Herdmann, with illustrations by G. F. Angus, 8vo, 1865. 

Sturt, Charles. —Born 1796. Died 1869. Two Expeditions into the Interior of Southern 
Australia during the years 1828, 1829, 1830 and 1831, 2 vols., 8vo, London, pref. June 
1833, 1834. * . 

Many natural history notes ; includes coloured plates of The Crested Pigeon ot the 
Marshes, Rose Cockatoo, Palceornis melanura or Black-tailed Paroquet, Pomatorhmus 
temporalis and superciliosus. 

He wrote that “ similar to specimens I had procured from Melville Island, which 
is interesting.

Narrative of an Expedition into Central Australia, 1844-46, with ornithological 
notes by J. Gould. 2 vols., 8vo, London, issued Dec. 1848, “ 1849.” 

Coloured plates of Milvus affinis, Cinclosoma cinnamomeum. 

Gould also states that Sturt first discovered Platycercus flaveolus , Geophaps plumifera , 
Eudromias australis. Psephotus xanthorrhous procured at the Depot was later named 
P. x. var. pattescens by Salvadori ( q.v .). 

Sundevall, Gael Jacob. —Great Swedish Ornithologist, born Oct. 22nd, 1801, died Feb. 
5th, 1875. 

His great work is entitled 

Methodi Naturalis Avium Disponendarum Tentamen, 8vo, Stockholm, 1872-73. 

Published in two parts. Pars prior, Foreword and Introd. (in French), pp. i.-xlviii., 
pp. 1-72, pref. dated Jan. 1st, 1872, but note of apology on back of wrapper dated 
Aug. 1st, 1872 ; pars posterior, Introd., pp. xlix.-lxix., pp. 73-187, Appendix, pp. 1*~ 
12*, published before June 12th, 1873. 

In this essay Sundevall protested against the quotation of inexact and incomplete 
references, and being a classical student altered a lot of names as not being classically 
formed, as Cosmopelia , Calopetes , Grallipes, Gamptolophus. 

Translated into English by Francis Nicholson, (pref. Aug. 1st) 1889, with a memoir of 
his life and a portrait from the J.f.O., 1875, p. 214. Nicholson added two supple¬ 
ments from the Swedish Academy's Journal. 

SundevalTs Tentamen contains a lot of useful work, and he noted that the so-called 
deeper seated structural characters were as variable as the superficial ones. To-day 
this is being proved by every investigator.

In these valuable essays, especially the latter, he attempts to name Le Vaillant ? s 
Birds of Africa, distinguishing all from extra-hmital localities. It may be noted that 
Sundevall did not have the Nouveau Dictionnaire for reference, so all the names are 
recorded from the Encylop. Method., but they date back to the earlier publication. 

Nos. 115, 116, 130-2, 223 and 5 are Australian birds. 

Ofvers, af Iv. Vetensk. Akad. Forh. (Stockh.), 1874, No. 2, pp. 21-41. 

Fornyad anordning av Dagrovfoglama (Dispositio nova Accipitrum Hemerohar- 
pagorum). 

LeptoJiierax. 

This is included by Nicholson as Appendix II., pp. 309-314, the succeeding paper 
also occurring in the same place, No. 3. pp. 27-30. 

Swainson, William. —One of the greatest English Naturalists of the nineteenth century, 
who fortunately published his own Memoir in the Cabinet Cyclopaedia (Lardner) in 
the volume entitled Taxidermy (q.v.). 

Born Oct. 8th, 1789. Died in New Zealand on Dec. 5th, 1855. His collection was 
purchased before he left England and is now in Cambridge. 

[Not to be confused with the William Swainson who migrated to Tasmania and 
afterwards became Attorney-General in New Zealand, where he died. I have notes of 
three small books issued in 1853, 1859 and 1862. From Tasmania he published a couple 
of small papers.]

BIBLIOGRAPHY. 


Sherborn’s results are here epitomised. The first part of the first series appeared on 
Oct. 1st, 1820, with six plates ; this was succeeded monthly with similar parts for 
eleven months, the twelfth part having no plate but only prefaces, indices, etc., the 
preface to Vol. I. being dated Sept. 15th, 1821, which contained 66 plates. The 
second Volume had four plates to each part, but included five plates issued with the 
September number, 1821, thus making 53 plates. The third Volume includes thirteen 
numbers, Oct. 1822 to Oct. 1823, each with five plates except the last, which has only 
three, and the prefaces, etc., making 63 plates. As the plates are consecutively num¬ 
bered it is comparatively easy to date each item. This series is often found bound 
up in sections, Vertebrosa, etc. 

The second Series appeared erratically, and complete data are unknown ; announced 
to begin on Feb. 29th, 1829, with 5 pis. to a part, three parts were reviewed as early 
as April 1829, but only six appear to have been published in 1829, being reviewed in 
Feb. 1830. Only four parts, three with five plates each and one with indices, etc., 
can be traced as coming out in 1830, and forming Vol. I. (10 pts.) with 45 plates. Then 
regularly for the first eight months in 1831, though double numbers may have been 
issued if behindhand. Sherborn gives pis. 46-85, 1831 ; pis. 86-96, 1832, 10 parts each 
of 5 pis. (perhaps the last with 6), and this makes Vol. II. Sherborn also gives pis. 
97-136, 1833, but this data must be revised as the preface to the final volume 
with 40 pis., i.e., 10 parts each with 4 plates, is dated March 4th, 1833, the date 
of completion. 

In the Nov. Zool., Vol. XVIII., p. 12, 1911, I recorded some data as follows : In the 
Mag. Nat. Hist., Vol. IV., p. 272, June 1831, Swainson wrote “ in each regular number 
(12 out of 13) there are five plates,” and in the same place, p. 555, in a letter dated 
Sept. 1831, “ the 17th and 18th came out but a month ago,” and there threatened to 
issue only two more parts. Apparently this was done and completes Vol. II. 

In this place Swainson designates types as of Gallinula, etc.

Encyclopaedia of Geography by Hugh Murray. 

Swainson contributed a large account of Natural History, 8vo, London, July > 
then brought out in monthly parts : pt. 3, May 1st; pt. 4, June 2nd ; pt. 5, Ju y s > 
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1834; completed in 12 parts before Jan. 1836. Tlien again reprinted successively in 
1840 and again in 1844, when a Supplement to Murray’s Encyclopaedia of Geography 
was published separately in Jan. 1844, price one shilling, comprising 16 pages of statis¬ 
tical details only, no more Natural History. 

Butov , Sittdla , n.n. 

Encyclopaedia of Zoology. “ One thick octavo volume with numerous woodcuts 
now nearly ready for press.” Note in Fauna Boreali-Amer. Zool., p. 200, 1831-1832. 
This project was abandoned when Swainson accepted the editorship of the Natural 
History Volumes of Lardner’s Cabinet Cyclopaedia, which occupied fifteen volumes of 
that work :—

The other three volumes were on Geology, two volumes by J. Philips, and Principles 
of Descriptive and Physiological Botany by J. Henslow. These were issued with a 
sub-title Cabinet of Natural History, and the wording on the engraved title-page differs, 
and copies may be met with with all three titles or only one. and also different 
bindings. 

Swainson considered this his great opportunity and expounded throughout the 
series Macleay's Quinary Theory. In order to elaborate this he was compelled to 
look carefully at the birds, and he drew the details himself, being a very gifted artist. 
Swainson’s drawings have been copied into text books ever since, adorning Newton’s 
Dictionary of Birds as recently as 1896. 

One of the peculiarities of this series is the misspellings, sometimes two misspellings 
of his own genus name occurring on the same page. A studied opinion was rendered 
on this subject by the International Commission, who were ignorant of the fact that 
Swainson himself had written in reply to a criticism (Mag. Nat. Hist. (Charlesworth) 
n.s., Vol. II., p. 498, 1838) : “ To ‘ errors and misprints ’ I believe I must plead guilty ; 
it is a fault I always have had, and am afraid I alwa}^ shall have.”

This was prepared as part of the preceding work and is quoted throughout that as 
Part V., but owing to lack of space it was held up and issued with the above, proof 
sheets being privately distributed to his friends earlier.

Abbreviated to Taxidermy only, no one would suspect the interesting contents of 
this little book; only the first 97 pages deal with Taxidermy, etc. ; and part n., entitled 
A Bibliography of Zoology, with biographical sketches of the principal authors, extends 
from p. 98 to the end, p. 392. 

Some of the sketches are good, but the autobiography of Swainson himself is invalua- 
able, while, of course, all the bibliographical details are tainted with Swainson’s curse, 
errors and misprints.

Published in parts but exact dates not yet known. 

In Yol. I. is Ewing’s List of Tasmanian Birds (q.v.). 

II. Grant described Fulica tasmanica . 

III. Cotton gave a List of Victorian Birds (q.v.). 

Tavistock, Marquis of (Hastings William Sackville Russell).— Born 1888. English 
Ornithologist, greatly interested in captive birds, making valuable observations on 
plumage changes, especially Australian Parrots, and after whom I named lavistoc a. 
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Tchihatcheff, Pierre de. —Born 1812. Died 1890. Voyage scientifique dans Y Altai et 
sur la frontiere occidental© de la Chine, 2 vols., 4to and folio Atlas, Paris, 1844-45. 

Russian spelling is Petr Aleksandrovich Chikhacliev, according to Sherborn. 

The first part is acknowledged B.F., Sept. 21st, 1844; the second part B.F.,* May 3rd, 
1845. In the latter is included a Catalogue of Birds by Brandt, who introduced many 
new names. 

Eupoda. 

Temminck, Coenraad Jacob. —Great Dutch Ornithologist who dominated European 
ornithology from 1815 to 1840. Born 1778, died 1858, and was nicknamed “the tardi¬ 
grade Dutchman ” by one of the lighter of the English spirits. 

Catalogue Systematique du cabinet d’Ornithologie et de Quadrumanes de C. J. 
Temminck, 8vo, Amsterdam, 1807. 

This little essay includes a section “ Caracteres Physiques des Oiseaux non-decrits,” 
in which a number of new species, such as Orthonyx , Erythrogonys cinctus , were described 
in detail, but no Latin names were given. Some new names were given in the body of 
the work, and thus overlooked, as Psittacus lathami. 

This work was so rare that in 1849 Hartlaub wrote an account from the only copy 
known to him, in the Berlin Museum, which was published in the second volume of 
Jardine’s Contributions to Ornithology. My copy was given me by W. Stone of 
Philadelphia. 

Les Pigeons by Madame Knip, folio, Paris, 1811. 

This work has given a great deal of trouble to bibliographers, and reference must be 
made to Coues’ (Orn. Bibl., pt. 3, pp. 794r-797 (Bull. U.S. Geol. and Geogr. Survey 
Territ., No. 4, Sept. 30th, 1880) ): “Dated on title-page 1811, appeared in fifteen 
livraisons, from 1807 to 1811.” This appears inaccurate and Sherborn has since 
published : “The nearest collation I can arrive at is pp. 23-41, 1-48 (1809) ; 49-80 
(1810) ; 81-128 and 1-30 (1811) ; the contents of the parts are unknown to me ; ed. 2, 
fo. Paris (? 1838-43) a reissue of ed. 1 ; pp. 129-135 referred to above are in this copy ” ; 
the above reads “ of pt. i. the B.M. (N.H.) copy has pp. 129-135, which appear=pp. 
35-41 of Coues’ notes.” 

In the Austral Avian Record, Vol. IV., pt. i., pp. 24-45, 1920, I published my notes 
including the above from Sherborn’s MS. 

The peculiar pagination given by Sherborn refers to the fact that three sections of 
Pigeons were distinguished and were separately paged, and the plates separately 
numbered, as Les Colombars, pp. 23-41, pis. i.-xr.; Les Colombes, pp. 1-128, 
pis. i.-lix., and Les Columbigallines, pp. 1-30, pis. i.-xvi. 

The missing pages 1-22 of Les Colombars were apparently destroyed by Madame 
Knip as detailed by Coues. 

The pagination as noted above by Sherborn and by myself differs in different copies, 
pp. 129-135 replacing pp. 35-41, in some cases showing correct signatures, in others 
differing signatures, etc. 

Madame Knip was Madamoiselle Pauline de Courcelles and painted the pictures to 
which Temminck supplied the text, and Temminck apparently wanted the credit for 
the work, while Madame Knip contended the paintings were more important and the 
text was secondary. A second series was issued according to Engelmann in 15 livr. 
de 60 pis. (12 livr., 1838-43), the text by Florent Prevost. 

The new names in the first series are Columba superb a, C. elegans and G. armillaris .

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This is text only and -was apparently written after the quarrel with Madame Knip 
in order to give expression to his scientific work. He had in mind, however, some such 
work, as in 1807 in his Catalogue (q.v.) he wrote : “ J’ai cite aussi a I Article des 
Gallinaces mon ouvrage d’ont presque tous les dessins sont acheves, et qui va paroitre 
incessemment,par cahiersdesix planches avec leur description, il aura pour titre Histoire 
generale et complette des Gallinaces. Ouvrage in folio en deux volumes ome de plus 
de deux cent planches.” This work was never published, probably through his 
experience with Madame Knip. 

Hemipodius with H. maculosus, Columba goadgang . 

Observations sur la classification methodique des Oiseaux, et remarques sur I Analyse 
cl’une nouvelle ornitliologie elementaire par L. P. Vieillot, 60 pp., 8vo, dated 
Jan. 15th, 1817. 

An amusing little tract in which Temminck accuses Vieillot of plagiarism of his and 
Illiger’s work, whereas Vieillot was probably the most original author of the three, and 
from the facts (see Vieillot) could not have got much assistance from Temminck’s 
published works. 

Manuel d’Ornithologie, 8vo, Amsterdam and Paris, 1815. 

Preface dated 1814, and Dr. Dwight has a copy with a title-page dated 1814. 

Not including much novelty. 

Sterna leucoptera , Lestris pomarinus . > 

Manuel d’Ornitliologie, 2nd edition. 

Two volumes w'ere issued before Oct. 21st, 1820 ; these included an Analyse du 
Systeme generale Ornitliologie. A third volume w r as issued before April 18th, 1835, 
and Vol. IV. before December 7th, 1839. Title-pages of I. and II., October 1820 ; of 
Vol. III., April 1835, and Vol. IV., 1840. A reissue with title-pages “ 1820-1840 ” in 
1840, and Vols. III. and IV. are recorded in B.F., Dec. 19th, 1840. 

In the text, p. 2, to Eurylaimus in the 22nd livraison of the Planch. Color, which 
appeared in May 1822, a footnote states that the third volume w r ould appear in the 
beginning of 1823, and would include a second edition of the Analyse. The third 
volume did not come out until tw r elve years later and did not include an Analyse. 

In 1824 a Handbook der Europesche Vogeln was published, and Temminck included 
a “ Handleiding tot eene Systematische Rangschikking van alle Vogelen, but this is 
merely a translation of the Analyse of 1820 (not 1815 as given by Sherborn (lapsus only)). 

In the second edition of the Manuel Temminck, included in the Analyse, new genera 
with definitions but with no species attached, as Orthonyx and Climacleris. Such names 
have given trouble as apparently everyone knew' the birds so named, and used the 
generic names, but added a species name to suit themselves. 

Other new names proposed are Porphyrio melanotus> Sterna leucopareia , Hccmatopus 
niger , Recurvirostra rubricollis , Glareola grallaria and Pyrrhocorax leucopterus . 

An Atlas Oiseaux Europe d’apres Temminck was published by J. C. Werner in 55 
parts, Svo, Paris, 1826-42, which fortunately does not concern us, as Sherborn writes : 
“ Bates of publ. unknowm, and as the n.s. pp. occur in Temminck’s Manuel it does not 
seem w'orth wiiile to work them out; another issue in 1848." This is often sold with 
the Manuel. 

Trans. Linn. Soc. (Lond.), Vol. XIII., pt. i., pp. 107-130, May 1821. 

Account of some new Species of Birds of the genera Psittacus and Columba , in the 
Museum of the Linnean Society. 

In this paper Temminck mentioned the new r genera Ptelenorhynchus and Ortlionyx , 
and named Columba dilopha , C. magnifica , C. leucomela, C. scripta, C. humeralis , C. 
phasianella. Psittacus cookii , P. solandri , P. nasicus , P. fiavigasier (flaviventris on next 
page), P. baueri, P. brownii , P. multicolor , P. icterotis and P. venustus . 

Temminck and Kuhl w orked through these Parrots together and apparently decided 
upon the names to be given, but confused their notes, so that when published, brownii 
Temm.= venustus Kuhl and venustus Temm. =chry$ostomus Kuhl and fiavigasier Temm. 
=brownii Kuhl. 
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Temminck and Latjgier. —Nouveau Kecueil des Planches coloriees d’Oiseaux, 4to, Paris, 
1820-1839. 

This work which appeared in 102 livraisons is bound up into five volumes, sometimes 
in the order of appearance of the livraisons, other times in systematic order. G. R. 
Crotch gave a list of the dates of publication of the livraisons in the Ibis for 1868, p. 500, 
a very early record of date recording. Sherbom in the Ibis, 1898, pp. 485—488, supple¬ 
mented this with more accurate information, while in the Birds Austr., Vol. VII., 
pp. 468-471, I have given a complete account of a peculiar complication. Sherborn 
pointed out that the first twenty livraisons were published without text, but the 
contents were printed on the backs of the wrappers ; this was discontinued when the 
text was issued. Sherborn has stated that all the text for livraisons 1-20 and 21 
appeared at once, but this appears doubtful. 

The complete account of apparently a reissue of the first livraisons I have given, and 
here collate the account :

In the B.F. the 102nd and last livraison is acknowledged on June 29th, 1839, 
while in the work is a postscript dated Aug. 30th, 1836, “in completing this 101st 
livraison.

There can be no doubt that the above dates are correct, as in addition to Sherborn’s 
data from Ferussac’s Bulletin I have given Frorieps, and it will be noted that the B.F. 
absolutely confirms Crotch’s data. The only chance of error is in the binding as noted 
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and in the fact that the copy in the Bird Room, Brit. Mus., has the dates written in 
ink at the foot of the page, and some of these dates refer to the second issue and may be 
quoted without reference ; the above data will show these up. 

The number of names quoted is large : Columba lophotes, Golumba phasianella , 
Rallus pectoralis , Diomedea melanopliris , Procellaria tenuirostris , Pelecanus conspicil - 
latus, Sterna tenuirostris , Tringa albescens , Charadrius ruficapillus, Charadrius nigri- 
frons, Parra gallinacea, Hydrobates , Falco radiatus, Falco f uscosus, Geyx pusilla, Capri - 
mulgus mystacalis , Pitta strepitans , Pitta macklotii , Pomatorliinus trivirgatus (P. 
turdinus), Barita destructor , Barita anaphonesis , Drymophila alecto, Drymophila 
trivirgata, Ortlionyx spinicaudus , Climacteris picumnus, Climacteris scandens , Pardalotus 
ornatus , Meliphaga atricapilla , Lamprotornis metallica , Kitta with Kitta virescens. 

Temminck and Schlegel.—F auna Japonica. Though this is a current quotation the 
work was edited by Siebold, and is correctly quoted as Siebold’s Fauna Japonica, the 
portion dealing with Aves being written by our authors. This was published in twelve 
parts between 1844-1850, and Sherborn gave some dates in Proc. Zool. Soc. (Lond.), 
1895, p. 149, and Richmond has furnished additional data, as given in the Austral Av. 
Rec., Vol. IV., p. 24, 1920. Our information now stands : Pt. i., pp. 1-28, 1844 ; 
pt. n., “ 1847,” pp. 29- ; pt. m., pp. -60, before Aug. 3rd, 1847 ; pt. rv.-vm., 

pp. 61-100 in 1848 ; pt. iv. before Jan. 4th, 1848 ; pt. v., March 1848 ; and pts. vi.-vm. 
acknowledged in the Intel! Blatt Serapeum, Jan. 31st, 1849; pts. ix.—xi., pp. 101—124, 

“ 1849 ”; and pt. xn., pp. 125-142, April 1850. 

The names I quote are Hirundo pyrrhonota australis , Charadrius pluvialis orientalis, 
Tringa crassirostris . 

Discourse prehminaire, 4to, 1835, quoting Ara alecto , has never been traced as 
published. I possess a MS. which may be the original or a copy, but I know of no other. 

[Ara alecto occurs on p. xvii. of Temm. : “ Coup-d’CEil sur la Fauna des lies de la 
Sonde,” etc. This is his Discours prehminaire, and is 44 dated” November 1835, but I do 
not know when it was issued, though it was published by or before May 1839.

Townsend, Charles Haskins. —Born at Parnassus, Pa., Sept. 29th, 1859. Honorary 
degree of Sc.D. (Washington and Jefferson Univ., 1909). Was assistant in U.S. Fish 
Commission in 1883, and held various posts there until 1902. As naturalist on the 
steamer “ Albatross, 5 ’ he visited many islands and coast points on both Atlantic and 
Pacific sides of North, Central and South America, and the West Indies, and in 
1899-1900 he visited parts of Polynesia during the cruise of the 44 Albatross,” as a 
member of the Agassiz Expedition. Since 1902 has been Director of the New York 
Aquarium. During his connection with the Fish Commission (later called the Bureau 
of Fisheries) made large collections in various branches of natural history, and has 
written reports on some of them. With Wetmore, reported on the birds of the 
Agassiz Pacific Expedition.

—A quarto publication began in 1791, and 
many interesting articles in the early years by Shaw, Davies, Latham, followed by 
Horsfiekl, Raffles, and Vigors and Horsfield. I have given the dates of publication 
from Slierborn’s MS. of Vol. I to XX. in the Birds Austr., Vol. VII., pp. 471-477.

Vigors and Horsfield’s Essay on Australian Birds ( q.v .) appeared in Vol. XV., pt. 1, 
which was issued Feb. 17th, 1827, though commonly quoted as 1826. 

Transactions of the New Zealand Institute. —Issued 3 7 early in various months of the year 
succeeding, date from May to November. The first volume published in 1869 contained 
a reprint of Buffer's Essay, originally issued in 1865; this first volume was itself reprinted 
in later years. Buffer, Hutton and Potts contributed many interesting articles on 
New Zealand birds, and some relate to sea-birds such as Petrels which must be looked 
up, while Reischek also wrote about Petrels in this Journal. 

Tregellas, Thomas. —Australian present-day Ornithologist who has contributed articles 
to the Emu and sent me notes and specimens which have been used in my Birds of 
Australia. 

Great 
English Ornithologist at whose house the idea of the British Ornithologists’ Union 
was first suggested, at least so it is commonly reported.

Tunney, J. T —Australian collector who secured specimens for the West Australian 
Museum and then made an expedition into North-west Australia, reported upon by 
Hartert, Nov. Zool., Vol. XI., pp. 194-242, 1905, the wonderful Amytornis woodwardi 
being the chief item, but this was overlooked and not named till later. 

[Tunstall, Mabmadtjke]. —Born 1743. Died 11th Oct., 1790. Ornithologica Britannica, 
folio, 1771. 

This anonymous, unwieldy publication was reprinted by the Willughby Society 
(q.v.), and the names proposed are now accepted by all workers, though up to a little 
while ago they were not accepted by workers w r ho professed to reject anonymous works. 
Fox states that it was not published for sale. 

Tunstall was a good ornithologist, and a good account of him is given by Fox in 
the Synopsis of the Newcastle Museum (1827), which was based on Tunstall’s collection 
and includes a portrait of Tunstall. 

Falco peregrinus. 

Valenciennes, Achille. —Bom 1794. Died 1865. Mem. Mus. d’Hist. Nat. (Paris), 
Vol. VI., pp. 20-27, (before Aug.) 1820.

Vancouver called at King George’s Sound, South-west Australia, and notes that a 
peculiar duck was shot by Menzies the surgeon, the type of Biziura lobata Shaw and 
Nodder.

XXXII., pp. 71-72, Jan. 1910.

Victorian Naturalist .—An important little publication published monthly at Melbourne, 
the official organ of the Field Naturalists’ Club of Victoria. Each number is dated 
with date of publication. Began January, 1884, and 12 parts appear each year. . 

Contains a mass of bird-notes, probably more than in all the other publications, m 
Australia except the Emu, which is a younger Journal founded by Victorian 
ornithologists. 

North published new species in this place while he ignored the Emu. . Milligan and 
Hall and others have also named new forms, but the Journal would be invaluable tor 
its field-notes were nothing novel included. 
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\ ieillot, Louis Jean Pierre. —Justly termed “ The father of modem scientific French 
Ornithology ” by Lesson. Bom May 10th, 1748, died at Rouen, 1831. 

Analyse d’une nouvelle Ornithologie elementaire, 8vo, Paris, April 14th, 1816. 

Through the publication of this little tract Vieillot drew upon himself the antagonism 
of Cuvier ( q.v .) and Temminck ( q.v .). Neither was justified in the charges he brought 
as Vieillot was an ornithologist, which Cuvier was not, and his little essay was apparently 
completed, though not published, before Temminck’s Manuel, and shows little 
dependence upon the system of Illiger. 

Newton (l)ict. Birds, Introd., p. 29, footnote, 1896) has pointed out that Vieillot’s 
Analyse was communicated to the Turin Academy, 10th January, 1814, and was ordered 
to be printed, Mem. Acad. Sci. Turin, 1813-14, p. xxviii., but owing to the wars, etc., 
this was not done. Vieillot then sent it to England, and his Prolusio (as he then called 
it) was read at meetings of the Linnean Society of London between 15th November, 
1814, and 21st February, 1815, but when the time came for printing it (perhaps in 
1817) it had been ** Published already.” Stephens in his Gen. Zool. published some 
of these Vieillot names in 1815, such as Indicator and Monadon, probably bavins taken 
notes from Vieillot’s MS. 

Many Australian genera are first characterised in this Analyse, as Dromiceius 
(Dromaius), Eudyptes ( Endyptes ), Porzana , Prcedatrix, Limicida, Erolia , Rostratula , 
Morns , T achy petes, Hydrocorax, Glareola Isabella, Plyctolophus, Eurystomus , Coracina , 
Malurus, Artamus, Gralhna, Gallina (sic) melanoleuca , Cracticus, Falcunculus , Pardalotus, 
Melithreptus, Philemon , Creadion , Sphecotheres. 

This is the most useful work reprinted by the Willughby Society (q.v.). 

Nouv. Diet. d’Hist. Nat. (q.v.). 

Vieillot wrote the ornithological articles in this place, describing many new species 
which I have enumerated. These articles were reprinted in the Encycl. Method, (q.v.), 
from which place they ha ve been commonly quoted, but very few new names occur in 
the Encycl. and none Australian. 

Galerie des Oiseaux (q.v.). 

Vieillot also wrote this work, but only a few new names concern us, so that they 
may be repeated, Microglossus, Cacatua rosea. 

Oiseaux Lores, by Audebert (q.v.). 

Vieillot wrote the text for this but at that time was not describing the novelties, so 
that the only new names are credited to Shaw (q.v.). 

There are some new names, but as they are in small type, they are easily over¬ 
looked. Coues made the mistake of saying that there were no scientific names in 
this work. 

Vigors, Nicholas Aylward.— Born 1785. Died Oct. 26th, 1840. Great English 
Ornithologist who wrote a number of good articles in the Zoological Journal; he was 
tneSecretary of the Society and is famed in Australian annals for his collaboration 
with Thomas Horsfield in the Linnean Society’s Collection.

I do not know the reason w T hy this most important essay was not finished as there 
was surely time. The MS. must have been in progress, but I have not been able 
to trace it, and the Caley MS. from which Vigors and Horsfield quoted so frequently 
is also, at present, missing. I wTite “ at present, 3 ' as in the case of the Solander MS., 
that turned up fifty years afterwards. Vigors quarrelled with Swainson, and the 
latter generally quotes this essay as Horsfield and Vigors, while Cuvier quoted some 
of the generic names as by Swainson ; the latter pointed this out, but in the Fauna 
Boreal. Amer. he had practically claimed that they were instituted by him.

This little work was brought to the notice of ornithologists in the Smithsonian 
Miscellaneous Collections (Quarterly Issue), Vol. 47, pp. 332-341, 342-347, Jan. 31st, 
1905, in two items : 

The New Species of Birds in Vroeg’s Catalogue, 1764, by C. Davies Sherborn, pp. 
332-341. 

Notes on the Birds described by Pallas in the “ Adumbratiuncula ” of Vroeg’s 
Catalogue. By Charles W. Richmond, pp. 342-347. 

The first paper contains a reprint of the “ Adumbratiuncula ” which covers seven 
pages of descriptions of thirty-eight species, thirty-five of which were supposed to be 
new. The Catalogue itself contained 49 pages, describing the items in Dutch, but 
sometimes with Latin names in conjunction. Thus, while Scolopax testacea and 
Trynga leucophcea appear in the Catalogue, Scolopax testacea and Trynga alba are 
described in the Adumbratiuncuke. In addition are used Sterna albifrons , Colynibus 
ruficollis and Trynga ralloides. Witmer Stone has advised the rejection of the names 
in the Catalogue, but the acceptance of those in the Adumbratiunculse, and this is now 
agreed to. Van Oort (Notes from the Leyden Museum, Vol. XXXIV., pp. 66-69, 
1911) would reject all the names on the score of anonymity, but that is no bar whatever 
to acceptance. The references to Pallas’ authorship are : Linne, Syst. Nat., 12 e ed., 
p. 298, 1766, quotes Turdus puniceus Pallas, Adumbr. 99 : this is No. 99 in the Adumbr., 
p. 2, with the name Turdus puniceus. Pallas, Zoogr. Rosso-Asiat., Vol. II., p. 199, 
1827, says he described Trynga alba in Catal. Vroegiani, append. Adumbr., and this 
Trynga alba appears for No. 320, p. 7, of the Adumbr. 

Wagler, Johann Georg. —Brilliant German Ornithologist who was accidentally killed at the 
early age of 32. Bom 1800, died 1832.

In this newspaper Casuarius australis is said to have been named, while in the 
“Australian,” Oct. 15th, 1866, Muller is said to have named Casuarius johnsonii. 

Wallace, Alfred Russel. —Born 1823. Died 1913. English Naturalist who collected 
in the East Indies, and from study there became interested in the evolution of animals, 
and wrote his epoch-making letter w T hich was read along with Darwin's, and became the 
basis of all scientific work to date. His bird collections were reported upon in the Proc. 
Zool. Soc. (Lond.) by G. R. Gray, but when Wallace came back he wrote some reports 
himself and in the Proc. Zool. Soc. (Lond.), 1865, p. 480, named Porzana moluccana . 

Waller, Charles, of Brisbane, from whose paintings Gould described Aprosmictu& 
insignissimus (a hybrid) and Cyclopsitta maccoyi . 

Waterhouse, Charles Oweft. —Born 1843. Died 1917. Index Zoologicus. An Alphabetical 
List of names of genera and subgenera proposed for use in zoology, as recorded in the 
“Zoological Record,” 1880-1900, together with other names not included in the 
“Nomenclator Zoologicus” of S. H. Scudder, 8vo, London, (pref. Sept. 1st) 1902. 

Index Zoologicus, No. n., 8vo, London, (pref. Oct. 28th) 1912. 

These are supplementary to Scudder (q.v.) and bring the names up to 1910 ; unfor¬ 
tunately, through Waterhouse’s death. No. III. is not yet prepared, though it is most 
seriously needed. 

Waterhouse, Frederick George. —Bom 1815. Died 1898. Australian collector who 
accompanied Sturt’s Exploring Expedition into Central Australia and collected the 
new bird, named Polytelis alexandrce by Gould, at Howells Ponds, Northern Territory. 

Later, was in charge of the Museum at Adelaide and furnished account of birds 
published in Harcus’ South Australia (q.v.). 

Sent to Gould birds collected by Andrews on Lake Eyre Expedition, including Amytes 
goyderi , and later, birds from Northern Territory, etc., from which Gould named Seisura 
mm, Xerophila pectoralis and Sternula placens . 

Waterhouse, Frederick Herschel. —Bom 1845. Died 1919. Librarian to the 
Zoological Society of London. 

The Dates of Publication of some of the Zoological Works of the late John Gould, 
F.R.S., London, 8vo, 1885. 

Includes a Biographical Sketch, but only gives the dates, in years, of the Mammals 
of Australia, Monograph of the Macropodidse, Birds of Great Britain, Asia, Australia, 
Monographs of the Trochilidae, Odontophorinae, and Trogonidae. At the present time 
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we want the actual date, the day of the month if possible, but this little work is useful 
as a rough guide to some of the works. 

Index Generum Avium. A List of the Genera and Subgenera of Birds, 8vo, London, 
(pref. Aug. 1st) 1889. 

This is a good little guide, the references being checked by Waterhouse, and will 
serve until Richmond’s complete w r ork is published. No attention to actual dates was 
paid, simply the earliest reference being cited. 

Waterton, C har les. —In a pamphlet issued by him, he attacked Swainson in : “ An 
Ornithological Letter to William Swainson, Esq., F.R.S., etc., etc., Charles 
Waterton, Esq., Walton Hall, Wakefield : Richard Nichols, Bookseller, 1837,” pp. 1-15. 
In this Waterton says : “ I have a crow to pick with you. As we are both birdmen, 
the operation will cost us but little time and trouble.” He then proceeds to roast 
Swainson for fifteen pages. 

1\ atling, Thomas. —A famous painter of Australian birds whose name first appeared in the 
History of the Collections of Nat. Hist. Brit. Mus., when his paintings were reviewed 
by Sharpe ( q.v .). Since then I have republished some of Iris paintings in the Austral 
Avian Record and given some notes. Campbell has twice given extracts from Sharpe’s 
work in the Emu, and lately Hixson (q.v.) has given us some correct data in connection 
with him. In the Austral Av. Rec. (Vol. V., pp. 22, et seq ., 1923) is the latest note about 
Watling, but in the next number (pt. 4) appeared some more information about his 
drawings and, as far as can be judged, the subject is not yet exhausted. 

Weatherill, W. E.—Queensland Naturalist, Vol. I., No. 3, Sept. 30th, 1908. 

Description of a new Pseudogerygone from South-east Queensland. 

Pseudogerygone cantator. 

Webb, Philip Barker (born 1773, died 1854) and Berthelot, Sabin (born 1794, died 
1880).—Hist. Nat. lies Canaries, Paris, 1835-44. 

It is fortunate this book does not greatly concern us as it is one of the bibliographic 
problems yet unsolved. Vol. II., Omithologie, 1841, contains Eustrinx and Euhierax, 
which I quote in synonymy. 

Webber, J.—Draughtsman (with Ellis (q.v.) ) to Cook’s Third and Last Voj^age, 1776-80, 
who apparently did not paint natural history objects. 

Weiske, Emil. —Austrian collector who collected in North Queensland and New Guinea. 
His new species were named by Reichenow (q.v.) Climacteris weiskei , and then his 
collection reported upon by Sassi (q.v.). 

Wernerian Society , Edinburgh. —Eight volumes of Memoirs were published in octavo between 
1811 and 1839: Vol. I., Oct. 1811. Vol. II., pp. 1-260, May 1814; pp. 261-700, “ 1818,” 
rev’d. Feb. 28th, 1819. Vol. III., June 30th, 1821. Vol. IV., pp. 1-252, May 1822 ; 
pp. 253-603, May 1823. Vol. V., pp. 1-288, 1824; pp. 289-599, 1826. Vol. VI., Jan 
1832 ; Vol. VII., 1838 ; Vol. VIII. (part one and last), after July 1839. 

Macgillivray wrote his article on Gulls in this journal. 

Larus bathyrincJms. 

West, John. —History of Tasmania, 2 vols., 8vo, Launceston, 1852. 

Includes natural history notes by Ronald Gumi. 

Western Australia. —A Description of the Settlement of King George’s Sound, in the Colony 
of West Australia, by an Australian Colonist, 8vo, 1846. 

Wetmore, Frank Alexander. —Does not use his first name. Born at North Freedom, 
Wisconsin, June 18th, 1886. In Bird Lore, Vol. 2, 1900, pp. 155-156, is a paper 
entitled “ My Experience with a Red-headed Woodpecker ” by “ Alick Wetmore 
(age thirteen years), North Freedom, Wis.,” his first contribution to science. Went 
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to Kansas and was an assistant in the University Museum at LawTence, from 1905- 
1910 ; was an assistant in the Colorado Museum of Natural History in 1909. Took 
the A.B. degree at University of Kansas in 1912 ; M.S. degree in 1916 and Ph.D. in 
1920, both at George Washington University. His studies at the University of Kansas 
were much interrupted from lack of funds, to supply which he drifted from place to 
place in the west, taking odd jobs (freight agent, station agent, express agent, store¬ 
keeper in mining camps, driller, dynamite “ shooter,” etc.) until he had accumulated 
enough to resume his university work. Employed by Biological Survey in 1910, 
and regularly since 1912. Has since visited Alaska, Porto Rico, Argentina, Hawaii, 
Wake Island, and many parts of the western United States on various projects. At 
present stationed in Washington. Is working on systematic ornithology, bird rmatomy, 
and fossil birds chiefly. In November 1924 he was appointed Superintendent of the 
National Zoological Park, Smithsonian Institution, to succeed the late Ned Hollister, 
one of the leading American Ornithologists, now r Assistant Secretary of the Smithsonian 
Institution, and a new Superintendent of the Park will be appointed. Supervisor of 
the Zoological Park, Bureau of American Ethnology, etc., he has only one more 
step to go (Secretary of the Smithsonian) to gain the highest scientific honour in America. 
His new office is next door to that of the Division of Birds so he will be in close touch 
with the bird library and birds, 220,000 skins. He is officially “ Custodian ” of the 
skeleton and alcoholic collection. 

Wetmore and Townsend, Charles Haskins. Born 1859. 

Bull. Mus. Comp. Zool., Yol. LXIII., No. 4, Aug. 1919. 

Discussed the genus Scceophcethon . 

Wheelwright, Horace William. —An Old Bushman. Bush Wanderings of a Naturalist, 
8vo, London, (before Feb. 12th) 1861. 

In the future may become a “ Classic.” 

Pogophorus (misspelling of Pezoporus ), Leipoa penicillata. 

White, Henry Luke. —Born 1861. At present the most influential factor in the scientific 
study of Australian Birds and their Eggs, employing collectors to investigate the bird 
life of hitherto unworked parts, the results being published in the Emu, of which Journal 
he is the most important patron. Has presented coHections and books to the Royal 
Australasian Ornithologists’ Union which will later prove invaluable to Australian 
students. 

Has described a few birds in the Emu as foUows : Entomophila borealis (Vol. XIII.), 
Malurus lamberti dawsonianus (Vol. XVI.), Ptilotis albilineata (Vol. XVI.), Acanthiza 
nana dawsoniana (Vol. XVIII.), Atrichornis rufescens jacksoni (Vol. XIX.), Psephotus 
narethce (Vol. XXX.), Acanthiza pusilla nullarborensis (Vol. XXI.), Gymnorhina tibicen 
eylandtensis (Vol. XXI.). 

White, Samuel.— Born 1835. Died 1880. Greatest field ornithologist in Australia of the 
past generation. Fortunately there is a sketch of the “ Life of Samuel White, 
Ornithologist, Soldier, Sailor and Explorer ” by his son, S. A. White, recently published 
in the South Australian Ornithologist, Vol. I., part 3 and succeeding numbers, July 1914 
onwards, and in book form from Adelaide, 1920. 

He sent his specimens to Gould, who gave him credit for the collection of the types 
of Arlamus melanops and Malurus callavmts, and mentioned him in connection with 
Pardcdolus rtibricatus, Hieracidea orientalis, Elanus scriptus , Eurostopodus guttatus , 
Epthianura albifrons , E. aurifrons , E. tricolor , Dicceum hirundinaceum , etc. . 

He collected Psephotus xanthorrhous at Cooper’s Creek on Oct. 9th, 1863, which was 
named pallescens by Salvadori many years afterward. 

White, Samuel Albert (Captain). —Son of the preceding. Bom Dec. 20th, 1870. I have 
given a Memoir and Portrait in the Austral Av. Rec., Vol. III., pp. 162 et seq., . 
The most enthusiastic field ornithologist in Australia of the present generation. as 
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explored almost the whole of South Australia, making trips in every direction, sending 
me the specimens, with notes, for my Birds of Australia,, and I have described too 
many novelties from his collections to enumerate here. 

He has described a few himself, as Malurus lamberti morgani in the Austral Av. Rec. 
(Vol. I., p. 126, 1912), Sericornis maculatus rymilli and Glimacteris ivaitei in the Emu 
(Vol. XVI.), Sericornis longirostris wyldei, Acanthiza mariance and Barnardius barnardi 
lindoi in the South Australian Ornithologist (Vol. II.), Barnardius barnardi myrtce 
(Vol. XXXIX.), Lewinornis rufiventris maudece (Vol. XXXIX.), and Micrceca jascinans 
barcoo (Vol. XLI.) in the Transactions of the Royal Society of South Australia. 

With Mellor, dealing with the birds of Flinders’ Island, were names Megalurus 
flindersi , Sericornis flindersi (Emu, Vol. XII., 1913). 

White, John. —Journal of a Voyage to New South Wales, 4to, London, 1790. 

The plates are dated Dec. 29th, 1789, and there is a review in the August number of 
the Gentleman’s Magazine for 1790. Earliest print shows errors as “ A List of Plates ” 
and “ No. 2, Great Brown King’s Fisher, page 237,” should be 137. There is no list of 
subscribers and the draughtsman’s name shows clearly on plates (in later copies missing 
or indistinct). Plate of Wattled Bee-eater missing, but on p. 240 “ The Wattled 
Merops, Merops carunculatus ,” is fully described. In the later copies this page is 
suppressed, and instead a short description of the “ Wattled Bee-eater or Merops ” 
female is given. 

In the Appendix many birds are figured and described: Psittacus cristatus 
Lin., Fulica alba , Motacilla australis , Caprimulgus cristatus , Falco albus , Gorvus gracu- 
linus , Procellaria fuliginosa , Motacilla superba , Motacilla pusilla, Psittacus pusillus , 
Psittacus discolor . Authorship of the bird names accredited to Shaw by Sherborn, 
Ann. Mag. Nat. Hist., Vol. VII., June 1891, but Swainson (Prelim. Disc. 
Study Nat. Hist., p. 65, 1834) had many years before stated this, as Cuvier (Regne 
Animal, Vol. IV., p. 156, fc 1817 ” = 1816) had indicated John Hunter, who only wrote 
up the five quadrupeds which are not systematically named. 

A French translation by C. J. Pougens was published : Voyage a la Nouvelle-Galles 
du Sud, a Botany Bay et au Port Jackson en 1787-89, trad, de l’Anglais, avec des notes 
critiques et philosophiques sur l’kistoire naturelle, les moeurs, etc., 8vo, Paris, 1795 
and 1798. 

No plates of birds and no new names. 

Of my two copies one is the original one and the other has 44 This copy was presented 
to me by the editor, Thos. Wilson, Esq. The plates were selected with great care 
and coloured by the hand of Miss Stone.” This was written by D. Pitcairn, after 
whom Pitcairn’s Island was called. 

White was Surgeon-General of the Settlement and employed Thos. Watling to paint 
natural history objects, but Watling did not arrive until after White’s Journal was 
published, so that he could not have furnished the plates illustrating this work, as has 
been stated. 

Whitlock, Frederick Lawson. —Australian present-day collector who has published 
some delightful accounts in the Emu, the first one being under the name F. Lawson 
(q.v.). Many forms have been described from his collecting by H. L. White and myself. 

Widowson, Henry. —Present State Van Diemen’s Land, 8vo, London, 1829. 

Includes notes of Tasmanian Emu. 

Wiglesworth, Lionel William. —Born Feb. 13th, 1865. Died June 7th, 1901. See 
Meyer and Wiglesworth. 

Wilcox. —Collected some birds at Cape York and apparently gave them to Captain 0. 
Stanley, who presented them to the Zoological Society of London, viz., Machcerirhynchus 
flaviventer and Ptilotis filigera . 
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Wilkes, Charles (Captain). —Bom 1801. Died 1877. United States Exploring 

Expedition. The birds collected by Titian Peale, who accompanied Wilkes 
as naturalist, were reported upon by Peale in Vol. VIII. This publication 

was severely criticised by Cassin and then, as part of the issue was destroyed 
by accident, Cassin was (by design) commissioned to rewrite the report, which is the 
one now 7 commonly available. 

Wilkes, John. —Edited the Encyclopaedia Londinensis and named many birds figured by 
Levaillant. Cassin (q.v.) drew attention to this sixty years ago, but no notice has yet 
been taken of Cassin’s exposition by the so-called systematic workers who deal with 
African birds, which it most concerns. 

The only new 7 name which interests us is Motacilla fimbriata . 

Willughby Society for the Reprinting of Scarce Ornithological Works. —Was 
formed by the ultra-prioritarians of the last generation who unearthed rare ornithological 
tracts (of doubtful value in some cases) and reprinted them (a most worthy object) 
for the benefit of students. 

Twelve rare works were reprinted between 1880 and 1884, Audouin, Barton, Desfon- 
taines, Forster (2), Leach, Lichtenstein, Scopoli, Smith, Tunstall, Vieillot and Wagler. 

The ones that concern us have been noted under the authors Leach, Scopoli, 
Tunstall, Vieillot and Wagler. 

Wilson, Alexander. —Bom 1766. Died 1813. Most famous of American Ornithologists, 
succeeded by Audubon, these two forming a succession unequalled in any country at 
any time. Memoir in Jardine’s Naturalists’ Library, Vol. XIV., 1843. 

American Ornithology, 9 vols., 4to, 1808-1814. 

Tringa bartramia was named in Volume VII., the only name concerning Australians. 

Wilson, James. —Bom 1795. Died 1856. Illustrations of Zoology, 1 vol., Fol., Edinburgh, 
1827-1831. 

Issued in nine parts, each four plates, last part with three only. Preface dated 
April 25th, 1827, and No. 1 w r as reviewed Edinb. New Philos. Journ., April-July, 
1827, p. 199; No. 2, ibid, July-Sept., p. 397 ; No. 3, ibid, Jan.-March, 1828, p. 411. 
Four parts were out by June 1828, then I only know the seventh was out before Nov. 
1829, and the eighth and ninth parts by May 1831. Cuvier acknowledges receipt of 
first part in a letter dated June 3rd, 1827. The sixth part contains the name Larus 
jamesoni , and was published in 1829. 

Though this is all there is on record regarding this work, I have seen an advertisement 
published in 1836 which states the first part of Vol. II. is issued, price 16s., the tenth 
part of the series. 

Wood, Casey Albert. —Born Nov. 21st, 1856. American Ophthalmologist who has 
written upon “ The Fundus Oculi of Birds,” 1917, and is forming a great bird library, 
the Emma Shearer Wood Library, at McGill University, Montreal, Canada, and 
preparing an account of all bird periodicals, which will be most useful and illuminating. 

Wood, Charles Thorold. —Born 1777. Died 1852. Ornithological Guide, 8vo, London, 
(Dec.) 1836. 

The preface is dated Sept. 24th, 1835, but was not published until December 1836 
(Engr. Catalogue), and copy in original boards includes Advt. list, date Nov. 1836. 

A quaint little book, reviewing books and systems without fear but with favour, and 
with a list of British Birds for labelling with numerous new names, which fortunately 
at present do not concern us. 

Wrote papers on bird names in the Analyst, introducing Pecula (Vol. IV.). 

Wood, Neville. —Ornithologists’ Text Book, 8vo, London, (May) 1836. 

This preface is dated Jan. 1st but was published in May. Covering almos exac y 
the samq items as the preceding but without the List of British Birds. 
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Woodward, Bernard Barham. —Born 1853. Librarian at the British Museum (Natural 
History) who prepared the Catalogues (q.v.), and with the assistance of Sherbom (q.v.) 
.has worked out the dates of publication of numerous natural history works, all the 
most complicated being so dealt with. 

Woodward, Bernard Henry. —Died Oct. 1916. Late Keeper of the Perth Museum 
who initiated expeditions in search of birds, notably Tunney’s (q.v.) to the North-west, 
and Montague’s (q.v.) to the Montebello Group. 

Obituary in the Emu, Vol. XVI., p. 197, 1917. 

Wyatt, Claude Willmott.— See Sharpe and Wyatt. 

Wytsman, Philogene Auguste Gallilee. —Born 1866. Genera Avium. 

Under this title a series of Monographs in quarto were began in 1905 at Brussels. 
A family was issued at one time, merely a synopsis of species, without any original 
research, and a coloured plate or two, the items separately paged. The smallest 
groups were first selected, and the work was discontinued through the war, but 
it is now intended to restart it. It is comparatively valueless in its present state 
and scarcely seems worth reconsideration. 

Part I. was Order Passeres, Family Eurylsemidae, by Hartert, consisting of 8 pages 
and 1 plate, issued 1905. The parts so far issued including Australian birds appear to 
be pt. 5, Cacatuidse by Salvadori, 2 pis., 7 pages, 1905 ; pt. 7, Pelecanidae by Dubois, 
1 pi., 4 pp, 1907; pt. 11, Loriidae by Salvadori, 6 pis., 20 pp., 1910 ; pt. 12 , Cyclo- 
psittacidae, 2 pis., 6 pp., 1910 ; pt. 14, Meropidae by Parrot, 1 pi., 17 pp., 1911; pt. 
15, Certhiidae by Hellmayr, pi. 1, 16 pp., and pt. 16, 1911, Sittidae by C. Hellmayr, 1 
pi., 18 pp., 1911. 

Zietz, Amandus Heinrich Christian. —Born 1839 (?). Died 1921. Ornithologist to 
the South Australian Museum for many years. Obituary, Emu, Vol. XXI., p. 237, 
1922. Aged 82 years. 

Trans. Roy. Soc. South Austr., Vol. XXIV., pt. 2, p. 112, Dec. 1900. 

Acanthiza tenuirostris. 

Zietz, Fritz Robert. —Born Oct. 11th, 1874. Died April 10th, 1922. Son of the preceding, 
also engaged at the same Institution, died only a few months after his father. Obituary, 
Emu, Vol. XXII., p. 76, 1922. 

South Austr. Ornithologist, Vol. I., pt. i., pp. 11-18, Jan. 1st, 1914.

Zimmermann, Eberhard August Wilhelm von. —Born 1743. Died 1815, Edited an 
edition of Bartam’s Travels in Carolina, adding identifications to names which I brought 
to the notice of ornithologists in the Auk, Vol. XXXI., pp. 86-91, 1914, and which 
has since been discarded as nonbinomial, though undeniably binary in the American 
sense of that w r ord, but not in the correct sense as used by systematists for a hundred 
years. 

Zoological Journal. —Edited at first by Bell, and sometimes referred to as Bell’s Journal 
and then afterwards as Vigors’ Journal. 

I have given full details in the Birds Austr., Vol. VII., p. 473, 1919, and here reproduce 
the esential details as to publication : Vol. I., pt., i., pp. 1-136, March 1824; pt. 2, 
pp. 137-288, June 1824 ; pt. 3, pp. 289-428, Oct. 1824 ; pt. 4, pp. 429-601, Jan. 1825. 
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Vol. II., pt. 5, pp. 1-144, April 1825 ; pt. 6, pp. 145-288, July 1825 ; pt. 7, pp. 289-432, 
Oct. 1825; pt.

Includes important papers by Swainson (q.v.) and Vigors (q.v.). 

Zoological Miscellany. —See Gray. See Leach. 

Zoological Record. —A yearly record of the work published in connection with Zoological 
Science, begun in 1864 and continued ever since, but sometimes late. In the Record 
for 1901 Sharpe introduced Amytis megalura for gigantura used by Milligan, which he 
regarded as a “ hybrid ” name. In this instance, as in many other cases of emendation 
upon philological grounds, the amender was in error. 

Zoologist , The. —A monthly periodical of Zoological Science begun in 1843 and suspended 
publication and w r as merged with “ British Birds 55 in 1916. The early numbers contain 
interesting articles by Macgillivray and Hogg, and the later ones include an article 
by Renshaw on the Black Emu (1903, p. 81). 

Ztjchold, Ernst Amandus. —Translated Leichardt’s Journal (q.v.). 

Journ. fur Orn., 1858, heft I., pp. 32-41.
